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PREFACE. 


The  undersigned,  in  presenting  the  Twelfth  Indiana  Agri- 
coltaral  Report,  assumes  the  responsibility  with  some  doubt 
of  his  experience  or  ability  to  discharge  that  duty  in  a  man- 
ner commensurate  with  the  great  importance  that  Agriculture 
and  Manufactures  now  assume  in  our  State.  The  geograph- 
ical position  of  the  State,  its  warm  and  medium  climate,  its 
rich,  warm,  alluvial  and  productive  soil,  plentifully  supplied 
with  the  very  best  of  timber,  living  streams  of  pure  running 
water,  with  an  abundance  of  the  very  best  building  stone,  and 
other  material,  with  its  valuable  and  unsurpassed  block  coal 
fields,  give  it  a  position  and  importance  equalled  by  but  few 
States  in  the  Union.  Our  block  coal  is  abundant,  and  has 
proven  to  be  among  the  very  best  iron-making  coal  in  the 
world.  The  railroad  facilities  for  convenience,  and  their  con- 
necting nearly  every  county  in  the  State  with  our  State  capi- 
tol,  and  all  important  commercial  points  in  the  United  States, 
and  our  central  location,  give  the  State  of  Indiana  an  impor- 
tance of  the  first  character,  and  an  enviable  position  among 
the  sister  States  of  the  Union.  The  contiguity  of  Indianap- 
olis to  our  coal  fields,  with  her  eleven  railroads  running  to  all 
points  of  the  compass,  connecting  her  with  these  and  other 
sources  of  wealth,  with  her  present  importance  as  a  manufac- 
turing point,  bid  fair  at  no  distant  day,  to  make  her  the  first 
inland  city  in  the  west.  The  agricultural  resources  and  pro- 
ducts of  the  State  are  immense,  and  in  proportion  to  territo- 
ry, are  not  surpassed  by  any  State  in  the  Union.  During  the 
•past  year  the  County  and  District  Agricultural  societies  have 
increased  more  rapidly  than  during  any  former  period.  Ap- 
plications to  the  undersigned  for  forms  for  organizing  County 
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and  District  societies  have  been  very  frequent,  and  many  of 
them  have  been  established  on  a  basis  and  extent  of  liberality 
heretofore  onknown  in  our  State.  Many  of  them  embrace 
a  number  of  counties,  own  large  and  beautiful  grounds  and 
improvements,  and  have  held  fairs  and  exhibitions  during  the 
fall  that  exhibited  an  interest  and  enterprise  that  insures  the 
prosperity  and  success  of  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  in- 
terests of  the  State.  The  success  of  nearly  every  agricultural 
fair  held  in  the  State  during  the  present  year,  has  been  com- 
plete, and  has  given  general  satisfaction  to  all  concerned.  The 
reports  from  the  different  County  and  District  societies,  ex- 
hibit a  general  interest  and  sound  financial  condition,  seldom 
or  never  witnessed  in  any  country.  The  average  crops  of  all 
idnds  throughout  the  State  the  present  year,  are  good,  the 
prices  of  products  fair  and  remunerating,  the  health  of  the 
people  generally  good,  and  the  prospects  of  agriculturists  and 
agricultural  societies  in  the  future,  quite  flattering.  The  year 
1870  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  general  prosperity. 
The  winter  broke  up  at  an  early  day,  and  the  spring  broke 
forth  about  the  middle  of  April  with  all  the  genial  warmth 
and  inspiring  rays  of  the  sun,  that  sound  the  glad  tidings  to 
all  vegetable  and  animal  life  that  winter  had  passed ;  freezing 
and  thawing  had  ceased,  and  that  nature  had  resumed  her 
vernal  beauty  and  grandeur.  Froni  this  time  until  about  the 
first  of  November,  the  season  was  generally  good.  Crops  ad- 
vanced and  grew  finely,  and  no  frost  made  its  appearance  to 
•check  their  growth.  Every  vegetable  product  grew  to  com- 
plete perfection,  and  were  developed  to  their  utmost  extent 
This  statement  is  strongly  evinced  by  the  general  success 
which  has  attended  all  our  County  and  District  fairs,  and 
finally  culminated  in  one  of  the  best  State  fairs  and  grandest 
displays  ever  exhibited  in  the  State.

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The  State  fair,  in  nearly  every  department!  was  all  that 
could  be  expected,  and  in  farm  prodocts  and  hogs,  superior  to 
any  former  exhibition.  When  we  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  a  large  fair  was  in  operation  at  Cleveland,  one  at 
Cincinnati,  a  State  fair  in  Kentucky,  and  the  St  Louis  fair 
at  St  Louis,  all  attracting  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  our 
State,  and  our  exhibitors  generally,  our  success  was  unprece- 
dented and  complete.  Our  worthy  Superintendent  had  im- 
proved our  grounds,  repaired  our  halls,  and  made  all  necessa- 
ry arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  visitors 
and  exhibitors,  and  every  officer  did  his  respective  duty  in  a 
manner  that  gave  universal  satisfaction/  Not  an  accident  oo- 
cunred  of  any  kind  to  mar  the  festive  occasion.  Much  might 
be  said  of  the  great  benefits  and  advantages  to  agriculturalists 
and  mechanics,  resulting  from  County,  J)istrict,  and  State 
agricultural  fairs.  They  are  the  great  American  idea  bright- 
eners  of  the  present  age.  But  fairs  are  of  no  new  origin.  Ed- 
ucation and  civilization  have  done  much  to  change  their  char- 
acter; but  as  far  back  as  the  year  800  we  find  Charlemagne 
establishing  them  in  France,  and,  also,  in  1071,  William  the 
Conqueror  gave  them  great  encouragement  in  England.  The 
Actian  Games,  celebrated  every  third  year,  in  honor  of  Apollo, 
with  wrestling,  horse-racing  and  sea-fights — also  the  bull- 
baiting  of  the  Spaniards,  not  even  yet  discontinued — the  Col- 
liseum  of  Rome,  capable  of  seating  80,000  persons,  erected 
between  75  and  80,  by  the  Emperors  Vespasian  and  Titus, 
where  gladiators  met  annually  to  contend  with  each  other  and 
with  ,wild  beasts.  The  jousts  and  tournaments  but  a  few 
centuries  ago,  were  Fairs  suited  to  the  period  when  they  pre- 
vailed, but  have  gradually  given  way  to  the  light  of  Christi- 
anity and  civilization.  That  light  burns  brighter  now  and  is 
making  more  rapid  progress  than  at  any  former  period  in 
the  world's  history.  The  car  of  progress  is  moving  onward — 
onward,  and  with  more  rapidity  over  ignorance,  superstition 
and  despotism.  Money  or  accident  of  birth  no  longer  sways 
the  world;  but  brain,  thought,  energy  and  perseverance  are 
the  ruling  powers  of  the  present  age.  That  individual  who 
gives  to  the  nation  a  new  and  important  idea  is  a  benefactor 
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to  his  race — better  than  a  king  or  emperor,  stronger  than  a 
Roman  gladiator,  richer  than  a  Croesus,  and  is,  in  fact^  a  noble- 
man by  the  right  of  natare  and  his  own  manhood. 

The  great  practical  advantages  of  Fairs  are  potent  and 
apparent  to  the  intellij^ent  and  illiterate,  and  from  the  various 
exhibitions  of  all  products  salutary  and  invaluable  informa- 
tion may  be  obtained  by  actual  observation  and  a  free  inter- 
change of  opinions.  The  Fairs  are  the  great  advertisement 
and  exhibition  day  in  every  county,  district  and  State  where 
they  are  held.  All  the  various  cereals,  roots,  vegetables,  fruits, 
machinery,  farm  implements,*  live  stock  and  other  products 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  are  on  exhibition  and  examined 
by  all.  The  very  best  and  most  valuable  seeds,  machinery, 
live  stock  and  other  products  can  be  selected,  the  very  best 
and  most  approved  modes  of  cultivation  learned.  And  the 
practical  demonstration  and  information  obtained  in  one  day 
at  these  annual  agricultural  shows,  may  be  worth  thousands 
of  dollars  to  the  practical  and  discerning  mind.  Agriculture 
and  agricultural  societies  have  the  prestige  of  antiquity.  The 
first  garden,  according  to  Holy  Writ,  must  have  been  planted 
by  the  hand  of  God,  the  great  Agriculturist  of  the  world. 
The  Scriptures,  from  the  creation,  frequently  allude  to  gar- 
dens, especially  the  Songs  of  Solomon  and  the  Prophets. 
Xenophon  describes  the  gardens  of  Sardis,  and  Epicurus  and 
Plato  taught  in  gardens.  Abel,  it  is  said,  was  a  keeper  of 
sheep,  and  Cain  was  a  tiller  of  the  soil.  Cato,  who  was  a 
Censor,  and  died  B.  C.  149,  and  Vorro,  who  died  B.  C.  28,  were 
eminent  Roman  writers  on  agriculture.  The  first  mentioned 
agricultural  association  was  in  the  British  island,  and  was  the 
society  for  the  improvement  of  agriculture  in  Scotland,  organ- 
ized in  1723.  In  Dublin,  Ireland,  an  agricultural  society  was 
formed  in  1740,  which  gave  quite  a  stimulus  \o  agriculture  in 
that  country.  In  1793  the  London  Board  of  Agriculture  was 
established  by  act  of  Pariiament,  and  in  1838  the  Royal  Agri- 
cultural Society  was  established  hy  noblemen  and  gentlemen, 
the  chief  landed  proprietors  of  the  Kingdom,  and  was  incor- 
porated by  Royal  charter  in  1840.  London  gave  us  the  world- 
renowned  crystal  palace  industrial  exhibition  in  1851.     This 
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was  followed  (July,  1853),  by  a  similar  exhibition  on  a  grander 
scale  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  in  1867  at  the  city  of 
Paris,  in  France.  All  former  agricultural  and  industrial  exhi- 
bitions were  eclipsed  and  far  excelled  by  the  most  extensive 
and  gigantic  display  of  National  products,  enterprise  and 
industry  ever  exhibited  to  the  world.  The  Palace  of  the  exhi- 
bition, situated  on  the  Champ  de  MarSy  (military  grounds), 
covered  a  space  of  161,304  yards,  and  was  1,593  feet  in  length. 

The  ground  enclosed,  contained  105  acres,  were  beautified 
with  lakes,  fountains,  towers  and  flower  gardens,  with  houses 
from  nearly  every  nation  on  the  globe,  with  the  inhabitants  of 
the  nations  cooking,  living,  and  costumes  of  their  respective 
countries.  The  world's  animal  and  agricultural  products, 
machinery  and  manufactures,  were  all  there  exhibited  on  a 
grand  scale,  the  grand  show  of  the  universe.  Our  own  State 
institution  was  organized  in  1851,  and  our  first  exhibition 
held  in  September  of  that  year.  Some  of  our  county  societies 
were  established  previous  to  that  date. 

Our  State,  District  and  County  institutions  are  so  closely 
connected — their  interestfi  so  nearly  blended,  that  the  benefit 
of  one  is  the  advantage  of  the  other — the  State  organization 
being  the  central  and  governing  power,  but  deriving  its  author- 
ity from  officers  selected  by  the  County  and  District  societies, 
and  governed  to  a  very  great  extent  by  their  advice  and  the 
counsel  of  their  delegates.  The  Indiana  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  feels  a  deep  interest  in  the  prosperity  and  success 
of  all  county  and  district  societies  in  the  State,  and  is  anxious 
to  extend  every  aid  and  facility  in  their  power  for  their  encour- 
agement and  support.  The  same  feeling  should,  and  undoubt- 
edly does,  exist  in  every  county  and  district  society  towards 
the  State  organization. 

I  take  much  pleasure  in  laying  before  the  reader  the  able 
and  very  valuable  Scientific  Report  of  Prof.  E.  T.  Cox,  our 
worthy  State  Geologist  The  report  only  embraces  a  few 
counties  in  our  State,  but  as  far  as  it  goes,  is  thorough  and 
reliable,  and  coming  from  the  hand  of  such  a  scientific  and 
practical  Geologist,  contains  much  valuable  information. 

The  statement  it  contains  in  regard  to  our  coal  fields  and 
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the^mineral  wealth  of  the  counties  examined,  has  done  much 
towards  developing  the  wealth  of  this  portion  of  oar  State^ 
by  indncing  capitalists  to  come  from  abroad,  who  have  com- 
menced the  manufactore  of  iron  and  other  products  to  a 
large  extent  This  Gteological  survey,  thus  prosecuted  from 
year  to  year,  is  of  immense  value  to  our  State.  It  brings  to 
light  new  sources  of  wealth,  publishes  to  the  world  where 
they  are  to  be  found,  indicates  the  course  to  be  pursued  to 
make  them  profitable,  and  invites  capital. 

The  discovery  of  immense  quantities  of  Block  Coal  in 
various  localities  where  it  was  not  thought  to  exist — ^the  fact^ 
proved  and  demonstrated,  that  it  is  the  best  iron-making  coal 
in  the  world,  and  that  the  very  best  steel  can  be  made  from 
this  iron,  gives  an  importance  to  our  State  and  our  manufac- 
turing facilities  surpassed  by  no  State  in  the  Union. 

The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  at  the  last  Janu- 
ary meeting,  passed  a  resolution  authorizing  Prof.  Cox  to 
inaugurate  and  arrange  an  excursion  to  Clay  county  and  the 
coal  fields  and  iron  manufactures  in  that  locality,  and  to  invite 
capitalists,  scientific  men  and  manufacturers  as  guests.  The 
Professor  did  that  duty,  nobly,  and  on  the  5th  of  April  last 
the  excursion,  under  his  control  and  management,  composed 
of  about  five  hundred  capitalists,  manufacturers  and  scientific 
men,  from  all  parts  of  the  Union,  visited  the  fields  proposed. 
The  result  was  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  scientific  men 
were  astonished,  and  wondered  why  this  hidden  wealth  had 
not  been  discovered  at  an  earlier  day.  The  manufacturer? 
were  surprised  that  such  propitious  locations  should  be  neg- 
lected by  men  of  their  class,  and  the  capitalists  were  delighted 
with  the  future  prospects  of  profitable  investments.  The 
value  of  this  exhibition  of  real  wealth — the  notice  and  notoriety 
given  to  it  by  this  excursion,  by  inducing  capitalists  and  man- 
ufacturers to  settle  and  bring  their  numerous  employes  into 
our  State,  to  consume  the  products  of  our  farms  and  become 
permanent  citizens,  cannot  be  estimated  or  appreciated. 

A  more  extended  notice  and  report  of  this  excursion  will 
be  found  in  another  part  of  this  volume. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  returns  his  sincere  thanks  U^ 
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the  varioas  County  and  District  Agricultnrai  Societies  through- 
out  the  State  for  courteous  treatment  and  prompt  responses 
for  all  information  desired,  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  for 
sustaining  me  in  my  official  capacity,  and  especially  to  the 
members  and  officers  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, for  their  unversal  kindness  and  support  in  my  official 
duties.

On  motion  of  W.  H.  Loomis,  Calvin  Taylor  was  admitted 
as  a  delegate  from  the  Horse  Fair  Association  of  Sullivan 
and  Vigo  counties. 

The  Board  being  thus  organized,  were  ready  for  the  regu- 
lar business  of  the  session,  whereupon  the  President  presented 
his  annual  address  as  follows,  to-wit: 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 
Oentlemen  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

It  aflfords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  meet  with  you  on  this 
occasion ;  you  have  assembled  as  members  and  delegates 
from  the  various  district  and  county  societies  from  every  part 
of  our  State.  You  come  as  the  honored  representatives  of 
the  most  ancient  and  the  most  indispensable  of  all  human 
occupations.  As  the  President  of  this  Board,  I  most  cor- 
dially welcome  you  and  greet  you  on  its  behal£  The  year 
just  closed  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity  to  our  society ; 
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under  Providence  our  beloved  State  has  been  blessed  during 
the  past  year  with  health,  the  richest  of  all  earthly  blessings, 
a  favorable  seed  time  and  a  glorious  harvest  have  been  vouch* 
safed  to  us ;  our  Great  Father  has  given  us  rain  from  Heaven 
and  a  fruitful  season,  filling  our  hearts  with  food  and  glad* 
ness.  For  these  evidences  of  Divine  favor  let  us  be  deeply- 
thankful  to  God,  the  author  of  all  our  blessings. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting  one  of  our  members  has- 
been  taken  from  us.  Mr.  A.  J.  Holmes,  member  elect  from 
the  Fourteenth  District,  and  Secretary  of  our  Board,  while  in 
the  discharge  oi  his  duties  for  another  society,  on  the  26th 
day  of  last  April,  he  was  thrown  from  his  horse  and  received 
a  fatal  injury  which  resulted  in  his  death  on  Thursday  even* 
ing  thereafter.  In  the  loss  of  Mr.  Holmes  this  Board  has  lost 
one  of  its  most  devoted  members,  and  a  most  energetic  and 
efficient  Secretary.  To  the  officers  of  this  society  his  death 
has  been  most  keenly  felt,  and  in  their  behalf  I  most  sincerely 
offer  my  heartfelt  condolence  to  the  surviving  wife  and  chil* 
dren.  I  feel  that  it  is  due  to  the  memory  of  our  departed 
brother  to  say  that  much  of  the  success  of  this  society  during 
the  last  few  years  has  been  the  result  of  his  active  and  con* 
stant  efforts  in  its  behalf. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Holmes  left  the  society  without  a  Secre- 
tary, and  without  the  power  to  appoint  one,  but  fortunate  for 
our  society,  one  of  our  number,  Mr.  James  D.  Williams,  be- 
ing a  member  of  the  Legislature,  introduced  a  bill  in  that 
body  providing  a  remedy  for  this  defect  Under  a  suspension 
of  the  rules  it  passed  both  Houses,  and  is  now  the  law. 
Under  this  law,  the  President,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Secretary,  is  authorized  to  make  an  appointment  to 
continue  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board.  In 
obedience  to  this  law,  I  took  the  liberty,  on  the  27th  day  of 
last  May,  to  appoint  the  Hon.  Fielding  Beeler,  of  this 
county,  to  said  office.  Mr.  Beeler  entered  at  once  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  from  his  long  experience  in  agri- 
cultural fairs,  and  his  devotion  to  our  interest,  gives  promise 
of  filling  the  place  of  his  lamented  predecessor  with  entire 
satisfaction.

For  a  specific  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  I  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer. 

Of  all  the  fairs  which  it  has  been  the  fortune  of  this  Board 
to  hold,  none  have  been  so  successful  as  the  one  held  last 
fall,  the  exhibition  was  far  in  advance  of  any  former  exhibi- 
tion, the  stock  on  exhibition  was  more  numerous  and  of  the 
highest  grade ;  Mechanics  Hall  was  full  to  overflowing,  the 
show  of  machinery  and  farm  implements  was  only  limited  by 
the  extent  of  our  large  ground  around  Power  Hall,  upon 
which  it  was  crowded ;  in  Fine  Art  Hall,  Floral  Hall,  and  in- 
deed in  all  the  Halls,  the  exhibition  was  all  that  the  most 
sanguine  could  desire;  the  attendance  was  perhaps  greater 
than  had  ever  attended  a  State  Fair  in  the  Northwest — ofli- 
cers,  exhibitors,  and  visitors,  were  alike  gratified  at  the  great 
success :  but  in  the  midst  of  the  general  rejoicings,  on  Friday 
evening  about  four  o'clock,  a  most  terrible  accident  occurred, 
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the  boiler  of  one  of  the  steam  saw-mills  exploded,  scattering 
death  and  terror  in  every  direction.  This  sad  and  unlooked 
for  disaster  suddenly  closed  our  fair  and  changed  our  general 
rejoicings  into  sadness ;  it  is  due  the  public  and  the  reputation 
of  this  Board  that  steps  be  taken  that  no  similar  accident 
shall  ever  occur  upon  our  Fair  Grounds. 

In  my  annual  address,  two  years  ago,  and  again  last  year,  I 
took  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
having  a  geological  survey  made  of  the  State,  and  endeav- 
ored therein  to  set  forth  some  of  the  many  advantages  which 
would  result  therefrom,  I  am  highly  gratified  to  find  that  thi& 
subject  not  only  met  your  entire  approbation,  but  steps  were 
taken  at  once  to  have  the  matter  laid  before  the  Legislature 
at  its  earliest  assembling.  His  Excellency,  Governor  Baker, 
lent  us  his  active  aid — he  not  only  addressed  this  Board  on 
the  importance  of  the  survey  two  years  ago,  but  likewise 
called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  subject  in  his 
last  annual  message  to  that  body.  You  are  aware  that  the 
Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  almost  unanimously  acceded 
to  our  wishes,  and  passed  a  law  creating  a  Geological  Bu- 
reau to  act  in  connection  with  the  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  to  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  State  Geologist,  who  is 
to  be  both  a  competent  practical  Geologist  and  analytical 
chemist.  Soon  after  the  passage  of  this  law,  his  Excellency,. 
Governor  Baker,  appointed  to  the  office  of  State  Geologist 
Professor  E.  T.  Cox,  of  New  Harmony,  Indiana,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Board  from  the  First  District 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  fitness  of  his 
appointment.  Professor  Cox  was  assistant  to  the  late  David 
Dale  Owen  while  prosecuting  the  surveys  of  Kentucky  and 
Arkansas,  and  has  been  actively  employed  in  making  geolo- 
gical explorations  in  the  West  for  the  last  sixteen  years* 
Since  his  appointment,  Professor  Cox  has  been  actively  en- 
gaged in  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  result  of  his  labors 
will  soon  be  published  with  the  report  of  this  Board's  pro- 
ceedings. 

Soon  after  receiving  the  appointment  of  State  Geologist, 
Professor  Cox  moved  to  Indianapolis,  bringing  with  him  his- 
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lai^  and  valuable  private  eoUection  of  geological  Hpecimens^ 
and  placed  it  in  the  geological  rooms  for  public  inspection ; 
he  also  brought  with  him  a  good  assortment  of  chemical  ap- 
paratus and  reagents. 

As  there  was  no  room  connected  with  the  State  House 
suitable  for  the  analytical  laboratory,  the  State  officers,  with 
a  characteristic  desire  to  subserve  the  interest  of  the  State, 
determined  to  have  one  built,  which  has  been  finished,  and  has 
been  neatly  fitted  up,  and  is  well  filled  with  furnaoes  and 
other  apparatus  belonging  to  a  first  class  laboratory.  The 
want  of  such  an  institution  has  long  been  felt  in  this  State, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  State  Geologist 
is  now  prepared  to  make  analysis  of  ores,  coals,  clays,  and  all 
other  substance  as  may  be  required. 

In  advance  of  the  publication  of  the  forthcoming  report, 
I  may  be  permitted  to  state  that  the  examinations  of  the 
State  Geologist  for  this  season  have  been  confined  mostly  to 
a  portion  of  the  coal  field ;  and  he  has  succeeded  in  tracing 
the  "block,"  or  iron-smelting  coals, from  the  southern  limits  of 
his  survey,  in  Greene  county,  to  the  northern  limits  of  the 
coal  measures  in  Warren  county,  thus  rapidly  making  known 
the  importance  and  magnitude  of  the  mineral  wealth  of  the 
State. 

In  the  eastern  part  of  Greene,  and  the  western  part  of 
Monroe  county,  there  are  found  large  deposits  of  a  silicious 
brown  oxide  of  iron  that  is  exactly  suited  to  mix  with  the  red, 
short  and  more  refractory  magnetic  ores  from  I^ke  Superior 
and  Missouri,  in  order  to  make,  by  their  union,  a  more  neu- 
tral iron.  This  is  a  quality  of  iron  always  in  great  demand, 
and  its  manufacture  is,  therefore,  an  object  of  the  first  impor- 
tance to  the  ironmaster.  And  when  we  take  into  considera- 
tion the  great  area  of  our  iron-smelting  coals,  and  the  magni- 
tude of  the  deposits  of  cold  short  iron  ores  in  Greene  and 
Monroe  counties  alone,  (the  State  Geologist  is  confident  of 
finding  them  in  other  counties),  the  importance  of  this  ore  can 
hardly  be  over-estimated  to  the  State.         • 

Besides  the  coal  and  iron  ore,  numerous  quarries  of  both 
sand  and  limestone  have  been  found  in  the  district  already 
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surveyed ;  and  many  of  the  sandstones  are  both  beautiful  and 
desirable,  and  can  be  quarried  in  blocks  of  dny  required  di- 
mensions. Many  of  these  quarries  are  contiguous  to  some 
of  our  railroads,  and  may  be  shipped  with  great  facility ; 
they  will  doubtless  be  valuable  additions  to  our  present  ma- 
terials for  building. 

The  recent  fairs  of  this  Board,  and  especially  the  last  one, 
have  shown,  conclusively,  the  necessity  of  enlarging  our 
grounds.  Although  it  was  thought  ample  grounds,  and  ar- 
rangements had  been  provided,  it  was  found  to  be  utterly  im- 
possible for  exhibitors  to  properly  display  their  goods,  and 
equally  impossible  for  visitors  to  examine  them.  I  most 
earnestly  recommend,  therefore,  that  steps  be  taken  at  once 
to  purchase  and  fit  up  additional  grounds  to  meet  the  in- 
creasing demands  of  the  public. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  at  least  two  additional  halls 
be  built — a  furniture  hall  and  a  miscellaneous  hall — as  the 
old  ones  are  no  longer  suitable  or  sufficient  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  intended. 

Your  amphitheater,  also,  is  found  to  be  entirely  too  small, 
and  should  be  greatly  enlarged,  or  a  new  one  built,  for  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  visitors. 

Gentlemen,  this  meeting  marks  the  close  of  my  official 
services  as  President  of  this  Board.  I  should  be  doing  in" 
justice  to  my  own  feelings  if  I  did  not  express  my  sincere 
thanks  to  each  and  every  member  of  this  Board  for  their  uni- 
form kindness  and  courtesy  during  my  official  service,  and  I 
only  regret  that  it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  render  more 
valuable  services  for  the  kindness  received  at  your  hands* 
To  the  officers  of  the  society — your  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
Superintendent — I  am  under  lasting  obligations  for  their 
hearty  co-operation  during  the  year.  To  our  new  Secretary, 
Mr.  Beeler,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  his  active  efforts  from 
the  date  of  his  appointment  to  the  present  hour. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  your  work  for  the  year  just  past 
is  finished.  I  am  happy  to-day  to  join  my  congratulations 
with  yours,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  your  labors  have  been 
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crowned  with  such  signal  and  coniplete  success.  You  have 
but  to  look  at  the  foimer  history  of  this  society ;  to  its  rapid 
progress;  to  its  present  high  position;  to  fill  you  with  the 
liveliest  hopes  for  the  future.  But  much  yet  remedns  to  be 
accomplished ;  but  encouraged  by  the  success  of  the  past,  let 
us  redouble  our  efforts  to  make  the  future  still  more  success, 
ful  than  the  past,  and  leave  to  those  who  succeed  us  the 
richest  legacy  which  faithful  services  can  bestow.

I  hereby  present  the  proper  vouchers  for  orders  drawn 
during  the  year,  with  register  of  the  same,  together  with  the 
Treasurer's  receipts  and  other  papers  for  reference. 

LIBRARY. 

Shortly  after  my  appointment  as  Secretary,  my  attention 
was  called  to  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  passed  at  the  January 
meeting  of  1868,  appropriating  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dol* 
lars  (8200),  to  be  expended  by  the  Secretary  in  the  purchase 
of  agricultural  works  for  the  library.  Under  this  order  1 
purchased  books  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  sixty* 
seven  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  (167.32).  A  portion  of  the 
works  were  purchased  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  State  Geolo* 
gist,  Prof.  Cox. 

After  making  this  purchase,  I  discovered  that  my  prede- 
cessor, Mr.  A.  J.  Holmes,  had  already  drawn  from  the  treasury 
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two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  apparently  for  this  purpose,  but 
no  part  of  which  appears  to  have  been  expended.  I  would 
suggest  that  the  finance  or  some  special  committee  be  in- 
structed to  examine  this  matter. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  same  amount  be 
appropriated  for  this  purpose  for  1869. 

CLAIMS. 

The  suit  of  Messrs.  Wheatley  &  Mc(yord,  referred  to  in 
the  report  of  my  predecessor  as  having  been  commenced 
against  the  Board,  in  the  Marion  County  Circuit  Court,  has 
not  yet  been  reached,  but  the  prospect  now  is,  that  it  will  be 
shortly — perhaps  during  the  present  session  of  the  Board. 

The  suit  of  the  Board  against  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway, 
for  their  subscription,  was  argued  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  sometime  during  the  summer,  but  a  decision  has  not 
yet  been  rendered. 

I  fully  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  President  for 
the  construction  of  new  buildings,  and  the  enlargement  of  our 
grounds.  Indeed,  if  we  would  keep  pace  with  the  progress 
of  4;he  day,  and  maintain  the  interest  in  our  fairs,  I  consider 
an  increase  in  the  size  of  our  grounds,  an  almost  indispen- 
sable necessity.  I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  suflS- 
cient  amount  of  land  adjoining,  if  the  same  can  be  had  at  a 
reasonable  rate;  if  that  cannot  be  accomplished,  I  would 
recommend  the  sale  of  our  present  grounds,  and  the  purchase 
of  a  larger  tract  conveniently  located,  but  not  at  present 
valued  at  so  high  a  rate.  I  believe  there  are  lands  almost  as 
convenient  to  the  Union  Depot  as  the  present  site,  which  can 
be  had  for  about  one-fourth  the  price  per  acre,  that  could  be 
realized  for  the  camp  Morton  grounds.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  matter  be  inquired  into  at  any  rate  before  paying  any 
extravagant  price  for  adjoining  land. 

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

I  presume  that  almost  all  who  have  been  connected  with 
the  management  of  Fairs,  are  aware  of  the  difficulty  of  secu- 
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ring  reports  from  Awarding  Committees,  as  to  the  reason  for 
their  decisions. 

Entry  books  are  filled  up  and  delivered  to  Committees,  and 
as  a  general  rule  returned  with  simply  a  note  of  first  and 
second  premium  opposite  the  names  of  the  successful  com- 
petitors ;  but  no  reason  assigned  as  to  why  the  awards  are 
made.  It  may  be  said  they  are  made  because  the  animal  or 
article  is  the  best  on  exhibition ;  but  the  public  would  like  to 
know  the  reason  why  the  Committee  consider  them  so.  If 
the  Board  can  devise  any  plan  which  will  ensure  reports,  they 
will  have  made  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

ESSAYS. 

Though  the  Board  offered  premiums  for  Essays  on  various 
subjects,  there  were  but  five  entries  made  this  season.  With 
the  hope  of  drawing  out  a  larger  number,  and  on  a  greater 
variety  of  subjects ;  in  the  future,  I  would  recommend  an  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  premiums  offered. 

REPORT. 

It  would  have  afforded  me  great  pleasure  to  have  been  able 
to  lay  the  annual  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Board 
before  you  at  this  meeting ;  but  as  it  is  required  by  law,  that 
the  report  of  the  State  Geologist  shall  be  published  with,  and 
be  a  part  of  the  report  issued  from  this  office,  I  am  unable  to 
do  so  in  consequence  of  the  inability  of  that  officer  to  have 
his  report  ready  for  the  press  in  time. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  say,  (and  take  pleasure  in  doing  so,) 
that  this  failure  is  firom  no  lack  of  industry  or  zeal  on  the 
part  of  Professor  Cox  or  his  able  assistant.  Dr.  G.  M.  Levette, 
as  I  know  that  they  have  used  the  utmost  iudustry,  laboring 
both  in  season,  and  out,  to  be  ready  at  the  earliest  day  pos- 
sible consistent  with  the  proper  preparation  of  their  work.  I 
feel  confident  that  neither  the  members  of  the  Board,  nor  the 
public  will  regret  the  delay,  when  the  work  is  laid  before 
them. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say,  that  when  called  by  the  partiality 
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of  your  President  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  the  Secre- 
tary's oflSce,  I  did  so  with  distrust  in  my  ability  to  properly 
discbarge  its  duties,  especially  when  I  remembered  the  very 
able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  those  duties  had  been 
performed  by  my  immediate  predecessor.  I,  however,  felt 
confident  that  I  could  rely  on  your  kind  forbearance  with  any 
errors  I  might  from  my  inexperience  commit 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  all,  and 
especially  to  your  President,  Treasurer  and  Superintendent, 
for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  with  which  I  have 
always  been  treated.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

Hon.  a.  D.  Hamrick,  President^  and  Members  of  the  Indiana 
State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

Gentlemen — Your  General  Superintendent  asks  to  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  early  spring  found  the  Fair  Grounds  in  a  somewhat 
deplorable  condition:  in  addition  to  the  natural  wear  and 
tear  of  eight  years'  use,  four  years  of  which  it  was  in  the 
service  of  the  General  Government  as  a  military  rendezvous, 
together  with  the  destructive  storm  of  April  last,  all  contri- 
buted to  render  the  general  appearance  of  the  ground  quite 
uninviting.  The  new  Mechanics'  Hall  erected  last  year  was 
entirely  demolished;  as,  also,  a  large  portion  of  the  fence,  and 
many  shade  trees  were  torn  up  by  the  roots  or  broken  by  the 
storm.  The  cost  of  rebuilding  the  Mechanics'  Hall  will  ap- 
pear elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Having  had  many  years'  experience  with  Fair  Grounds, 
dating  from  1855,  and  having  been  so  connected  with  your 
annual  exhibitions  nearly  every  year  since  that  time;  and 
having  visited  several  State  Fairs  in  other  States  during  1868 
and  1869,  has  certainly  given  me  an  opportunity  for  observa- 
tion not  shared  by  any  other  officer  of  the  Board.     Not  desi- 
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Ting  to  obtrude  my  suggestions  upon  your  valuable  time,  but 
believing  that  good  to  the  cause  may  be  thus  obtained,  I 
desire,  with  your  permission,  to  submit  a  few  suggestions  and 
recommendations : 

1.  I  am  thoroughly  persuaded  that  the  admission  of  all  side 
shows,  auction  stands,  fat  women,  white  negroes,  snake  shows 
and  all  classes  of  similar  exhibitions,  not  clearly  within  the 
provisions  of  the  law  passed  for  the  encouragement  of  agri- 
<5ulture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  should  be  prohibited.  They 
bring  in  their  trail  the  worst  classes  of  thieves  and  scoundrels 
of  low  and  high  degree;  besides,  no  good  emanates  from  their 
exhibitions;  being  within  the  ground  gives  them  the  coun 
tenance  of  the  Board,  as  well  as  conveying  to  the  unsuspect- 
ing the  idea  that  they  are  useful  and  instructive,  or  they  could  ' 
not  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  ground.  The  young  are 
especially  attracted  by  their  flaming  handbills,  and  the  sugared 
words  of  the  showmen : 

"Will  you  walk  into  my  parlor, 
Said  ihe  spider  to  the  fly; 

for  they  amount  to  little  else  than  an  alluring  bait  to  just  that 
class  of  people  who  should,  and  perhaps  do,  visit  your  annual 
exhibitions  for  information  touching  agriculture  or  mechanical 
sciences,  of  which  the  State  Fair  is  presumed  to  be  an  expo- 
sition. It  is  true,  they  add  no  little  to  the  annual  receipts; 
but  if  the  sentiment  of  the  people  is  such  that  they  will  not 
patronize  State  Fairs  for  the  cjood  thus  sought  to  be  fostered, 
it  may  well  be  a  question  of  doubt  whether  or  not  the  good 
resulting  is  commensurate  with  the  great  evil  thus  counte- 
nanced. Does  the  young  lad  remember  more  of  Fine  Art  Hall 
than  of  the  snake  show  ?  Are  the  impressions  formed  in  the 
first  as  lasting  as  in  the  second?  Is  it  as  important  to  give 
the  rising  generation  instruction  in  the  side  show  business  as 
it  is  to  teach  them  in  stock  growing  and  the  various  arts 
connected  with  farming  and  mechanism?  The  undoubted 
answer  of  the  masses  who  attend  State  Fairs,  and  all  exhibit- 
ors, must  be  utterly  opposed  to  the  admission    of   all  side 
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shows.     Nor  is  the  custom  of  admitting  auction  stands  and 
trinket  lotteries  very  much  better. 

2.  The  space  heretofore  occupied  by  these  nuisances  might 
be  used  to  advantage  for  the  display  of  reapers,  plows^ 
threshers,  and  other  classes  of  farm  machinery,  thus  relieving 
the  constant  pressure  about  Power  and  Mechanic  Halls. 
Some  preparation  would  first  be  necessary;  but  this,  at  far- 
thest, would  not  cost  more  than  a  few  hundred  dollars.  Dur- 
ing the  times  of  large  gatherings,  the  interior  or  center  of  the 
ground,  it  appears  to  me,  would  be  greatly  relieved  by  this 
proposed  change. 

3.  I  would  also  advise  the  building  of  three  or  more  eating 
stands,  on  the  same  plan  as  those  built  last  year;  they  are 
necessary  to  the  accommodation  of  the  people,  are  a  source 
of  great  revenue,  equal  to  an  investment  at  fifty  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  pf  the  ground,  as 
compared  to  the  unsightly,  rough  board  sheds. 

4.  Fine  Art  Hall,  though  admirably  adapted  to  the  uses 
intended,  is  quite  inadequate  to  our  wants,  as  was  so  evident 
at  the  last  fair,  and  should  be  enlarged.  It  can  easily  be 
extended  to  the  north  or  south.  This  should  be  floored,  and 
inclosed,  as  fine  goods  exhibited  in  it  arc  greatly  damaged  by 
the  dust. 

5.  Floral  or  Fruit  Hall  is  also  too  small,  but  may  in  part 
be  remedied  by  enlarging  the  pyramid  in  the  center. 

6.  Bridges. — The  bridge  at  the  north  side  of  the  ground 
requires  thorough  repair;  as,  also,  the  gentlemen's  water 
closet,  which  was  originally  constructed  in  connection  with 
this  bridge.  The  principal  bridge  on  the  south,  at  the  main 
entrance,  should  be  rebuilt,  forty  feet  wide.  This  would 
admit  carriages  and  footmen.  The  southwest  bridge  needs 
repairs. 

7.  Stumps  and  Dead  Trees. — These  old  eye-sores  have  long 
been  cumberers  of  the  ground,  and  should  be  removed  as 
»0on  in  the  spring  as  the  weather  wilLpermit.  Some  of  the 
trees,  from  then-  decayed  condition,  are  dangerous  from  fall- 
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ing  branches ;  and  the  trees  are  liable  to  be  blown  down  at 
any  time,  thus  damaging  the  buildings  or  fences. 

8.  Fences. — The  greater  portion  of  the  fence  having  stood 
since  1860,  and  most  of  that  time  under  severe  usage,  all  re- 
quires thorough  repair. 

9.  An  exit  gate  should  be  built  west  of  the  Treasurer's 
office.  On  the  west  side  of  the  ditch  much  space  would  be 
saved  by  moving  the  line  of  hog  pens  against  the  west  fence, 
same  as  those  built  last  summer.  The  old  house  in  that 
neighborhood  is  unsightly,  of  little  use,  and  should  also  be 
removed. 

10.  The  picket  fence  on  time  track  should  be  extended  on 
both  sides,  some  distance  farther  west 

11.  The  amphitheater  has  not  only  proved  a  comfort,  but 
now  is  indispensable,  besides  being  a  profitable  investment. 
If  within  the  power  of  the  Board,  it  should  be  extended  at 
least  one  hundred  feet  farther  east.  It  is  thought  that  this 
would  relieve  the  space  usually  so  crowded  about  the  judges' 
stand. 

The  Mechanics'  Hall,  having  blown  down,  compelled  the 
erection  of  a  new  one;  which,  together  with  other  buildings^ 
were  put  up  by  special  contract,  as  follows : 

Mechanics'  Hall $    800  00 

Floral  Hall 1,700  00 

Five  Eating  Stands  ($289,  each)  1,446  00 

Total 3,945  00 

Farm  product  Hall  is  old,  low,  and  illy  adapted  to  the 
exhibition  of  farm  products.  I  earnestly  recommend  its  re- 
moval, thus  relieving  the  center  of  the  ground  about  executive 
headquarters  of  the  continual  pressure  incident  to  the  present 
location  of  Farm  Product  Hall. 

The  space  under  the  amphitheater  appears  more  parti- 
cularly adapted  to  the  exhibition  of  farm  products  than  to 
anything  else,  and  to  fit  it  up  for  this  purpose  only  requires 
putting  up  the  necessary  tables.  Commencing  at  the  west 
end  with  farm  products,  we  yet  have,  it  is  thought,  sufficient 
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space  for  carriages  and  wagons ;  here  then  we  have  two  halls 
without  cost,  to  the  credit  of  the  amphitheater.  Is  not  this 
an  argument  in  favor  of  its  extension  ? 

A  new  hall  should  be  built  similar  to  "Fine  Art  Hall"  for 
the  exhibition  of  furniture  and  such  articles  as  come  under 
class  miscellaneous,  this  hall  should  be  octagon  with  4  wings 
35  X  80  each,  the  center  of  which  would  be  well  adapted  to 
sewing  machines  or  furniture.  This  hall  would  take  the  place 
of  old  Miscellaneous  Hall  and  Furniture  Hall. 

It  is  evident  from  long  experience  that  a  hall  should  be 
erected  for  the  exhibition  of  non-enumerated  articles,  the 
value  of  a  large  part  of  these  articles,  as  new  inventions,  are 
entitled  to  better  attention  than  they  have  hitherto  received. 
When  {scattered  over  the  grounds  they  are  lost  sight  of,  and 
the  duties  of  the  committees  in  that  class  are  laborious  in  the 
extreme,  besides  justice  cannot  be  done  as  the  articles  fre- 
quently cannot  be  found.  As  an  experiment  the  present  Fur- 
niture Hall  might  be  used  for  this  purpose.  I  earnestly  re- 
commend the  planting  of  several  hundred  more  shade  trees, 
particularly  is  this  necessary  on  the  outer  or  line  portion  of 
the  grounds,  a  thick  belt  of  trees  should  surround  the  grounds 
and  I  would  only  recommend  the  planting  of  native  hardy 
varieties,  such  as  are  known  to  succeed  with  ordinary  care, 
including  as  many  natives  of  our  State  as  possible.  No  ob- 
jection could  be  urged  against  their  being  planted  along  the 
banks  of  the  ditch  and  about  the  outer  side  of  the  time  track. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  am  pleased  to  unite  with  you  in 
mutual  congratulations  over  the  general  success  attending 
our  late  State  Fair,  which  was,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
learn,  the  best  exhibition  held  in  the  North  West,  with  the 
single  exception  of  that  at  St.  Louis  which  is  held  under  the 
auspices  of  a  private  coporation  who  otter  exceedingly  liberal 
premiums,  thus  inducing  spirited  competition  from  all  sec- 
tions of  the  country  and  a  corresponding  large  number. 

In  the  matter  of  local  advantages  we  are  more  than  their 
equals,  and  it  may  be  that  by  adopting  their  practice  of  offer- 
ing larger  premiums  we  might  be  enabled  to  attain  fully  their 
;$tandard  both  by  way  of  large  exhibitions  and  corresponding 
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receipts.  However  their  admission  charges  are  greatly  in  ex- 
cess of  ours,  their  admission  fee  being  fifty  cents,  making 
no  charge  for  entries.

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  your 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Superintendent,  makes  the  following 
report :  We  have  examined  the  report  oryour  Secretary,  and 
find  it  correct  with  the  exception  of  one  order  drawn  by  A.  J. 
Holmes,  in  favor  of  himself,  by  order  of  the  Board,  for  two 
hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  books  for  the 
use  of  the  Agricultural  Library,  which  amount  still  remains 
in  his  hands.  We  have  no  doubt  the  money  was  drawn  with 
the  full  intention  of  making  the  purchases,  but  his  sudden 
death  prevented  him  from  so  doing.  We  find  the  registering 
journal  corresponding  with  the  stubbs  of  the  order  book,  but 
we  find  some  orders  drawn,  we  think,  without  sufficient  au- 
thority ;  one  in  favor  of  A.  D.  Hamrick,  for  fifty  dollars,  for 
services  as  committee  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Legisla- 
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tore,  and  nrging  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  the  State,  and  for  an  appropriation  for  geo- 
logical survey.  We  can  not  find  a  record  of  any  action  of 
the  Board  on  that  point.  Doubtless  the  act  is  corrert,  but  we 
would  recommend  that  all  allowances  made  to  members  of 
the  Board  for  any  service  should  be  submitted  to  them  at 
their  regular  meetings  for  their  approval. 

The  Treasurer's  report  we  find  to  be  correct;  his  register  of 
orders  correspond  with  the  amount  of  orders  redeemed. 

The  Superintendent's  report  we  find  to  be  correct,  and  ac- 
companied with  the  proper  vouchers. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  an 
Executive  Committee  from  among  the  members  of  the  State 
Board,  as  near  the  city  as  possible,  in  order  to  save  expense  in 
attending  the  meetings  of  the  same. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Caldwell — 

Betolvedy  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  per 
diem  and  mileage  that  has  been  paid  to  DQembers  of  the  State  Board. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  on  said 
committee :  Thompson,  of  Johnson  ;  Higgins,  of  Boone,  and 
Fletcher,  of  Owen. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Taylor,  the  following  resolution  was  of- 
fered and  referred  to  the  State  Board  elect,  viz. : 

JUsolvedj  That  each  delegate  to  this  Board  be  allowed  the  same  pay  and 
mileage  as  is  now  allowed  to  each  member  of  the  State  Board  proper,  and  that 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  be  authorized  to  pay  the  same  in  like  manner. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  by  their  Chair- 
man, made  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  repoits  of  yotir 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Superintendent,  in  re- 
lation to  rules  and  regulations,  would  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report.  We  would  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  all  the  following  rules  and  regulations  as  heretofore 
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adopted  and  used  by  your  Board  with  the  following  amend- 
ments, viz. :  Admissions — Single  horse  and  rider,  three  (3) 
tickets;  single  carriage  and  driver,  four  (4)  tickets;  double 
carriage  'and  driver,  (4)  tickets ;  two-horse  wagon  and  driver, 
four  (4)  tickets. 

See  rules  and  regulations  as  follows : 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

ENTRIES. 

1.  All  entries  must  be  made  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  unavoidable  accident  or  delay ;  and  no  entries 
will  be  mSide  alter  the  boolfs  are  received  by  the  Awarding 
Committee. 

2.  Entries  must,  in  all  cases,  be  made  on  the  Secretary's 
books,  and  the  entry  ticket  properly  attached,  before  articles 
or  animals  will  be  entitled  to  a  place  within  the  enclosure ; 
and  no  article  can  be  removed  from  the  grounds  until  the 
close  of  the  fair. 

3.  No  article  can  compete  for  more  than  one  premium, 
unless  as  a  part  of  a  collection  in  the  same  class,  or  ^*  sweep- 
stakes." 

4.  No  animal  will  be  allowed  to  be  entered  in  the  name  of 
any  other  person  than  the  bona-fide  owner  or  his  agent;  and 
if  any  should  be  entered  in  violation  of  this  rule,  they  will 
not  be  permitted  to  receive  a  premium,  although  awarded 
them  by  the  judges. 

ADMISSION. 

Single  tickets,  twenty-five  cents  each,  will  be  good  for  one 
admission  only,  and  will  be  taken  up  at  the  gate,  and  no 
checks  issued  for  return. 

Single  horse  and  rider,  three  tickets. 

Single  horse  and  driver,  three  tickets. 

Double  carriage  and  driver,  four  tickets. 

Two-horse  wagon  and  driver,  four  tickets. 
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OBNBRAL    REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  Board  will  carefully,  preserve  all  articles  while  on 
exhibition  during  the  fair,  but  will  not  be  responsible  for  any 
losses  or  accidents  that  may  occur. 

2.  No  person  will  be  allowed  in  the  ring  when  animals  are 
being  exhibited,  except  the  proper  committee  and  marshals. 
Articles  receiving  premiums  will  be  designated  by  the  judges 
as  follows:  For  the  first  premium,  a  red  ribbon;  for  the 
second,  a  blue  ribbon;  and  where  a  complimentary  notice  is 
made  of  an  article  by  the  committee,  a  white  ribbon. 

3.  The  State  Board  or  the  executive  committee  will  be  in 
their  office  during  the  week  of  the  fair.  They  will  appoint 
all  officers,  committees  and  ager^,  for  the  occasioi\,  hear  and 
decide  all  questions  affecting  the  rights  of  exhibitors,  or  the 
duties  of  employes,  and  will  have  general  supervision  of  the 
exhibition,  and  all  differences  between  judges  and  exhibitors 
in  regard  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  will  be  referred  to  the 
State  Board  at  their  office  on  the  fair  grounds,  when  in  ses- 
sion. 

4.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  will  keep  their  offices  near 
the  entrance  to  the  fair  grounds  during  the  week  of  the  fair, 
and  will  be  ready  to  do  business  at  all  reasonable  hours  of 
the  day. 

6.  The  Superintendent  will  provide  for  the  wants  of  the 
exhibitors;  receive,  arrange,  and  keep  in  order  everything 
eonnected  therewith ;  see  that  good  order  is  maintained 
within  the  enclosure,  and  keep  the  State  Board  or  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  well  advised  of  everything  connected  witli 
the  exhibition.  He  will  be  aided  in  the  discharge  of  these 
duties  by  an  assistant  to  each  hall ;  also,  one  to  the  horse  and 
mule  department  and  one  to  the  cattle,  sheep  and  hog  depart- 
ment— the  several  duties  .of  whom  shall  be  to  attend  especi- 
My  to  the  departments  assigned  to  them. 

6.  An  efficient  police  force  will  be  on  the  grounds  day  and 
night 

7.  Ample  arrangements  will  be  made  in  the  way  of  pens, 
•tails,  feed  and  bedding  for  stock ;  but  exhibitors  will  be  re- 
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quired  to  pay  fair  rates  for  all  grain,  meal  and  hay  used  by 
them.  No  exhibitors  will  be  allowed,  personally,  to  have 
access  to  the  books  of  the  Secretary  daring  the  fair,  but  may, 
on  proper  application,  have  such  explanations  as  are  neces- 
sary, made  by  the  Secretary. 

8.  Articles  for  which  no  premiums  are  offered  will  be  en- 
tered as  non-^numercUedj  and  will  be  passed  upon  by  a  special 
committee,  complimentary  notices  of  them  given  and  pub- 
lished, and  such  recommendation  as  they  may  be  entitled  to 
in  their  judgment.  Such  recommendation,  however,  will  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Board. 

9.  Competition  will  be  open  to  the  world,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  herein. 

10.  Persons  entering  stock  and  occupying  stalls  belonging 
to  the  Board,  will  be  required  to  exhibit  their  stock  in  their 
respective  rings  of  entry,  and,  on  failure  to  do  so,  will  be 
charged  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  stall  used. 

11.  No  premiums  will  be  paid,  or  award  published,  for  any 
fruits,  vegetables  or  grain,  either  single  on  in  collections,  that 
have  not  been  grown  by  the  individual  entering  the  same. 

12.  The  Board  of  Agriculture's  diploma,  has  been,  and 
shall  continue  to  be  considered,  the  highest  commendation, 
and  will  only  be  awarded  as  a  first  premium.  Its  medal  shall 
stand  next  in  importance,  and  cash  premium  third. 

13.  Elxhibitors  of  stock  will  be  required  to  keep  their  stalls 
open  and  their  stock  accessible  to  visitors  at  all  reasonable 
hours  during  the  fair. 

14.  Exhibitors  and  visitors  will  take  notice  that  no  change 
whatever  will  be  made  in  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions or  in  the  Instructions  to  Judges,  but  that  they  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  in  every  particular. 

15.  WusRSAS,  The  painful  and  disastrous  explosion  of  the  steam  boiler 
at  the  last  State  Fair  has  produced  serious  apprehensions  that  the  same 
casualties  may  occur  again,  unless  proper  precaution  be  exercised  to  prevent 
the  same ;  and 

Whbskas,  This  Board  had  taken  unusual  steps  to  avoid  such  an  occur* 
rence,  by  special  direction  of  its  officers,  to  all  the  exhibitors  using  steam  for 
the  working  of  their  machinery ;  and  that 

Whkrbas,  Said  exhibitors  did  not  p»«y  proper  regard  to  such  inatmetions, 
In  consequenee  of  which  said  accident  happened ;  therefore^ 
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Reaohfedf  That  it  is  the  daty  and  intention  of  this  Board  to  throw  sneh 
further  guard  and  reairictiona  around  the  exhibition  of  all  machinery  Te> 
quiring  the  use  of  steam,  so  ac  to  render  it  safe  from  explosion,  in  the  opinion 
of  a  committee  hereafter  (o  be  appointed  uoder  this  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  instructed  and  re- 
quired to  appoint  a  committee,  to  consist  of  at  least  one  competent  engineer, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  evory  necessary  precaution  is  taken  to 
protect  exhibitors  and  yisitors  from  all  danger  from  the  use  of  8t«*am  on  the 
exhibition  (ground,  at  the  next  State  Fair;  and  that  all  exhibitors  not  com- 
plying strictly  and  promptly  with  their  requirements,  shall  be  at  once  re- 
moTed  from  the  ground. 

We  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  as 
rule  15 : 

No  locomotive  or  steam  engine  of  any  kind  will  be  per- 
mitted inside  of  the  Fair  Grounds  without  being  entirely 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and 
said  State  Board  will  use  their  very  best  eflforts  to  devise  such 
means  and  adopt  such  measures,  as  will,  as  far  as  possible, 
prevent  any  accident  from  their  use  during  the  fair. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Premiums,  by  their  Chairman,  made 
the  following  report^  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Mr.  President — Your  Committee  on  the  Premium  List 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  make  the  follow- 
ing report,  viz. :  Give  a  premium  for  the  best  boar  under  six 
months  old ;  also,  for  the  best  sow  under  six  months  old ; 
also,  for  the  best  boar  and  five  of  his  pigs  under  six  months 
old  ;  strike  out  five  fat  hogs  and  insert  one ;  strike  out  all  that 
relates  to  velocipedes. 

The  resolution  of  Mr.  Sutherland,  in  regard  to  side  shows, 
and  which  was  rejected,  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Loomis,  re- 
considered and  adopted. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Reiolv  d,  Thflt  this  Board  direct  the  State  Board  proper  to  prohibit  all  side 
shows  on  the  Fair  Ground.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  Ihe  examination  of 
the  items  of  mileage  and  per  diem  of  the  members  of  the

MEETING  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  PROPER. 

January  6,  1870. 

Stat«  Board  met  at  half-past  nine  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  A.  D.  Hamrick. 

After  reading  the  minutes  of  the  Delegate  Board,  the  roll 
was  called,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Board  answered  to 
their  names. 

On  motion,  the  Board  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers 
for  the  coming  year. 

James  D.  Williams  was  elected  President. 

Mr.  Hamrick,  the  retiring  President,  then  addressed  the 
Board,  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board : 

The  time  has  now  arrived  when  I  mast  take  leave,  in  an 
official  manner,  of  your  members  of  the  Indiana  State  Board 
of  Agriculture,  and  before  vacating  the  chair,  which  your 
kindness  has  now  given  me  for  three  years,  I  wish  to  say  how 
much  more  I  feel  than  I  can  express.  The  uniform  courtesy 
and  help  which  you  gentlemen  have  extended  to  me  without 
one  exception  during  our  association  with  each  other  is  kindly 
appreciated.  1  know  that  I  have  often  failed  to  do  my  duty, 
•as  your  executive  officer,  even  with  the  best  intentions,  and 
yet  I  have  always  been  sustained  by  each  one  of  you  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner.  I  want  to  express  my  sincere  and

Our  connection  has  been  a  very  pleasant  one,  and 
the  remembrance  of  our  intercourse  will  be  always  a  bright 
spot  in  my  thoughts.  1  trust  most  sincerely  that  there  will 
always  be  the  same  harmony  of  intercourse  in  the  future 
meetings  of  the  Board  as  has  hitherto  existed,  and  that  our 
meetings  will  be  more  and  more  useful  with  each  returning 
yeaf.

On  motion  of  Mr.  North — 

Retolped,  That  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  made  and  placed 
Sttbject  to  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  to  be 
expended  for  books,  to  be  selected  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  State  Geologist  for  1870 ;  and  that  the 
amoant  drawn  by  A.  J.  Holmes  be  collected  by  the  Secretary,  and  paid  int« 
the  treasury. 
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Mrs.  Flanner  having  made  a  proposition  to  dispose  of  her 
large  Botanical  collection  for  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  proposition,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Poole,  was  not  ac- 
cepted.

Whebeas,  The  said  Loomis  is  aggrieved,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  and 
desires  a  thorough  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  Board ;  therefore  be  it

C.  Donaldson  and  the  Hon.  J.  D.  Williams,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed a  committee,  with  instructions  to  examine  fully  and  thoroughly  all 
reasonable  matters  connected  therewith,  and  report  at  their  earliest  oon- 
venience. 

Mr.  Daniel  Kneffler  presented  a  bill  against  the  Board  for 
sundry  services,  which  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Herron  it  was — 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  have  included  in  the  annual  report  of  1869, 
the  report  of  the  County  and  District  Agricultural  Societies  that  are  on  hand, 
as  handed  in  during  the  last  meeting,  if  convenient  to  do  so. 

The  protest  of  J.  George  Stilz  against  certain  premiums 
awarded  to  R.  A.  Lukens,  was  presented  by  Mr.  Beeler,  and 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Poole,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Premiums,  with  instructions  to  report  at  meeting  of  the  Board 
in  February.  A  like  disposition  was  made  of  certain  papers 
filed  by  Mr.  Albershardt,  in  regard  to  boots  and  shoes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hamrick — 

Ruolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  made  and 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  State  Geologist,  Professor  E.  T.  Cos,  for  tb« 
purpose  of  putting  up  the  case  in  the  room  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  with  speciuens  of  Indiana  birds  and  animals. 

Bills  of  Merrill  &  Co.  and  of  W.  &  J.  Braden  against  the 
Board,  were  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 
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Mr.  Carlos  Dickson,  the  Treasurer  elect,  presented  his 
bond,  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  which  was  accepted 
and  ordered  to  be  filed.

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  authorized  to  insure  the 
buildings  upon  the  Fair  Grounds  for  such  sums  as  insurances  are  usually 
taken  upon  the  fair  valuation,  and  upon  as  farorable  rates  as  he  can  obtain 
in  some  responsible  company. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Burke — 

Reiohedy  That  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture  ftirnish  wood  to 
Dr.  Neal  on  their  Fair  Ground  at  the  State  Fair  this  fall,  to  be  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  sorghum,  and  the  making  of  syrup  or  sugar  from  the  same, 

Which,  after  considerable  discussion,  was  withdrawn. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Buskirk,  the  communication  of  King  & 
Vater,  in  regard  to  sorghum,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  various  committees  on  Premium  List  for  the  award  of 
Premiums  at  the  next  State  Fair,  made  ttieir  reports,  which* 
after  various  amendments,  made  during  the  present  meeting 
of  the  Board,  with  the  following  instructions  to  judges,  were 
adopted  and  ordered  to  be  published,  to-wit: 
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1.  When  a  majority  of  the  judges  on  any  section  are  pre- 
sent, they  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  be  authorized  Uy 
award  premiums ;  and  the  first  on  the  lisl  of  those  present 
shall  be  Chairman.  The  judges,  if  not  satisfied  as  to  the 
regularity  of  the  entry,  will  apply  to  the  Secretary  for  in- 
formation. 

2.  A  premium  mil  not  be  awarded  when  the  article  is  not 
worthy y  though  there  be  no  competition. 

3.  The  judges  on  animals  will  have  regard  to  symmetry, 
early  maturity,  size  and  general  characteristics  of  the  breed 
which  they  judge.  They  will  make  proper  allowance  for  age, 
feeding,  etc.,  but  will  not  give  encouragement  to  over-fed  ani- 
mals in  breeding  classes. 

4.  No  premiums  will  be  awarded  to  barren  females  shown 
in  breeding  classes,  and  proof  of  breeding  qualities  must  be 
exhibited  to  the  committee.  Breeding  cows  must  have  pro- 
duced a  living  calf  within  the  two  years  last  past. 

5.  The  judges  on  fat  cattle  will  require  all  cattle  in  this 
class  to  be  weighed ;  ascertain  their  superfices  and  report  the 
same;  require  of  competitors  a  full  statement  in  writing  as  to 
the  manner  and  cost  of  feeding,  before  awarding  any  pre- 
mium. 
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6.  The  standard  authority  in  all  cases  of  pedigree  of  cattle 
shall  be  the  English  and  American  Herd-Book,  and  for  horses, 
the  English  and  American  Stud-Book  and  American  Turf 
Register. 

7.  The  judges  shall  give  the  reasons  for  their  decisions j  em- 
bracing  the  valuable  and  desirable  qualities  of  the  animals  or 
articles  to  which  premiums  are  awarded  :  in  fruits  to  give  lists 
of  collections  to  which  they  award  premiums.  And,  as  one 
great  object  of  the  Agricultural  Board  is  to  collect  valuable 
information  upon  subjects  connected  with  agriculture,  the 
several  awarding  <5ommittees  shall  gather  all  the  information 
possible  from  exhibitors,  in  their  respective  departments,  and 
make  their  reports  as  full  as  circumstances  will  permit 

8.  Each  committee  will  make  its  report  of  awards  to  the 
Secretary  or  the  Superintendents  of  the  department,  after 
they  have  completed  the  report. 

9.  The  decisions  of  the  several  committees  will  be  final 
and  irrevocable  in  regard  to  the  premiums  awarded,  except 
upon  positive  proof  of  fraud,  collusion  or  gross  and  palpable 
mistake  on  the  part  of  the  judges. 

10.  Any  improper  interference  with  the  duties  of  the  Award- 
ing Committees^  will  be  promptly  reported  to  the  business  office^ 
<md  awards  be  withheld  for  this  reason;  but  when  called  upon 
by  the  proper  committees^  they  are  requested  to  give  all  informa- 
tion in  their  possession  to  facilitate  the  labors  of  the  committee.

Hon.  James  D.  Williams^  President^  and  members  of  the  State 

Board  of  Agriculture : 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  Indianapolis  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association,  re- 
spectfully request  the  use  of  your  fair  grounds  for  the  purpose 
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of  holding  a  fair  early  in  September,  1870,  agreeing  to  leave 
the  grounds  in  as  good  condition  as  we  found  them.  Your 
petitioners  would  further  state  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  State  Fairs  being  generally  held  here,  has  hitherto  ren- 
dered the  holding  of  county  fairs  in  Marion  county  a  doubtful 
enterprise ;  but  our  citizens,  having  had  a  long  recess  in  this 
regard,  desire  to  see  what  can  be  done  in  this  direction  for 
1870.  We  therefore  pray  your  honorable  body  to  grant  this, 
our  first  request,  and  as  representatives  in  part  of  the  interests 
which  are  committed  to  your  special  charge,  desire  your  con- 
currence.

Hamrick,  Judge  Martindale,  Buskirk,  Poole,  Williams,  Suth- 
erland, Mutz,  and  others,  participated,  Judge  Buskirk  offered 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  use  of  the  State  Fair  Ground  be  granted  to  the  Marion 
County  Agricultural  Society  from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  tenth  of 
said  month,  provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  said  State  Board  from 
making  necessary  improvements  on  said  grounds  during  the  above  men- 
tioned time;  provided,  further,  that  said  Marion  County  Society  shall  return 
to  the  Superintendent  of  said  State  Board,  at  the  conclusion  of  said  fair^ 
said  grounds  in  as  good  condition  as  when  received. 

Which  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  protest  and  appeal  of  J.  George  Stilz  and  S.  Horney 
&  Company  were  now  taken  up,  and,  upon  motion,  Messrs. 
Crim,  North,  and  Nelson,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  in- 
vestigate and  report  upon  said  protest.     Motion  adopted. 
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The  protest  of  H.  S.  Albershart,  in  regard  to  boots  and 
^*hoes,  was  now  taken  up,  and,  on  motion,  a  diploma  was 
awarded  to  said  H.  S.  Albershart. 

Tlie  protest  of  John  M.  Youart,  in  regard  to  premium 
awarded  on  surgical  instruments,  was  presented. 

Appeal  of  S.  C.  Smith,  in  regard  to  wood  building  machine, 
and  E.  H.  Jones,  in  regard  to  agricultural  drawings,  and  H. 
C.  Wilson,  in  regard  to  patent  fence,  were  all  taken  up,  and 
it  appearing  from  the  statement  of  the  Secretary  that  said 
parties  had  all  been  notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing 
and  deciding  upon  said  appeals  and  protests,  and  said  parties 
not  appearing,  on  motion  of  George  A.  Buskirk,  said  cases 
were  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution. 

The  old  bill  of  Bowen  &  Stewart  was  referred  back  to  the 
Board. 

On  motion  of  A.  D.  Hamrick,  a  special  committee,  consist- 
ing of  Messrs.  Hamrick,  Mutz  and  Buskirk,  were  appointed 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  old  claim  of  Messrs.  Bowen 
&  Stewart,  with  orders  to  report  on  the  25th  of  February. 

The  special  committee  of  Messrs.  Crim,  Buskirk  and  Nel- 
son, made  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  protests  of  J. 
George  Stilz  and  S.  Horney  &  Co. : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  submitted  the  protest  of  J* 
George  Stilz  and  S.  Horney  &  Co.,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  evi- 
dence before  them  does  not  establish  any  fraud  that  would 
justify  going  behind  the  decision  of  the  Awarding  Committee, 
and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  any  further  consideration  of 
the  subject. 

On  motion  of  J.  Sutherland,  said  report  was  received,  con- 
curred in  and  adopted,  and  the  premium  ordered  to  be  paid 
as  awarded  by  the  Awarding  Committeee  at  the  last  fair. 

A  communication  was  received  from  T.  V.  Mitchell  in 
regard  to  premiums  on  horses  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  their  exhibition  at  the  State  Fair. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Mutz,  said  communication  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Roles  and  Regulations. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  eight  o'clock 
A.  M.  on  the  25th  of  February,  1870.

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  read,  and,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  bill  of  Douglass  &  Conner,  for  $67.45,  was  reported 
upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  correct  Said  report  con- 
curred in  and  adopted,  and  an  order  to  be  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  same. 

I.  D.  G.  Nelson  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  The  painful  and  disastrous  oxplosion  of  the  steam  boiler  at  the 
last  State  Fair  has  produced  serious  apprehensions  that  the  same  casualties 
may  occur  again,  unless  proper  precaution  is  exercised  to  prevent  it ;  and 

Whereas,  This  Board  had  taken  unusual  steps  to  avoid  such  an  occur- 
rence,  by  special  direction  of  its  officers,  to  all  the  exhibitors  using  steam 
for  the  working  of  their  machinery;  and  that 

Whereas,  Said  exhibitors  did  not  pay  proper  regard  to  such  instructions, 
in  consequence  of  which  said  accident  happened ;  therefore, 
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Retoltttd^  That  it  is  the  datj  and  intention  of  this  Board  to  throw  such 
further  guard  and  restrictions  around  the  exhibition  of  all  machinery  re- 
quiring the  use  of  steam,  so  as  to  render  it  safe  from  explosion,  in  the 
opinion  of  a  committee  hereafter  to  be  appointed  under  this  resolution. 

Renolvedj  That  the  executive  committee  is  hereby  instructed  and  required 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  consist  of  at  least  one  competent  engineer,  whoso 
duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  every  necessary  precaution  is  taken  to  protect  ex- 
hibitors and  visitors  from  all  danger  from  the  use  of  steam  on  the  exhibi- 
tion ground  at  the  next  State  Fair;  and  that  all  exhibitors  not  complying 
strictly  and  promptly  with  their  requirements  shall  at  once  be  removed 
from  the  ground. 

Said  resolutions  adopted,  and,  on  motion  of  W.  C.  Donald- 
son, was  ordered  to  be  published  in  the  premium  list  of  1870. 

On  motion  of  J.  Sutherland,  the  reading  of  the  premium 
on  early  corn  was  changed  so  as  to  read  early  field  corn. 

Mr.  Mutz  moved  to  change  the  reading  of  the  premium  on 
best  display  and  greatest  variety  of  wheat  so  as  to  exclude 
spring  wheat. 

Motion  lost. 

Mr.  Mutz  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  complimentary  tickets  struck  for  the  annual  exhibition 
be  divided  equally  among  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

Which  resolution  was  discussed  by  Messrs.  Mutz,  Ham- 
rick,  Donaldson,  Buskirk  and  others. 

Mr.  Burke  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  printed  five  hundred 
complimentary  tickets,  three  hundred  for  the  use  of  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary, and  two  hundred  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  members  of  the 
Board. 

As  an  amendment  to  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Burke,  Mr.  Mutz 
offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  read  seven  hundred  to 
the  President  and  Secretary,  instead  of  three  hundred,  as  an  amendment  to. 
Mr,  Burke's  resolution  and  amendment. 

On  motion  of  W.  C.  Donaldson,  the  resolution  and  amend- 
ments offered  by  Messrs.  Mutz*  and  Burke  were  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three  to  report  on  the  same.

Mr.  President — The  Committee  on  Fair  Grounds  beg 
leave  to  report  that,  upon  an  examination  of  said  grounds 
and  buildings,  they  find  the  grounds  and  buildings  have  been 
properly  cared  for  since  our  last  fair.  Your  committee  would 
recommend  some  improvements  upon  some  of  the  buildings 
before  our  next  fair.  There  should  be  a  substantial  plank- 
floor  laid  in  the  Fine  Art  Hall,  with  good  and  substantial 
doors  to  enclose  the  same ;  there  should,  also,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee,  be  constructed  a  tier  of  descending  seats? 
beginning  at  the  floor  of  the  executive  oflSce  on  the  north,  and 
extending  down  to  a  proper  distance  of  the  ground;  there 
should,  also,  be  erected  elevated  seats  between  the  amphi- 
theater and  the  south  gate  to  the  time-track ;  also,  an  addi- 
tional number  of  benches  be  made  to  distribute  over  the 
ground ;  we  would  also  recommend  the  leasing  of  the  right 
to  erect  five  additional  eating  stands  upon  the  ground,  in  ac- 
cordance with  former  usage.  Should  these  recommendations 
meet  the  approbation  of  the  Board,  and  the  improvements  bo 
made,  your  committee  believe  that  the  improvements  will  be 
ample  to  accommodate  all  who  may  visit  us  during  our  fair. 
Which  report  was  concurred  in  and  adopted.

Which  proposition  was  accepted  by  the  Board,  with  the 
condition  that  said  Martin  whitewash  the  east  and  south 
fence,  free  of  charge. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  the  committee  on  the 
Loomis  resolution. 

Mr.  Hamrick,  as  chairman  of  a  select  committee,  in  behalf 
of  William  H.  Loomis,  made  the  following  report :

The  State  Board  of  Agricultare  has  decided  to  offer  no  premiumB  for  Saw 
Mills,  Reapers,  Mowers,  Threshers,  Separators,  Drag  Saws  and  Seifing  Ma- 
chines, for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  practical  to  haye  snoh  thorough  tests 
and  examination  of  their  merits  as  will  be  just  to  the  exhibitor.  They  will, 
howeyer,  proTide  eyery  necessary  facility  for  their  display,  and  propose,  as 
an  inducement  to  mannfSMturers  and  dealers  in  these  articles,  to  appoint  an 
examining  committee  composed  of  members  of  the  Board,  who  will  giye  eacb 
article  of  this  kind  such  consideration  as  will  enable  them  to  report  their 
respectiye  merits  for  publication  in  the  annual  reports,  except  sewing  ma- 
ehines  made  in  Indiana. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ABOVE. 

NAMED  ARTICLES  FOR  WHICH  NO 

PREMIUM  IS  OFFERED. 

The  State  Board  of  AgricoltuTe  having  decided  to  offer  no 
premiams  for  Saw  Mills,  Reapers,  Mowers,  Threshers,  Sepa- 
rators, Drag  Saws  and  Sewing  Machines,  and  having  referred' 
these  articles  to  us  as  a  separate  division  of  our  duties,  your 
Committee  would  therefore  submit  this  further  report : 

In  the  line  of  Saw  Mills  four  entries  were  made,  and  three 
ef  the  mills  were  operated  on  the  ground. 

Entry  No.  91  is  a  portable  Mulay  Saw  Mill,  entered  and 
exhibited  by  Chandler  &  Taylor,  of  Indianapolis.  It  is  a  re- 
ciprocating saw,  running  without  a  sash,  and  therefore  admits 
of  a  very  rapid  motion.  It  is  operated  by  a  common  ten- 
horse  power  portable  engine,  such  as  is  commonly  used  for 
threshing  purposes.  It  professes  to  be  able,  with  this  power,. 
10 
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to  cut  2,000  feet  of  poplar  lumber  in  ten  hours.  It  may  be 
taken  down,  removed  to  any  desirable  location  and  set  up  in 
a  few  days,  and  with  but  little  labor.  The  machinery  is  simple 
and  ift)t  liable  to  get  out  of  order.  Persons  who  own  thresh* 
ing  engines  will  do  well  to  look  at  this  mill. 

No.  139  is  a  large  Circular  Saw  Mill,  entered  by  Sinker  & 
Davis.  The  workmanship  is  excellent,  and  the  finish  of  the 
best  quality.  In  this  class  of  mills  which  have  come  into 
general  use,  the  chief  point  in  which  we  observe  improvement 
is  in  the  head-block  by  which  the  movement  of  a  single  lever 
sets  both  ends  of  the  log  with  the  greatest  accuracy.  This 
mill  has  Staley's  Head  Block,  which  appears  to  operate  so 
easily  and  with  such  perfect  accuracy  as  to  leave  little  room 
for  improvement 

No.  142,  entry  by  J.  R.  Huffman  &  Bros.,  is  a  Band  Saw. 
This  consists  simply  of  a  thin  steel  blade  about  forty  feet  long, 
with  teeth  in  one  edge.  This  is  soldered  together  at  the  ends 
;so  as  to  make  a  continuous  band  which  runs  over  a  pulley 
^even  feet  in  diameter  below  the  log  carriage  and  a  similar 
•one  above.  These  being  put  in  motion,  the  saw  does  its  cut- 
ting on  the  descending  side  of  the  band.  The  saw  being  very 
thin  and  the  teeth  much  smaller  than  in  common  mill  saws, 
the  lumber  is  cut  very  smoothly  and  with  a  great  saving  in 
the  breadth  cut  by  the  saw.  Its  capacity  is  hardly  so  great  as 
an  ordinary  circular  saw,  but  the  advantage  claimed  for  it  is 
the  saving  of  the  timber,  the  smoothness  of  the  surface  and  the 
diminished  power  necessary  to  drive  it  In  these  respects 
your  Committee  think  its  claims  arc  well  founded.  Wc 
timed  it  when  running  at  ordinary  speed,  and  found  that  it 
cut  twenty-four  feet  in  one  minute  and  fifteen  seconds.  It  will 
require,  however,  a  good  workman  to  keep  it  in  such  order  as 
to  do  nice  work  and  do  it  rapidly. 

No.  188  is  a  Mulay  Saw  Mill  with  portable  engine,  difier- 
ing  in  nothing  essentially  from  entry  91,  ahready  described.  It 
is  exhibited  by  Gaar  &  Scott,  Richmond,  Indiana.  We  make 
the  same  recommendations  with  regard  to  it  that  we  made 
t«4th  reference  to  Chandler  &  Taylor's  mill 
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The  section  of  Mowers  and  Reapers  we  find  well  repre- 
sented. Nine  reapers  and  the  same  namber  of  mowers  are  on 
exhibition;  and  twelve  entries  are  made  as  combined  reapers 
and  mowers — ^making  an  aggregate  of  thirty  harvesters.  Of 
these  there  is  not  only  a  similarity  but  an  absolute  sameness 
in  the  manner  of  catting.  They  all  use  McCTormick's  vibrat> 
ing  sickle,  varying  the  shape  of  the  teeth  and  the  cutting  edge 
somewhat,  but  in  the  essential  parts  the  cutting  apparatus  is 
the  same  in  all  the  machines  on  exhibition. 

The  chief  modification  in  the  reapers  is  in  the  platform  for 
the  grain  and  in  the  raking  machinery. 

In  entries  128, 129  and  130  we  have  a  reaper,  mower  and 
combined  machine,  exhibited  by  C.  Ball  &  CTo.,  Canton,  Ohio, 
in  which  we  observed  that  the  running  machine  was  so  en- 
closed as  to  be  entirely  free  from  dust  This  we  regard  as  an 
important  improvement.  The  chief  defect  in  the  harvesters 
now  in  use  lies  in  the  vibrating  sickle.  A  very  rapid  motion 
is  required  in  order  that  the  sickle  may  clear  itself  when  cut* 
ting.  If  the  sickle  bar  be  made  so  heavy  as  to  resist  the  strain 
of  large  weeds  or  other  substances  harder  than  straw,  with 
which  it  is  liable  to  come  in  contact,  its  weight  makes  the  re- 
versal of  its  motion  when  moving  rapidly  a  great  stmin  on  the 
machinery,  as  well  as  a  great  draft  on  the  power.  If  by  any 
device  the  sickle  bar  could  be  made  to  move  continuously  in 
the  same  direction  it  would  remove  nearly  the  only  defect  in 
the  present  harvesters.  But  even  with  this  defect,  the  reaper 
and  mower  has  wrought  a  wonderful  change  in  the  agricul- 
ture of  all  the  grain  growing  districts  of  our  country,  and  in 
the  details  of  its  machinery  it  has  attained  a  high  state  of 
perfection. 

Of  Threshers  and  Separators  there  are  four  entries,  all  of 
which  are  of  very  crditable  workmanship. 

Entry  No.  16,  exhibited  by  L.  D.  Sherwood,  of  Indianapolis, 
presents  the  peculiarity  of  having  an  adjustable  concave  so  as 
to  accommodate  the  machine  to  different  kinds  of  grain  and 
different  quantities  of  straw.  The  device  appears  to  meet  an 
important  demand  in  the  threshing  machine. 
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.  Entry  No.  27,  by  Nicholas  Sheppard  &  Ck>.,  Battle  Creek, 
Michigan,  presents  two  points  of  excellence  worthy  of  note. 
The  process  of  separating  the  straw  from  the  chaff  is  by  a 
peculiar  device  which  the  exhibitor  represented  as  operating 
very  perfectly  in  practice.  It  also  had  a  greater  riddle  surface 
than  is  usual  in  separators. 

Yeo  &  Shoemaker,  of  Richmond,  Indiana,  exhibited  entry 
No.  .118,  a  combined  thresher  and  separator  of  very  perfect 
workmanship  and  high  finish. 

No.  187,  exhibited  by  Gaar  and  Scott,  of  Richmond,  Indi- 
ana, has  a  divice  for  the  safety  of  the  feeder,  that  we  think 
worthy  of  special  mention.  In  this  machine  there  are  several 
improvements  connected  with  the  delivery  of  the  grain  and 
its  measurement  that  will  save  much  labor  in  that  depart- 
ment 

The  Threshers  on  exhibition  are  all  heavy  machines,  in- 
tended to  be  operated  by  steam;  or,  if  by  horse-power,  at  least' 
eight  horses.  While  traveling  threshers  have  advantages  in 
some  respects,  there  are  other  points  in  which  they  are  objec- 
tionable. When  we^  have  barns  of  sufficient  capacity  to  store 
the  wheat  crop  at  harvest,  a  two-horse  thresher,  which  can  be 
operated  by  two  or  three  hands  when  the  weather  is  unfit  for 
out-door  work,  is  a  machine  which  will  work  a  greater  saving 
in  more  than  one  respect. 

There  are  but  two  entries  of  Drag  Saws  on  our  books.  No. 
84,  entered  and  exhibited  by  Edward  Parry,  of  Indianapolis, 
is  a  horse-power  crosscut  of  the  common  construction.  It 
runs  smoothly  and  cuts  rapidly. 

No.  93,  exhibited  by  W.  D.  Wilson,  of  Greencastle,  Indi- 
ana, has  one  peculiarity  which  your  Committee  deem  worthy 
of  special  notice.  The  chief  difficulty  in  operating  a  drag 
saw  has  been  the  necessity  of  cutting  the  timber  into  such 
lengths  that  the  logs  can  be  collected  to  one  place  where  the 
saw  remains  stationary  and  the  log  is  moved  on  rollers  to  give 
the  length  of  cut  desired.  Mr.  Wilson  reyersed  this  order. 
He  has  an  extension  gearing  by  which  he  moves  his  saw  along 
the  log  until  the  tree  is  entirely  cut  up.    His  horse-power  is 
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constructed  on  a  sliding  carriage,  so  that  it  can  be  readily 
moved  from  tree  to  tree  in  the  woods.  We  regret  that  the 
arrangement  of  the  Board  precludes  Mr.  Wilson  from  some 
more  substantial  testimonial  of  the  value  of  his  drag  saw. 

Of  Sewing  Machines  there  are  eight  entries.  With  the 
exception  of  the  Grover  &  Baker  machine,  they  are  all  similar 
in  the  stitch,  making  the  double  thread  lock  stitch.  The  chief 
difference  in  the  machines  exhibited  is  in  the  method  of  pro- 
ducing tiie  reciprocating  motion  of  the  needl^and  shuttle. 
In  one  class  of  machines,  of  which  the  Howe  is  the  oldest 
representative,  this  is  done  on  the  principle  of  the  inclined 
plane — by  cam  or  slot.  In  another  class  the  same  result  is 
reached  by  crank  motion.  In  the  first  there  is  exposed  a 
greater  amount  of  friction  surface,  but  there  is  more  simplicity 
and  less  liability  to  derangement  in  the  machinery.  We  ob- 
serve no  new  device  in  the  machines  on  exhibition  which  we 
deem  worthy  of  special  notice.  We  make  special  mention  of 
entry  No.  183,  exhibited  by  J.  Ij.  Chase,  Indianapolis,  not  be- 
cause that  it  is  in  any  thing  superior  either  in  its  construction 
or  operation,  but  because  it  is  a  first-class  shuttle  machine, 
substantially  made,  handsomely  finished,  does  good  work,  and 
is  sold  for  $40.  The  great  obstacle  to  the  universal  introduc- 
tion of  the  sewing  machine  is  the  exorbitant  price  at  which 
they  are  held.  The  Wilson  Sewing  Machine,  exhibited  by 
Mr.  Chase  is  a  step  in  the  proper  direction,  and  a  few  more 
steps  in  the  same  direction  will  bring  this  important  house- 
hold machine  into  universsd  use.  The  sewing  machine  should 
be  within  Ireach  of  everybody.

FEEDING,  RAISING  AND  MANAGEMENT 
OF  HOGS. 


BY    GEORGE   F.   DUNN. 


In  the  first  place,  to  breed  good  hogs  successfully  we  should 
have  a  perfect  sire  and  dam — perfect  in  every  respect,  both  in 
make  and  blood;  that  is  to  say,  they  should  be  thorough- 
bred of  some  good  breed,  as  graded  stock  will  always,  more 
or  less,  breed  back,  and  it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  you 
will  have  good,  bad  or  indifferent  You  should  always  select 
the  best  pigs  to  breed  from.  They  should  have  good  length, 
with  small  heads  and  neck,  thin  ears,  short  in  the  shoulders 
back  to  the  middling  or  sides,  deep  from  the  back  down,  short 
legs  and  strong  bones.  The  sides  or  middlings  should  be 
well  spread  out  from  the  back-bone,  so  as  to  give  the  lungs 
free  play.  They  should  be  thick  through  the  region  of  the 
heart,  long  from  the  shoulder  back  to  the  ham ;  the  ham  should 
be  thick  and  long  from  the  back  to  the  coupling ;  they  should 
be  square  behind,  straight  on  the  back,  with  a  nice  smooth 
Goat  of  hair. 

BREEDING. 

The  sows  should  be  bred  from  the  tenth  to  the  twentieth  of 
November,  as  this  will  bring  your  pigs  from  the  first  to  the 
twentieth  of  March ;  then  by  careful  feeding  you  can  have 
good  hogs  by  the  first  of  January  following.  You  should  al- 
ways have  a  warm  shed  or  house  for  your  sow  to  have  pigs  in

if  you  intend  them  to  come  in  March,  to  protect  them  firom 
the  cold  storms  that  we  are  subject  to  in  fhis  latitude.  The 
sow  should  not  have  too  much  litter  at  a  time,  as  they  are 
more  apt  to  "  overlay "  them.  Make  fresh  beds  every  few 
days.  The  sows  should  not  be  too  fat  when  bred,  but  kept 
rather  in  a  thriving  condition  during  pregnancy.  When  the 
pigs  come,  the  sow  should  not  be  distnrbed,  and  fed  but  little, 
for  a  few  days.  After  they  are  clear  of  fever  then  you  should 
feed  all  she  will  eat  up  clear.  The  best  feed  is  a  little  corn, 
but  the  most  of  her  feed  should  be  ground  or  steamed,  or 
both,  as  it  will  cause  her  to  give  more  milk.  Ground  corn 
(not  cob  and'corn),  but  the  clear  corn,  is  the  best,  given  to 
them  about  as  thick  as  yon  would  mix  it  to  bake  into  bread. 
Always  feed  sweet  food  a  little  warm  in  cold  weather,  but  cold 
in  warm  weather.  The  pigs  should  have  a  separate  trough  in 
a  pen  as  soon  as  tljey  will  eat,  and  then  given  all  they  will 
eat,  and  feed  regularly,  as  near  the  same  time  each  day 
as  possible,  and  never  less  than  three  times,  and  better  five 
times  a  day.  Always  feed  your  hogs  while  the  weather  is 
warm,  as  [it  takes  less  food  to  keep  up  animal  heat,  and  the 
more  strength  of  your  food  goes  to  flesh  making.  Feed  all 
the  milk  and  offal  about  the  kitchen  to  your  pigs,  as  it  is  a 
great  bone-making  quality,  and  thereby  gives  room  for  flesh 
and  fat.  Give  your  sows  and  pigs  a  good  blue  grass  pasture^ 
as  it  is  the  best  pasture  for  sows  and  pigs.  As  to  letting  pigs 
run  in  clover,  they  are  apt  to  get  sore  ears.  They  should 
have  access  to  plenty  of  good  spring  or  running  water.  As 
soon  as  you  get  your  grain  in  you  can  turn  your  pigs  to  the 
stubble-field,  but  don't  quit  feeding,  as  it  takes  too  much  la- 
bor for  your  pigs  to  get  feed  enough  to  keep  growing,  as  they 
should  be  picking  up  a  little  at  a  time.  As  soon  as  the  fields 
are  gleaned,  you  should  then  feed  all  they  will  eat  until  butch- 
ering time.  Pigs  you  intend  to  winter  over  should  come  the 
last  of  May  or  the  first  of  June,  and  by  the  time  your  stubble 
is  ready,  they  will  be  ready  for  it,  and  you  have  no  risk  to 
run  from  bad  weather.  You  should  always  keep  your  pigs 
growing,  whether  you  intend  to  kill  them  in  the  fall  or  win- 
ter them  over,  as  every  day  you  keep  a  hog,  and  it  don't  gain 
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any  thing,  you  are  losing  both  time  and  feed.  You  should 
always  have  a  good  shed  for  your  stock  hogs  to  lie  under  du- 
ring the  winter  season,  and  it  is  better  to  have  it  laid  with  a 
good  plank  floor,  as  the  ground  is  apt  to  sweat  them  and  cause 
them  to  take  cold.  In  the  spring,  when  you  turn  your  pigs  to 
clover,  feed  twice  a  day  for  about  two  weeks,  gradually  di- 
minishing the  feed.  Then  feed  once  a  day  during  the  bal- 
ance of  the  summer  on  ground  corn  meal  made  into  thick 
dough.  Feed  in  the  evening,  and  the  hog  will  lie  down  and 
be  quiet  till  morning,and  thereby  get  the  strength  of  the  feed, 
and  in  the  morning,  being  a  little  hungry,  they  will  go  to 
clover,  and  be  no  more  bother  until  evening.  You  should  feed 
at  least  once  a  week  some  bran  and  ashes,  w^ith  a  little  salt 
in  them.  I  tell  my  neighbors,  if  they  want  good  pigs,  to  show 
them  to  all  that  comes,  and  never  show  without  feeding  them 
a  little.  My  advice  is  never  breed  from  a  boar  too  young,  or 
too  old,  if  you  want  good  healthy  pigs.  I  think  that  fully 
three-fourths  of  all  the  pigs  in  the  country  are  from  boars 
from  six  to  nine  months  old,  mere  pigs.  This  is  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  breeding.  I  am  of  the  opinion  this  is  the  most 
fruitful  source  of  epidemics,  such  as  cholera.  The  constitu- 
tion is  weakened  from  generation  to  generation,  till  they  can 
not  resist  ill  treatment.  The  above  is  not  the  result  of  mere 
speculation,  but  the  result  of  near  thirty  years'  experience.

PLANTING  AND  CULTIVATION  OF  CORN. 


BY   J.    POOLE. 


Corn  is  a  native  of  America,  and  was  foand  growing  here 
in  a  native  state  at  the  time  this  continent  was  discovered  by 
Christopher  Columbus.  It  is  usually  designated  from  other 
cereals  by  the  name  of  maize,  and  not  unfrequently  called 
Indian  corn,  from  the  fact  that  when  it  was  first  discovered 
the  country  was  inhabited  by  Indians.  It  is  a  grain  of  the 
very  first  importance  to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and 
may  be  considered  of  equal  if  not  of  more  value  than  any 
other  product  of  the  country.  For  the  purpose  of  producing 
pork  and  beef  it  has  no  equal,  and  is  more  generally  used  by 
the  middle  or  poorer  class  of  people  than  any  other  cereal 
raised  in  the  United  States.  It  is  a  luxuriant  and  fast  grower, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  raising  it  in  its  greatest  perfection,  it 
requires  a  rich,  warm,  loamy,  alluvisd  soil,  with  plenty  of 
moisture.  Land  is  seldom  found  too  rich  for  corn.  For  the 
purpose  of  raising  com  your  land  should  be  plowed  deep  and 
thorough.  The  plowing  should  be  commenced  in  the  spring 
as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out,  or  as  early  as  the  ground  is  in  a 
proper  condition  to  plow.  The  plowing  should  never  be  less 
than  five  inches  [deep  and  be  all  the  better  if  plowed  twice 
that  depth.  When  plowedthat  deep,  the  product  might  not 
be  so  large  the  first  year,  but  would  increase  the  crop  and  im- 
prove the  land  in  future  cultivation.  The  land  should  be 
thoroughly  plowed ;  every  inch  should  be  deeply  and  nicely 
turned.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  a  good  crop  or  obtaining 
the  full  product  of  your  labor,  the  greatest  care  should  be 
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taken  in  turning  your  plow  at  the  corners  or  at  the  ends  of 
the  lands,  or  when  your  plow  may  strike  a  stone,  grub  or  any 
other  obstruction,  and  not  an  inch  of  land  that  can  possibly 
be  plowed  should  be  neglected.     Strips  or  small  patches  of 
land  left,  by  laziness  or  a  little  neglect,  hard  and  unplowed, 
can  never  properly  receive  the  roots  of  the  corn  or  produce  a  fair 
crop.   It  will  require  the  same  amount,  or  more  cultivation  a^d 
expense,  and  produce  about  half  a  crop  of  grain.      When 
thoroughly  plowed,  the  ground  should  be  furrowed,  or  marked 
off,  three  and  a  half  or  four  feet  one  way,  and  then  furrowed 
about  the  same  distance  the  other,  and  planted.     The  seed 
should  be  selected  with  the  greatest  care.     The  largest  and 
most  perfect  ears  should  be  obtained,  and  great  care  should 
be  taken  to  see  that  it  is  perfectly  sound.     The  cob  should  be 
small,  and  the  grains  deep  and  solid,  and  the  heart  of  each 
grain   should   present   a   lively,   light  yellowish  appearance 
The  imperfect  and  small  grains  should  all  be  shelled  off  the 
small  end  of  the  ear,  and  the  remainder  used  for  seed.     Too 
much  corn  can  not  be  taken  to  be  certain  that  every  grain 
will  grow,  and  that  you  have  the  very  best  breed  of  corn.     A 
little  neglect  in  selecting  seed  may  give  you  a  bad  stand,  force 
you  to  do  much  replanting,  or  plant  the  entire  crop  over  again. 
You  may  be  quite  late  ;  early  frost  may  come,  and  you  may 
lose  a  large  portion  of  the  crop.     Your  corn  should  be  planted, 
usually  in  this  State,  from  the  first  to  the  twentieth  of  May, 
This  might  depend  very  much  on  the  advancement  of  the 
season  and  the  condition  of  your  ground.     Probably  from  the 
tenth  to  the  twentieth  of  May  is  the  most  reliable  time  in 
this  climate,  but  rather  plant  when  your  ground  is  wet  and 
clammy,  wait  until  the  first  of  June.     It  is  injurious  to  dis- 
turb or  work  the  Jand  in  that  condition,  and  a  full  crop  will 
never  be  produced.     The  land  should  be  moist,  well  pulver- 
izedi  and  the  corn  should  be  dropped   not  more  than  four 
grains  in  a  hill,  and  covered  from  one  to  four  inches  deep, 
with  good  loose  dirt.     No  clods  or  trash  should  be  left  on  the 
hills.     If  the  ground  is  dry,  a  roller  passed  over  the  hills,  so 
as  to  press  the  earth  on  the  corn,  will  do  much  good,  and 
make  your  corn  come  up  regular  and  grow  much  better.     As 
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soon  as  you  are  done  planting,  or  if  you  have  teams  suffi- 
cient while  planting  is  going  on,  harrow  your  ground  well  be- 
fore the  corn  comes  up.  It  kills  many  weeds,  pulverizes  and 
leaves  your  ground  in  good  condition  for  plowing,  and  gives 
you  the  start  of  the  grass  and  weeds.  When  done  harrow- 
ing, take  good  double  shovel  plows  and  run  through  your 
corn,  once  in  a  row,  the  crooked  way.  By  the  time  this  is 
done  the  corn  is  sufficiently  high  to  throw  the  <lirt  to  it  in 
the  row.  For  this  purpose  plow  twice  in  a  row  the  other 
way — gently  and  carefully — pushing  the  pulverized  earth  to 
the  young  corn  in  the  row,  being  careful  to  leave  none  cover- 
ed up.  If  there  are  any  weeds  in  the  hills,  or  your  corn  is  too 
thick,  pull  the  weeds  and  thin  out  at  once.  Then  plow 
again,  twice  in  a  row.  By  this  time  your  corn  is  full  waist 
high,  and  in  nice  condition.  Now  plow  again,  the  straight 
way,  for  the  fourth  and  last  time,  and  your  corn  is  well  culti. 
vated,  in  good  condition,  and  if  you  do  not  raise  a  good  crop 
it  will  be  no  fault  of  yours.  Do  not  plow  too  close  to  your 
corn  the  last  plowing,  so  as  to  cut  or  injure  the  large,  or  leave 
them  expo8ed,.but  give  the  corn  a  good,  thorough  plowing, 
throwing  the  dirt  towards  the  rows  so  as  to  cover  up  the 
young  weeds  and  grass,  and  leave  the  ground  level  and  clean. 
From  the  time  you  plow  your  ground,  or  plant  your  corn,  as 
a  general  thing,  never  wait  an  hour  on  your  crop,  but  culti- 
vate early  and  constant.  Early  and  perfect  cultivation  is  in- 
valuable to  a  corn  crop,  and  a  little  neglect,  bad  cultivation  9 
or  carelessness,  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  by  permitting 
your  corn  to  become  weedy  and  foul,  or  the  ground  to  be- 
come baked  hard  or  bound,  may,  and  will,  injure  and  stunt 
your  corn  to  such  an  extent  that  no  future  care  or  cultivation 
will  make  a  full  crop.  Early,  constant  and  complete  cultiva- 
tion, immediately  after  the  corn  is  planted,  can  not  be  too 
highly  recommended,  and  the  failure  to  raise  good  crops  o{ 
corn  is  attributable  to  a  neglect  of  this  character  oftener  than 
to  any  other  cause.

STATEMENT. 


This  corn  was  planted  and  raised  in  the  Wabash  River 
bottom,  in  Fountain  county,  near  the  city  of  Attica.  The 
land  is  generally  overflowed,  at  least  once  a  year,  and  is  a  rich, 
black  aljuvial  soil  of  a  warm  nature,  with  a  little  mixture  of 
sand.  The  corn  was  planted  in  drills,  not  quite  three  and 
one-half  feet  apart,  running  north  and  south,  and  thinned,  so 
as  to  stand  about  eight  inches  apart  in  the  row.  It  was 
planted  on  the  16th  day  of  May,  and  when  about  four  inches 
^high,  about  four  acres  of  it  was  sprinkled  with  a  mixture  of 
about  twelve  bushels  of  leached  ashes  and  eight  bushels  of 
ground  plaster.  We  had  no  more  plaster  or  ashes,  and  the 
corn  was  not  so  good  on  the  one  as  on  the  four  acres,  being 
quite  a  difference,  but  we  did  not  ascretain  the  true  amount. 
The  corn  was  plowed  twice  in  a  row  with  a  double  shovel 
plow,  and  shortly  after  thinned  so  as  to  leave  it  standing  about 
eight  inches  apart  About  the  20th  of  June  it  was  plowed 
again  with  double  shovel  plows,  twice  in  a  row,  and  the  dirt 
thrown  to  the  corn  and  left  in  nice  order.  About  the  1st  day 
of  July  it  was  again  plowed,  twice  in  a  row,  with  single  shovel 
plow,  quite  deep  and  close  to  the  corn,  and  laid  by  in  that 
condition.  The  season  was  rather  dry,  and  at  one  time  the 
corn  suffered  severely.  There  was  plenty  of  time  for 
every  ear  of  corn  to  perfect  and  mature  before  gathering,  and 
no  frost  has  made  its  appearance  that  would  do  vegetation 
the  least  injury  up  to  the  present  date.  Had  we  planted 
a  larger  kind  of  corn,  used  plaster  and  ashes  on  it  all,  given  it 
another  good,  thorough  plowing,  and  the  season  had  been  a  little 
more  wet,  the  crop  would  undoubtedly  have  been  much  larger. 
No  other  manure  or  fertilizer  of  any  kind  was  used  on  the 
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corn.  It  grew  rapidly,  standing  on  an  average  of  about  two 
stalks  for  every  eight  inches  in  the  rows,  and  nearly  every 
stalk  had  a  good  average  ear  on  it,  well  matured.

Great  care  is  taken  to  cleanse  and  thoroughly  s«ald  all 
pails,  pans,  chum,  and  utensils,  used  about  the  milk  or  butter, 
that  no  traces  of  the  acidity,  arising  from  the  sour  milk  are 
left,  to  cause  the  milk  to  become  sour  before  the  cream  shall 
be  sufSiciently  raised,  and  the  cream  is  churned  as  soon  as  it 
becomes  sour  enough  to  thicken,  in  a  measure,  knd  after  it  is 
well  worked,  the  greatest  part  of  the  butter-milk  being  out, 
it  is  salted  with  good  table  salt,  with  white  sugar  added,  at 
the  rate  of  two  spoonfuls  to  eight  ounces  of  salt;  one  ounce 
of  the  mixture  to  each  pound  of  butter,  and  after  twelve  to 
twenty-four  hours  it  is  re-worked  as  long  as  there  appears  any 
milk  in  it,  packed  in  a  stone  jar,  and  placed  upon  the  bottom 
of  a  cool  cellar,  and  covered  with  a  strong  pickle  made  from  a 
good  quality  of  salt.

PEIZB  I88AY  OF  IKDIAKA  AQBIOULTUBAL  SOOIBfT 

The  good  old  days  of  somidi  perfect  apples— such  a»  w# 
eonld  take  to  oar  cellars,  or  to  market,  almost  as  ihef  oaoM 
from  the  orchard,  without  assorting,  has  passed  away^  and  we 
of  the  West,  who  raise  apples,  find  ourselves  the  possessoi» 
of  a  large  amount  of  imperfect  fruit  These  diffionkies  seem 
to  multiply  annually.  80  much  so  that  it  now  becomes  a  se* 
nous  question,  in  the  absence  of  any  known  remedy  for  suob 
troubles,  as  to  what  way  we  can  dispose  of  this  almost  wortlH 
less  fruit,  so  that  apple  orchards  may  be  made  profitable. 

Without  stopping  to  discuss  the  very  important  question  of 
the  causes  of  frdlure  with  the  apple  crop,  only  intimating  otv 
opinion  that  it  is  mainly  due  to  insect  depredations,  dimaiie* 
influences  and  changes,  and  the  exhaustion  of  our  soils  by  a 
bad  system  of  culture,  we  will  proceed  to  give  our  plan  of 
handling  and  disposing  of  such  cr}>ps  as  we  have.  Formerly^ 
when  unsound  fruit  was  the  exception,  and  not  the  rule,  we 
looked  to  the  greatest  interest  in  handling.  We  picked  all 
our  fruit  from  a  ladder,  and  with  great  care  barreled  all  but  a 
few  of  the  poorer  specimens  for  market  The  "  culls  *'  were 
'  thrown  out,  and  if  our  crop  was  large,  giving  us  plenty  of  em- 
ployment  in  the  handling  of  the  good  fruit,  were  left  to  rot  in 
the  orchard. 

Now,  if  we  pursue  that  same  carefril  mode  c^  handling, 
and  packing  for  market,  that  we  have  been  taught,  both  by 
precept  and  the  practical  results  of  marketing  fruits,  to  prac* 
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tice,  our  pile  of  ''  colls  "  assumes  mighty  proportions — ^there  is 
too  much  of  our  crop  there  to  lose.  We  have,  therefore,  been 
compelled  to  change  our  tactics,  and  instead  of  that  slow  and 
careful  mode  of  handling,  formerly  practiced,  we  now  go  to 
our  orchard  when  the  fruit  is  ready  for  harvesting,  and  in  the 
most  rapid  manner  consistent  with  the  interest  at  stake,  we 
hurry  our  whple  crop  en  masse  into  bams,  sheds,  and  well  ven* 
tilated  buildings,  where,  during  bad  weather  and  evenings,  we 
assort  and  barrel  for  market  all  the  very  best  specimens, 
throwing  out  any  entirely  worthless  and  rotten  fruit,  and  lay- 
ing beck  the  ^  culls."  The  advantages  of  this  mode  of  hand- 
ling are:  dispatch  in  gathering;  the  economizing  of  bad 
weather  and  evenings  in  assorting  under  cover.  Bruises  will 
•bow  themselves  after  laying  a  few  days,  and  may  be  rejected 
in  asaorting,  while  the  apples  exposed  to  a  dry  atmosphere 
will  baar  packing  and  transportation  better  by  having  shrivel- 
ed somewhat,  and  they  will  keep  better,  as  they  will  have  gone 
thfongh  the  sweat  before  barreling.  Having  now  disposed  of 
the  good  fruit,  we  shall  turn  our  attention  to  the  ^<  culls," 
which  all  this  time  have  been  snugly  housed,  undergoing  the 
ripening  process,  and  the  evaporation  of  a  great  deal  of  the 
tnore  watery  elements  so  deleterous  to  the  production  of  good 
eider.  The  weather  is  also  becoming  cooler,  so  that  cider 
.will  keep  sweet  much  longer,  besides  those  that  make  late  al- 
ways get  the  best  prices  for  their  cider.  We  now  leave  this 
branch  of  the  subject  for  a  while,  and  turn  our  attention  to 
tiiat  of  suitable 

MACHINERY    FOR    THB    MANUFACTURE   OF    CIDER. 

This  is  by  no  means  an  unimportant  branch  of  the  sub- 
ject ;  an  opinion  on  which  I  fear  but  little  controversy,  espec- 
ially from  those  of  much  experience  in  cider-making.  True, 
there  has  been  much  inventive  talent  employed  in  an  effort  to 
improve  our  facilities  for  cider-making;  but,  unfortunately,  al- 
most all  of  this  has  been  expended  in  an  eSort  to  give  us  a 
1^  toy  "  in  the  shape  of  a  cider  mill  and  press,  to  be  operated 
by  hand,  and  greatly  at  the  expense  of  time,  muscle,  material 
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^mnd  good  cider.  The  result  has  been  to  put  into  the  hands  of 
ahnost  every  farmer  a  cider  mill  and  press  upon  which  he  an* 
analfy  expends  enough  time,  labor  and  apples  to  buy  all  the 
cider  that  he  gets,  besides  what  little  he  gets  is  always  of  poor 
quality.  I  say  of  poor  quality  because  it  is  utterly  impossi- 
ble to  make  good  cider  in  such  small  quantities.  And  yet 
when  I  have  said  all  this,  I  cheerfiiUy  admit  that  these  little 
mills  are  very  useful  and  handy  in  making  small  quantities  of 
^weet  cider  for  immediate  use,  but  entirely  unfit  for  business. 
Having  thus  expressed  my  opinion  of  hand  mills,  it  will  be 
-expected  that  I  should  offer  some  better  {dan  of  manufacture, 
which  I  propose  to  do,  after  saying  that  cider  making  is  really 
M  much  the  business  of  manufactories  as  grinding  our  graia, 
Qt  ginning  our  wool  is,  and  that  individuals,  unless  it  be  large 
offchardists,  are  as  little  able  to  do  themselves  justice  in  one 
^case  as  the  other. 

There  are  several  of  these  manfufactories  in  the  .State  of 
Indiana,  and  wherever  they  have  been  established  the  hand 
aiills  are  laid  aside.  If  a  man  can,  with  a  good  deal  of  phys- 
ical extortion,  get  two  gallons  of  cider  to  the  bushel,  when,  by 
hauling  his  apples  a  short  distance,  and  without  further  labor, 
he  could  get  four  gallons  of  better  cider,  he  would  certainly 
soon  learn  to  prefer  the  latter.  We  have  known  men  to  bring 
I4>ples  to  the  mill  to  be  worked  who  had  to  borrow  barrels  to 
take  their  cider  home  in,  when  they  thought  they  had  brought 
•enough  to  hold  more  than  they  expected  to  get 

The  mill,  which  we  regard  as  the  cheapest,  taken  altogeth- 
^  is  the  Grater  mill,  consisting  of  a  wooden  cylinder  about 
ten  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  same  length,  driven  fxdl  of 
small  spikes  (large  heel  tacks)  and  driven  by  one  or  two 
horses,  and  an  endless  chain  horse-power.  We  prefer  the 
ondless  chain  power  on  account  of  it  occupying  so  little  room. 
The  Jersey  Grinder  is  an  excellent  mill,  opemting  essentially 
on  the  same  principle  as  the  above,  but  has  the  objection  ot 
being  made  of  iron,  which,  unless  kept  strictly  dean,  is  ob- 
jectionable, as  the  acid  of  the  apples  will  corrode  the  metal  { 
and  it  is  too  expensive  for  most  of  us.  The  wooden  mills  of 
"^auld  lang  syne,"  though  working  on  the  true  principle  of  mash* 
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tug  instead  of  enttkigy  are  too  slow  and  enmbenNxiie  for  iMm 
fast  age  of  ours. 

Tbe  pressing  is,  however,  the  slow,  tedions  part  of  tiM 
operation,  to  tbe  improvement  of  which  we  wish  to  oall  tiM 
attention  of  inventors.  The  lever  has  v^  grevions  objeetioa^ 
while,  at  the  same  time,  it  is  decidedly  the  cheapest  pownv 
and  gives  as  a  continued  pressure  even  <*  while  we  sleep.* 
But  when  we  consider  the  great  labor  «nd  ineoovenieaea  of 
operating  it,  together  with  the  amount  of  roof  to  cover  it,  <rp 
the  inconvenience  of  working  out  of  doors,  we  must  give  < 
preference  to  the  screw. 

The  screw,  if  manipulated  in  the  ordinary  way,  by  tbe 
of  a  lever,  is  also  quite  inconvenient  We  shall,  tbevefofs^ 
look  with  some  interest  to  the  further  development  of  a  fdattr 
proposed  by  one  of  Indiana's  fruit  growers,  by  which  tbeee 
objections  to  the  screw  are  likely  to  be  overcome.  In  tbe  ase' 
of  either  power,  we  would  prepare  our  ^  pomace  ^  for  press* 
ing  in  cloths  instead  of  straw,  or  a  crib.  They  are  much 
cheaper,  nicer  and  lighter  to  handle  than  either  straw  or  crih. 

Our  experience  leads  us  to  condemn  the  use  of  large 
^  cheeses  "  as  not  economical.  A  press  that  will  make  from 
one  to  two  barrels  at  a  time  will  perforra  its  work  quicker  and 
more  thoroughly  than  a  larger  one  that  requires  greater  power 
and  time.  I  am  familiar  with  an  instance  of  two  hands  on  a 
one-barrel  press  having  made  twenty-five  barrels  in  one  day» 
while  a  neighbor  with  a  press  making  fourteen  barrels  at  one 
operation  could  only  make  one  pressing  in  a  day,  it  requiring 
that  time  to  run  dry. 

We  return  now,  after  the  weather  has  become  quite  cod,, 
and  our  apples  well  prepared  by  sufficient  time  in  a  dry  room 
to  the  apple-house,  where  we  give  our  fruit  another  carefid 
assorting,  throwing  out  all  that  are  in  the  least  degree  rotten, 
with  all  foreign  substances,  such  as  leaves,  sticks,  stones  and 
dirt  of  any  kind.  They  are  now  conveyed  to  the  mill,  which 
is  suspended  over  a  large  vat  that  will  hold  enough  for  mx  or 
eight  barrels  of  cider,  and  ground,  allowing  the  pulp  to  lie  in 
the  vat  for  twelve,  twenty-four,  or  in  cool  weather,  thirty-rix 
hours.     It  will  be  weU  if  the  mass  is  turned  occasionally  with 
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a  riKn^el  to  bring  each  particle  in  contact  with  the  atrooepheia 
Tbb  ia  a  point  to  which  I  wish  to  call  especial  attentioa  and 
tihe  chief  reason  why  hand  mills  fail  to  make  good  cider^  or  a 
good  yield.  To  the  chemist  we  need  not  explain,  but  tot  lesa 
educated  practical  men  we  would  say  that  there  is  a  chemical 
aetion  going  on  from  the  time  the  mill -finishes  its  work, 
whioh  is  coa verting  starch  and  gum  into  sugar,  and  at  the 
wum  time  softening  the  particles  of  pulp,  the  result  of  which 
is  to  give  you  more  clear  and  sweeter  cider.  In  order  to 
make  this  matter  so  dear  that  all  may  understand,  I  need 
only  to  refer  my  readers  back  to  their  ^  days  of  childhood,*^ 
when  we  were  accustomed  to  thoroughly  bruise  a  sour  seed- 
ling apple  and  lay  it  aside  for  a  time,  when  on  the  application 
of  our  teeth  with  a  little  suction  we  were  able  to  extract  a 
sweet  and  delicious  juice.  Here  were  at  work  the  same 
chemical  agents  that  we  now  employ  to  our  great  advantage 
Of  course,  we  will  exercise  our  judgment  in  regard  to  the 
time  we  allow  the  pomace  to  lay,  regulated  altogether  by  the 
atmospheric  temperature.  The  press  should  stand  near 
enough  to  the  vat  for  the  pomace  to  be  shovelled  over  with- 
out  making  it  necessary  for  the  operator  to  change  his  posi- 
tion, and  every  other  point  where  a  ^step''  can  be  saved 
should  be  taken  advantage  of.  Every  part  of  the  mill  and 
press  should  be  kept  scrupulously  clean,  and  the  cider,  after  it 
runs  from  the  press,  should  be  filtered  through  a  series  of 
cloths,  into  new  barrels,  or  those  recently  emptied  of  pure 
distilled  liquors,  or  wines.  No  old,  second  hand,  musty  bar- 
rels, of  any  kind,  should  ever  be  used,  not  even  if  a  customer 
brings  such  to  you  to  be  filled  for  his  own  use.  He  may  in-- 
vite  some  friend  to  drink  some  of  your  make  of  cider,  which 
will  be  discussed,  with  reference  to  your  reputation  as  a  cider 
maker. 

Cider  made  in  this  way  late  in  the  season,  from  sound,, 
well-ripened  apples,  and  put  up  in  new  barrels,  will  keep  all 
winter  without  further  trouble ;  but  if  it  is  desirable  to  bottle, 
it  will  be  best  to  draw  it  off  into  clean  barrels  after  it  has 
been  made  about  one  month,  and  again  early  in   March^ 
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About  throe  weeks  after  this  second  racking,  and  before  the 
blooming  season  of  the  apple  tree,  it  may  be  bottled,  after 
which  it  will  be  treated  as  wine,  for  which,  with  most  people, 

>it  will  be  accepted  as  a  substitute,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
writer,  is  far  better.  There  are  certain  varieties  of  i^ples 
that  are  justly  celebrated  for  making  cider  of  extra  good 

-qualities ;  but,  with  us,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  (dant  each 
with  that  view  alone,  as  our  common  sorts  afford  all  we  want, 

•that  are  fit  for  nothing  else. 

I  have,  thus  far,  spoken  of  the  manufacture  of  cider,  and 

'Considered  it  in  the  light  of  a  beverage,  and  as  a  means  of 
utilising  our  waste  fruit 

The  great  profit,  however,  to  orchardists,  is  in  its  conversioa 
to  vinegar ;  and  it  has  been  mainly  with  this  fact  before  me 
that  I  have  written  the  above  directions  for  cider  making* 
dince  that  is  the  first  step  in  the  operation  of  the  manufacture 

«of  vinegar. 

In  the  hygienic  economy  of  the  human  family  it  seems  to 

'be  absolutely  necessary  that  we,  or  at  least  those  of  us  who 

:are  so  situated  that  our  daily  supply  of  acid  fruits  is  limited, 

•*or  scanty,  should  be  supplied  in  the  form  of  acetic  jacid,  which 

'is  found  in  its  purest  and  most  healthy  and  palatable  condi- 

'tions  in  cider  vinegar. 

In  evidence  of  this  fact  I  need  only  refer  to  the  ten  thoua- 

•and  ways  of  counterfeiting  pure  cider  vinegar.  I  should  al- 
most feel  warranted  in  offering  a  liberal  reward  for  a  single 

'oask  in  the  hands  of  any  dealer  in  city  or  town  that  is  not 
pure  cider  vinegar.     They  never  deal  in  any  other  sort     Yet 

a  is  a  fact,  patent  to  all  well  informed  orchardists,  that  there 
is  but  a  very  small  per  cent  of  cider  vinegar  offered  to  the 
public  through  our  dealers.  That  these  compounds  are  inju- 
rious to,  rather  than  the  promoters  of  health,  is  undoubted, 

'While  it  is  equally  true  that  our  orchards  are  capable  of  sup- 

tplying  all  reasonable  demands  with  the  pure  article.  We 
ask,  then,  why  this  demand  is  not  supplied  from  our  orchards? 
There  are  two  reasons ;  the  main  one,  that  consumers  will  buy 

these  poisonous  compounds,  when  they  cost  them  a  little  less

than  the  geanioe ;  and  that  it  requires  a  good  deal  of  pa- 
tiencei  time  and  perseverance  to  get  up  the  pure  article. 
When  we  can  take  a  little  alcohol,  sorghum  scum,  acetic  acid 
and  rain  water,  and  run  it  through  a  generator  in  one  day  ^ 
time,  and  bring  it  out  ^pfire  cider  vinegar,"  and  get  as  much 
for  it  at  a  barrel  that  has  taken  from  one  to  two  years  to 
^  come,"  we  see  that  the  premium  for  honesty  is  small. 

But  how  to  make  pure  cider  vinegar  is  the  question  ?  This 
can  only  be  done  by  taking  such  cider  as  we  describe  above, 
putting  it  in  a  cask  with  an  open  bung,  and  setting  it  away  in 
a  dry,  warm  room,  where  it  vnll  not  freeze,  awaiting  the  re- 
^t,  which  will  come  about  in  from  one  to  three  years.  The 
formation  of  acetic  add,  or  the  process  df  acetic  fermentation, 
may  be  hastened  by  using  casks  that  have  been  used  for  vin- 
egar, or  by  adding  sour  cider  to  a  cask  already  one-third  or 
one-half  full  of  vinegar.  But  to  attempt  anything  further 
than  this,  in  the  way  of  hurrying  matters,  is  always  at  the 
expense  of  quality. 

Our  object  in  writing  this  essay  has  been  more  to  encour- 
age the  orchardist  in  the  utilizing  of  his  waste  fruit,  in  a  way 
that  it  may  not  only  be  a  source  of  profit  to  himself,  but  so  as 
to  offer  to  the  consumer,  instead  of  an  article  injurious  to  hu- 
man life  and  health,  one  that  shall  be  the  promoter  thereof, 
father  than  to  attempt  anything  in  the  way  of  scientific  de- 
scriptions, of  processes  and  manipulations  connected  with  the 
manufacture :  in  other  words,  to  present  the  matter  in  its  most 
practical  form — ^in  plain  English — so  that  he  who  reads  may 
not  fail  to  understand. 

For  the  above  reasons,  the  scientific  reader  may  object  to 
this  paper  as  not  giving  the  details  sufficient  attention.

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

The  undersigned  woald  respecffally  report  that  oar  seven- 
teenth annual  fair  was  held  on  the  20th  to  the  34th  inclasive, 
of  September.  Our  premium  list  was  large,  and  liberal  pre- 
miams  offered.    Our  fair  was  a  success. 

We  had  a  very  fine  displav  of  fruits  and  flowers,  seldom 
equalled  by  any  county  or  even  State  exhibition.  Farm  pro- 
ducts were  also  largely  exhibited,  and  of  excellent  quality. 
The  stock  department  was  well  represented,  though  not  as 
many  entries  as  we  have  had  at  some  other  fairs.  We  have 
ignored  fast  horse  rings  entirely,  believing  them  to  be  of  no 
practical  benefit  to  the  farmers  of  the  county.  The  society 
has  paid  all  premiums  awarded,  and  have  near  |800  on  hand 
for  future  operations.  We  have  ample  rooms  in  our  Court 
House,  where  the  members  meet  every  Saturday,  for  the  dis- 
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cussion  of  such  subjects  as  may  be  iNrought  before   them, 
essays  read,  and  a  general  interchange  of  opinions  and  obeer* 
yations  in  regard  to  the  farming  interests  of  the  country.

BRIDGETON  AGRICULTURAL  SOCIETY. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Bridgeton  Union  Agricultural  Society 
submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

The  Bridgeton  Union  Agricultural  Society,  composed  of 
the  counties  of  Parke,  Putnam,  Clay  and  Vigo,  would  submit 
the  following  for  the  year  1870. 

The  society  held  their  ninth  annual  fair,  on  their  fair 
grounds  near  the  village  of  Bridgeton,  situated  in  the  south- 
east comer  of  Parke  county,  commencing  on  the  2tth  of 
August,  and  closing  on  the  3d  of  September.  The  fair  was 
an  entire  success ;  the  display  of  stock  was  very  good,  espe- 
cially in  hogs.  The  society  heretofore  have  had  the  family 
ticket  arrangement,  admitting  man  and  wife,  and  children 
under  sixteen.  This  year  we  adopted  the  day  ticket  The 
Board  of  Directors  met  with  strong  opposition,  and  a  great 
many  prophesied  a  failure,  but  the  result  was  that  our  receipts 
at  the  gates  was  over  six  hundred  dollars  in  advance  of  any 
fair  before.     It  would  be  proper  to  state  in  connection  with 
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the  expenses  of  the  society  for  the  present  year,  that  we  built 
a  fine  Art  and  Floral  Hall  at  an  expense  something  over  fonr- 
hnndred  dollars,  and  a  number  of  new  stalls.  In  the  counties 
oomposing  the  district,  Putnam  and  Vigo  have  their  regular 
county  societies,  Parke  has  a  Horticultural  and  Rural  Insti- 
tute, situate  at  Bloomingdale ;  Clay  has  had,  and  I  believe- 
yet  has  an  organization,  but  has  held  no  fair  for  two  years.

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BOONE  COUNTY. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Boone  Coanty  Agricultural  Society 
submitted  the  following  report : 

Tb  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

• 

This  society  was  organized  in  the  year  1853,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  agricultural 
and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present  time* 
The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of  the. 
society  for  1870.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  January,  proceed- 
ings w^re  had  and  plans  inaugurated,  which  resulted  in  the 
leasing  of  suitable  grounds  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  to  be 
fitted  up  for  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  society.  About 
twelve  acres  have  been  surrounded  by  a  good  plank  fencei 
seven  feet  high,  with  proper  gates  and  entrances.  The  build- 
ings within  the  grounds  consist  of  two  halls,  one  twenty  by 
thirty  feet,  the  other  twenty  by  eighty  feet,  an  oflSce,  together 
with  a  number  of  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep,  hog  pens,  and 
such  other  fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.  A  track, 
one-fourth  of  a  mile  in  circuit,  was  graded  within  the  stock 
ling,  for  the  accommodation  of  equestrians,  and  for  the  exhi- 
bition of  horses  in  harness  and  under  the  saddle.  Three 
Dvells  were  sunk,  walled  and  furnished  with  pumps,  a  dining 
ball,  etc 

The  Board  offered  more  cash  premiums  in  the  enumerated 
lists  of  a  lower  grade  than  they  would  have  done  under  more 
flattering  circumstances.  The  writer,  however,  is  not  partial 
to  high  premiums,  but  in  lieu  thereof  would  recommend  an 
increase  of  the  number  to  be  awarded  in  lists  where  the  compe- 
tition is  large  and  close.  Have  a  first,  second  and  third,  and 
•even  a  fourth  premium  where  the  funds  and  competition  will 
justify. 

The  fair  was  held  at  Lebanon,  October  5th,  6th,  7th  and 
dthy  1869,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  concerned.     The 
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competition  and  show  in  the  stock  department  was  not  as  ex- 
ten$<ive  a  nd  spirited  as  it  shoaid  have  been,  but  this  will  not 
be  likely  to  occur  next  year.  The  weather  was  very  fine  and 
the  attendance  much  larger  than  was  to  be  expected  under  all 
the  surroundings.  Exhibitors  and  visitors  were  ail  interested, 
and  generally  well  satisfied.  The  entries  were  653.  The 
amount  of  premiums  awarded,  9451  25.  The  receipts  are  as 
follows :

This  balance  will  be  spent  in  further  improvements  npon^. 
the  ground.<(  during  the  coming  spring  and  summer,  which^ 
with  improvements  already  made  will  make  it  reasonably- 
comfortable  and  convenient 

The  soil  and  timber  of  the  county,  is  generally  good,  and  of 
the  varieties  common  to  the  summit  lands  between  White* 
river  and  the  Wabash.  The  timber  is  now  being  converted^ 
into  sawed,  split  and  hewn  stuff  for  transportation,  for  varioos* 
purposcH  to  which  timber  is  applied. 

The  trade  and  business  in  timber,^at  this  time  is  very  large, 
but  we  have  no  reliable  data  frpm  which  to  state  the  amount. 

The  number  of  acres  of  land  upon  the  tax  duplicate  is 
266,720.  There  is  no  statement,  however,  of  the  amount  cul- 
tivated. It  is  estimated  that  one-half  of  this  is  cultivated  iir 
pasture,  meadow  or  grain.  The  crops  consist  of  com,  wheat,, 
oats,  buckwheat,  vegetables  and  all  the  grasses,  and  with  jnto- 
17 
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per  culture,  are  remunerative  and  satisfactory.  The  grasses, 
such  as  blue  grass,  timothy,  clover  and  red  top,  grow  in  great 
luxuriance  wherever  they  have  any  attention.  The  blue  grass 
seems  readily  to  take  the  pastures,  and  is  one  of  the  best 
grasses  for  pastures  in  early  summer,  fall  and  winter. 

The  value  of  lands  for  taxation  is  put  down  at  83,717,410, 
and  the  value  of  improvements,  $1,055,570,  and  total  value 
of  taxables,  including  personal,  $8,314,620.  The  actual  value 
is  probably  $12,000,000,  or  more,  in  the  county. 

Our  system  of  farming  is  not  as  thorough  as  it  should  be  in 
many  respects,  but  there  is  an  active  interest  and  a  spirit  of 
improvement  in  this  regard.  There  should  be  more  grass  and 
better  stock,  fewer  acres  of  corn,  deeper  tillage,  and  more 
thorough  drainage.  The  latter  is  receiving  special  attention, 
and  no  enterprise  of  our  citizens  promises  such  advantages 
and  important  results  to  the  agricultural  wealth  of  our  county.

DECATUR  TOWNSHIP.

DECATUR  COUNTY. 

The  Secretary  of  Decatur  County  Agricultural  Society  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ; 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture :

This  society  was  organized  in  the  year  1852,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  agricul- 
tural and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present 
time.  The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress,  of 
the  society  for  1870.  At  the  Annual  Meeting,  in  December, 
proceedings  were  had  and  plans  inaugurated  which  resulted 
in  changing  the  organization  into  a  joint  stock  company. 

The  society  is  the  owner  of  twenty  acres  of  land,  about  one* 
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half  of  which  is  beautifally^shaded ;  all  under  good  fence.  The 
buildings  within  the  grounds  consist  of  three  halls,  two  twenty 
by  thirty  feet,  the  other  thirty  by  eighty  feet,  offices,  together 
with  a  number  of  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep  and  hog  pens 
and  such  other  fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.  A 
track  was  graded  within  the  stock  ring  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  equestrians  and  for  the  exhibition  of  horses  in  harness 
and  under  the  ssddle.  The  grounds  are  also  provided  with  a 
splendid  time  track  one-half  mile  in  length.  Three  wells 
were  sunk,  walled  and  furnished  with  pumps ;  a  dining  hall 
etc.  ' 

The  Board  offered  about  $1,500  in  cash  premiums. 

The  Fair  was  held  at  Greensburg,  Indiana,  September 
20th,  2l8t,  22d  and  23d,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  con- 
cerned. The  conpetition  and  show  in  the  stock  department 
was  extensive  and  spirited — much  better  than  we  have  had  for 
some  years.  The  weather  was  very  fine  and  the  attendance 
much  larger  than  was  expected.  Exhibitors  and  visitors  were 
all  interested  and  generally  well  satisfied.  The  entries  were 
1,352;  the  amount  of  premiums  awarded,  8I96OO.

This  balance  will  be  spent  in  further  improvements  upon 
the  fair  grounds  during  the  coming  spring  and  summer,  which  ^ 
with  improvements  already  made,  will  make  it  as  fine  and 
convenient  as  any  grounds  in  Southeastern  Indiana- 
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The  soil  and  timber  of  the  county  is  generally  good,  and  of 
the  varieties  common  to  the  summit  lands  between  White 
river  and  the  Ohio. 

The  trade  and  business  in  timber  at  this  time  is  considera- 
ble, but  we  have  no  reliable  data  from  which  to  state  the 
amount. 

The  crops  consist  of  com,  wheat,  oats,  buckwheat,  vegeta- 
bles and  all  the  grasses,  and  with  proper  culture  are  remuner- 
ative and  satisfactory.  The  grasses,  such  as  blue  grass,  tim- 
othy,  clover  and  red  top,  grow  in  great  luxuriance  wherever 
they  receive  attention.  The  blue  grass  seems  readily  to  take 
the  pastures,  and  is  one  of  the  best  grasses  for  pastures  in  the 
early  summer,  fall  and-winter. 

Our  system  of  farming  is  not  as  thorough  as  it  should  be  in 
many  respects,  but  there  is  an  active  interest  and  a  spirit  of 
improvement  in  this  regard.  There  should  be  more  grass  and 
better  stock,  fewer  acres  of  corn,  deeper  tillage,  and  more 
thorough  drainage.  The  latter  is  receiving  some  attention, 
and  no  enterprise  of  our  citizens  promises  such  advantages 
and  important  results  to  the  agricultural  wealth  of  our  country

The  item  of  expenses  contains  a  bill  for  diplomas  and  other 
things,  forming  a  stock  on  hand,  and  shortening  the  expenses 
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next  year.  Considering  the  drawback  caused  by  the  dry 
weather  all  through  the  early  autumn,  we  have  reason  to  be 
fully  satisfied  with  the  success  of  our  fair.  At  no  former  time 
had  we  a  better  show  of  live  stock.  Cattle  and  horses  were 
on  hand  and  of  superior  stock.  Hogs  and  sheep  came  in  such 
numbers  that  we  had  to  build  new  pens  for  them,  and  the 
poultry  list  was  better  filled  than  ever. 

The  interest  taken  by  our  farmers  during  the  last  year  in 
attending  the  meetings  of  the  Board  has  already  begun  to 
show  fruit,  and,  if  the  signs  be  not  deceptive,  we  predict  a 
still  better  result  for  next  year. 

The  Board  passed  resolutions  for  stated  meetings  every 
three  months — besides  special  meetings. 

Committees  are  already  appointed  to  have  some  shade  trees 
planted  to  protect  the  stalls— or,  rather,  the  animals  when  in 
the  stalls. 

Other  improvements  about  the  halls  are  under  advisement 
and  will,  no  doubt,  be  pushed. 

There  was  a  total  change  in  the  officers,  which  was  not  the 
result  of  any  difsatisfaction,  however.  On  the  contrary,  the 
Board  complimented  the  old  officers  and  granted  their  release 
because  they  had  served  well,  and  the  increased  attendance  of 
the  directors  made  it  possible  to  choose  such  officers  in  the 
places  of  the  old  ones  as  to  insure  fully  the  future  success  of 
this  society.

The  Secretary  of  the  Elkhart  County  Agricultural  Society 
submitted  the  following  report: 

Goshen,  Ind.,  November  2, 1870. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

The  Elkhart  County  Agricultural  Society  was  organized 
in  June,  1851,  and  for  many  years  held  successful  fairs. 
When  the  war  came,  fairs  were  suspended.  Twice  since  we 
have  attempted,  but  not  meeting  with  the  desired  success  we 
have  not  for  two  years  held  fairs.  We  have,  however,  main- 
tained our  organization,  meeting  annually  and  electing  officers. 
This  summer  we  exchanged  our  fair  grounds  within  the 
bounds  of  our  town  for  a  tract  of  eight  acres  heretofore 
owned  by  the  Elkhart  County  Live  Stock  Association,  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  fairs,  and  it  hoped  the  Society  may  yet 
be  useful  for  the  purpose  of  its  organization  ;  but  at  present 
it  can  do  but  little  more  than  maintain  its  organization.    We 
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shall  endeavor  to  be  represented  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
State  Board. 

The  number  of  acres  of  land  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate 
is  290,894.  There  is  no  statement,  however,  of  the  amount 
cultivated.  It  is  estimated  that  one  half  of  this  is  cultivated 
in  pasture  meadow  or  grain.  The  crops  consist  of  corn, 
wheat,  oats,  buckwheat,  vegetables,  and  all  the  grasses,  and 
with  proper  culture  are  remunerative  and  satisfactory.  The 
girasses,  such  as  blue  grass,  timothy,  clover  and  red  top,  grow 
in  great  luxuriance,  wherever  they  have  any  attention.  The 
blue  grass  seems  readily  to  take  the  pastures,  and  is  one  of 
the  best  grasses  for  pastures  in  early  summer,  fall  and  winter. 

The  value  of  lands  for  taxation  is  put  down  at  15,277,152, 
and  the  value  of  improvements  f  1,130,319,  and  total  value  of 
taxables,  including  personal  $11,907,949.

Covington^  Ind.,  November  25,  1870. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  : 

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  year  1860,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  encourage  the  agricultural  and  man- 
ufacturing interests  of  the  three  counties  to  the  present  time. 
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The  object  of  thia  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of  the 
Society  for  1870.  Fifteen  acres  have  been  surrounded  by  a 
good  plank  fence,  seven  feet  high,  wit.h  proper  gates  and 
entrances.  The  buildings  within  the  grounds  consist  of 
the  office,  16x30 ;  one  amphitheatre,  30x1000  feet ;  one  hall 
for  farm  products  and  manufacture,  two  good  wells,  horse 
stalls,  hog  and  sheep  pens.  A  good  track  one  third  of  a  mile 
in  circuit,  graded  within  the  stock  ring.  The  Board  ofiered 
very  fair  premiums  throughout  The  fair  was  held  at  Cov- 
ington, Fountain  county,  September  27th,  28th,  29th  and 
30th,  and  was  creditable  to  all  concerned.  The  competition 
in  the  stock  department  was  not  as  extensive  as  has  been 
heretofore.  The  weather  was  fine  and  the  attendance  very 
good.  *  The  third  day  the  crowd  was  very  large.  The  entries 
numbered  five  hundred  and  ninety.  The  amount  of  pre- 
miums awarded  about  eight  hundred  dollars.  The  premiums 
are  generally  paid  ;  but  very  few  small  premiums  not  called 
for  as  yet.

FAYETTE  COUNTY. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Fayette  County  Joint  Stock  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  Society  submitted  the  following  report* 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

Fayette  County  has  always  taken  a  prominent  stand  in 
agricultural  and  mechanical  matters,  and  began  holding  an- 
nual fairs,  perhaps  as  early  as  any  county  in  the  State. 
When  the  first  fair  was  held,  or  when  the  first  agricultural 
society  was  organized,  is  not  in  my  power  now  to  give.  In 
1861,  however,  the  old  society  was  merged  into  the  present 
one,  which,  since  that  time,  has  been  in  constant  operation, 
holding  annual  fairs,  that  in  interest  and  success  have  been 
equalled  by  few,  and  surpassed  many  in  the  State. 

Up  to  1865,  this  Society  held  its  fairs  upon  leased  premises, 
but  in  the  fall  of  that  year  they  bought  a  fine  tract  of  land 
within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  corporation  limits  of  Con- 
nersville,  containing  twenty-six  acres  of  as  fine  land  as  could 
possibly  be  desired  for  that  purpose,  well  shaded  with  grand 
old  forest  trees.  Since  then  the  society  has  been  making  con- 
stant improvements,  surrounding  it  with  a  tight  fence  about 
seven  feet  high,  with  large  arched  gates,  erecting  buildings. 
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stalls,  stock  and  speed  rings,  until  now,  both  on  account  of 
the  improvements  and  the  increase  in  the  value  of  property, 
the  grounds  are  worth  near  f  20,000.  The  buildings  consist 
of  three  large  halls — vegetable,  mechanical  and  floral  halls — 
and  a  large  dining  hall  with  a  commodious  kitchen  attached. 
The  halls  range  in  size  from  20x50  to  30x60  feet.  Along 
the  half  mile  speed  track,  which,  by  the  way,  is  said  by  horse- 
men to  be  one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  are  two  tiers  of  seats 
elevated  in  amphitheatre  style,  roofed  over,  and  large  enough 
to  accommodate  from  1,500  to  2,000  people.  Across  the 
track  from  these  and  nearly  directly  opposite,  is  a  stock  ring 
about  fifty  yards  in  diameter,  enclosed  by  a  strong  but  neat 
pailing  fence.  In  the  centre  of  this  ring  is  a  two  story, 
octagonal  building,  the  first  story  of  which  is  used  for  a 
judge's  stand,  and  the  second  story  for  a  band  room.  We 
have  an  ample  supply  of  stalls  for  the  stock  brought  for 
exhibition,  and  two  wells  furnish  excellent  and  plenty  of 
water  for  both  stock  and  visitors. 

The  fair  for  1870  was  held  September  6th  to  tOth,  inclu- 
sive, and  was  attended  with  greater  success  than  could  pos- 
sibly have  been  hoped  for  under  the  circumstances,  for  it  so 
happened  that  the  Marion  County  Society  selected  the  same 
time  for  holding  their  first  annual  fair,  and  we  being  in  such 
direct  communication  with  Indianapolis,  this  could  not  help 
but  detract  a  little  from  us.  But  we  should  n^t  complain, 
inasmuch  as  our  receipts  this  year  are  by  nearly  9250 
larger  than  last  year,  though  not  w^at  they  would  have  been 
had  our  time  not  clashed  with  that  of  any  other  society. 

Alt  of  our  premiums  are  cash,  and  amounted  this  year  to 
within  a  few  dollars  of  93,000.  Over  92,500  were  competed 
for,  awarded  and  paid  out

The  Secretary  of  the  Fountain  and  Warren  Agricultura 
Society  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

This  Society,  organized  in  the  year  1862,  has  continued  to 
hold  annual  fairs,  and  to  encourage  and  sustain  the  agricul- 
tural and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  counties  of  Fountain 
and  Warren  to  the  present  time.  At  the  annual  meeting  in 
December  of  1868  it  was  resolved  to  lease  new  and  more  ap- 
propriate fair  grounds,  which  resolution  passed  unanimously, 
^nd  the  Society,  in  accordance  therewith,  leased  for  the  term 
of  ten  years  the  present  grounds,  lying  about  one  mile  east  of 
Attica,  containing  ten  acre?,  which  has  been  fitted  up,  and  is* 
being  improved  from  year  to  year  for  the  use  of  the  society; 
the  whole  being  surrounded  with  good  plank  fence  seven  feet 
high,  with  substantial  gates  and  entrances.  Our  .building's 
consist  of  one  hall,  eighteen  feet  by  sixty  feet;  offices  for  the 
Treasurer  and  Secretary;  with  a  large  number  of  stalls  for 
cattle  and  horses,  as  also  sheep  and  hog  pens,  and  such  other 
fixtures  pertaining  to  well  regulated  fair  grounds.  A  good 
track,  one-fourth  of  a  mile  in  circuit,  is  graded  and  fenced 
within  the  stock  ring  for  the  exhibition  of  horses,  equestrian- 
ship  and  such  other  exercises  common  to  county  fairs. 

There  is  a  good  well  upon  the  grounds,  as  also  a  running 
spring  of  excellent  water,  which  has  been  made  available  for 
stock  purposes. 

Our  grounds  also  contain  a  good  dining  hall  for  the  use  of 
the  society  and  visitors  to  its  annual  exhibitions.  At  the  fair 
of  1870  the  amount  of  cash  premiums  offered  amounted  to

The  exhibition  of  stock 
exceeded  anything  for  years ;  of  horses,  hogs  and  sheep  it  was 
never  excelled  in  either  county.  In  a  word,  our  fair  was  a 
grand  success.  Free  from  all  clap-trap  shows,  gaining  de- 
vices, and  similar  experiences,  it  stood  upon  its  own  merits  in 
the  face  of  local  opposition  and  prejudice,  caused  inadvertently 
at  a  previous  fair,  and  the  result  was  that  exhibitors  and  visi- 
tors were  all  interested  and  delighted.

The  Secretary  of  the  Fall  Creek  Agricaltaral  Society  sub- 
mitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture :     • 

This  society,  which  is  a  joint  stock  association,  was  organ- 
ized in  the  year  1867,  and  has  continued  to  hold  fairs  and  sus- 
tain and  encourage  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  inters 
ests  of  the  district  to  the  present,  time.  The  object  of  this 
report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of  the  society  for  1870. 
At  a  meeting  in  January,  proceedings  were  had  and  plans  in- 
augurated, which  resulted  in  the  procuring  of  suitable  grounds, 
consisting  of  twenty  acres,  to  be  fitted  up  for  the  annual  ex- 
hibition of  the  society.  About  twelve  acres  have  been  sur- 
rounded by  a  good  plank  fence,  seven  feet  high,  with  proper 
gates  and  entrances.  The  buildings  within  the  grounds  con- 
sist of  three  halls,  tWo  of  them  twenty  by  thirty  feet,  the 
other  twenty  by  forty  feet,  an  office,  together  with  a  number 
of  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep,  hog  pens,  and  such  other 
fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.  A  track,  one-third 
of  a  mile  in  circuit,  was  graded  within  the  stock  ring  for  the 
accommodation  of  equestrians,  and  for  the  exhibition  of  horses 
in  harness  and  under  the  saddle.  Three  wells  were  sunk, 
walled  and  furnished  with  pumps,  a  dining  hall,  the  main  part 
forty-eight  by  eighteen  feet,  and  an  addition  twelve  by  twenty- 
four  feet,  has  been  erected  on  the  grounds.

The  grasses,  such  as  blue  grass,  timothy,  clover 
and  red  top,  grow  in  great  luxuriance  wherever  they  have  any 
attention.  The  blue  grass  seems  readily  to  take  the  pastures, 
and  is  one  of  the  best  grasses  for  pastures  in  early  summer, 
fall  and  winter.  We  have  no  reliable  data  of  the  value  of 
lands  for  taxation. 

Our  system  of  farming  is  not  as  thorough  as  it  should  be 
in  many  respects,  but  there  is  an  active  interest  and  a  spirit 
of  improvement  in  this  i^gard.  There  should  be  more  grass 
and  better  stock,  fewer  actes  of  com,  deeper  tillage,  and  more 
thorough  drainage.

The  number  of  entries  was  the  largest  we  have  ever 
had  and  the  competition  in  all  departments  more  extensive 
and  spirited  than  usual  at  our  county  fairs. 

The  fair  was  held  at  Marion,  September  14th,  ISth,  16th 
and  17tb,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  concerned.  The 
weather  was  very  fine  and  the  attendance  much  larger  than 
was  to  be  expected  under  all  surroundings.  Exhibitors  and 
visitors  were  all  interested  and  generally  well  satisfied.  The 
entries  were  626 ;  the  amount  of  premiums  awarded,  $800.

The  soil  and  timber  of  the  county  is  generally  good  and  of 
the  varieties  common  to  the  valley  lands  of  the  Mississinewa 
river  and  the  summit  lands  between  White  river  and  the 
Wabash.    Large  quantities  of  black  walnut,  yeUow  poplar. 
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oak  and  othcnr  timber  are  now  being  converted  into  sawed,  split 
and  hewn  stuff  for  transportation  for  the  varions  purposes  ftit 
whiofa  timber  is  applied.  The  lumber  business  makes  a  large 
item  in  the  local  business  of  our  railroads,  but  we  have  no 
reliable  data  from  which  to  state  the  amount 

The  crops  consist  of  corn,  wheat,  oats,  rye,  barley,  vegeta* 
bles  and  all  the  grasses,  timothy,  clover  and  red  top.  For 
both  early  and  late  pasture  the  blue  grass  is  a  great  favorite 
with  our  farmers. 

The  value  of  lands  for  taxation  is  put  down  at  $3,151,675  ^ 
value  of  improvements,  §644,115 ;  total  value  of  taxables,  in- 
cluding personal,  $5,757,840.  The  actual  value  is  probably 
$18,000,000  or  more  in  the  county. 

Our  system  of  farming  is  rapidly  improving  and  promises 
important  results  to  the  agricultural  wealth  of  our  tK>untry. 
A  better  grade  of  stock  is  being  introduced  on  most  every 
farm  in  the  county.  Deep  tillage  and  thorough  drainage  are 
fast  becoming  the  rule  of  our  farmers,  and  can  but  result  in 
great  advantages  to  our  farming  interests.

T%e  Secretary  of  the  Huntington  County  Agricultural  So- 
ciety submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  State  Beard  of  AgricuUmre : 

The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of  the 
society  for  IS70. 
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The  grounds  belong  to  tbe  Society,  and  wexe  fitted  up 
in  ezceUent  »tyle  for  the  annual  exhibitum  of  1870. 

Twenty-five  acres  have  been  surrounded  by  a  good  pine 
fence,  seven  feet  high,  with  proper  gates  and  entrances. 

The  buildings  within  the  grounds  consist  of  a  floral  ball 
twenty-four  by  eighty  feet,  With  wing  twenty-four  by  forty 
feet,  thereby  forming  the  right  angle  of  an  oblong  square ; 
one  vegetable  hall  twenty  by  fifty  feet,  three  dining  halls  four- 
teen by  thirty-five  feet  each,  an  office,  together  with  an  ample 
number  of  horse  and  cattle  stalls,  sheep  and  hog  pens,  refireih- 
ment  stands,  amphitheatre,  judges'  stand,  a  track  one  half  of 
a  mile  in  circuit  that  cannot  be  surpassed  for  the  accommoda- 
tiop  of  equestrians  and  for  the  exhibition  of  horses  in  harness 
and  under  the  saddle ;  two  wells  with  pumps,  spring  branch 
running  through  the  grounds,  splendid  grove  of  shade  trees, 
et  cetera. 

The  fair  was  held  at  Huntington,  September  27th,  28th, 
29th,  30th,  and  October  1st,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all 
concerned.  The  competition  and  show  in  the  stock  depart- 
ment was  extensive  and  spirited. 

The  weather,  with  the  exception  of  one  day,  was  very  fine, 
and  the  attendance  much  larger  than  was  expected. 

Exhibitors  and  visitors  were  all  interested  and  generedly 
well  satisfied.  The  entries  were  697.  The  amount  of  pre- 
miums awarded  were  $867.50.  Total  receipts  from  all 
sources  daring  fair  were  $2,009.43. 

The  soU  and  timber  of  the  county  is  generally  good  and  of 
varieties  common  to  the  summit  lands.  This  timber  is  now 
being  converted  into  sawed,  split  and  hewn  stuff  for  transpor- 
tation for  various  purposes.  The  trade  and  business  in  timber 
is  very  large.  The  number  of  acres  of  land  placed  upon  the 
tax  duplicate  is  238,662.  It  is  estimated  that  one  half  of  this 
is  cultivated  in  pasture  meadow  or  grain.  The  crops  consist 
of  wheat,  corn,  oats,  buckwheat,  vegetables  and  all  the 
/grasses.  The  grasses,  such  as  blue  grass,  timothy,  clover  and 
red  top,  grow  in  great  luxuriance  wherever  they  have  any 
attention.  The  blue  grass  seems  to  be  the  best  grass  for  pas- 
ture in  early  summer  and  fall. 
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The  value  of  lands  for  taxation  is  put  down  at  #2471380 ; 
and  the  valae  of  improvements  9718^685.  And  total  value 
of  taxables,  including  personal,  $4,545,115.  The  actual  value 
is  probably  913,635,3^^  in  the  county. 

Our  system  of  fanning  is  not  as  thorough  as  it  should  be 
in  many  respects,  but  there  is  an  active  interest  and  spirit  of 
improvement  in  this  regard 

There  should  be  more  grass  and  better  stock,  deeper  tillage 
and  more  thorough  drainage.    The  latter  is  receiving  more 
attention,  and  no  enterprise  of  our  farmers  promises  a  more 
important  result  to  the  agricultural  wealth  of  our  county.

This  society  was  organized  in  the  year  1852  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  agricul- 
tural and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present 
time.  The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress 
of  the  society  for  1870.  We  hold  eight  acres  of  land  in  fee 
simple,  surrounded  by  a  good  plank  fence,  seven  feet  high, 
with  proper  gates  and  entrances.  The  buildings  within  tiie 
grounds  consist  of  two  halls,  one  twenty  by  thirty  feet,  the 
other  twenty  by  eighty  feet,  amphitheatres,  an  office,  together 
with  a  number  of  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep  and  hog  pens, 
and  such  other  fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.  A 
track  one-fourth  of  a  mile  in  circuit  was  graded  within  the 
stock  ring,  for  the  accommodation  of  equestirans  and  for  the 
exhibition  of  horses  in  harness  and  under  the  saddle.  Three 
wells  were  sunk,  Called  and  furnished  with  pumps,  a  dining 
hall,  etc.

Some  time  in  March  last  the  Directors  of  the  Society,  feel- 
ing that  our  premiums  had  ranged  too  low,  almost  doubled 
the  same,  hoping  to  realize  a  proportionable  benefit  to  the  So- 
ciety, by  an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  exhibitors  and 
citizens  generally.

The  society^was  organized  in  1852,  and  has  held  eighteen 
aanutU  fairs,  paying  all  its  premiums  without  discount,  ex- 
o(opt  in.  one  <»r  two  instances*  It  has  done  much  to  foster  and 
build  up  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  interests  of  our 
county,  and  to-day  we  are  far  in  advance  of  what  we  would 
have  been  had  it  not  been  for  the  efforts  of  the  Society,  and 
a  few  public-spirited  citizens,  who  have  been  its  back-bone. 
But  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  material  assistance  given  to 
this,  importapt  interest  has  not  been  appreciated,  or  properly 
reciprocated,  by  many  of  our  citizens.  A  brighter  future, 
however)  awaits  us,  and  we  feel  confident  that  we  are  to  have 
the  active  euppcnrt  of  many  who  have  not.  heretofore  given  us 
their  countenance. 

Hi  The  grounds  of  the  society,  twelve  acres,  are  beautifully 
8iM:i:(i^d  half  a  mile  east  of  Ghreenfield,  on  the  bights  of 
QraAdywine,  and,  of  course,  are  high  and  dry^  They  have  a 
Sj^fiM^ot  quantity  of  timber  to  afford  a  pleasant  shade  for 
manr  and  beast,  the  whole  being  set  in  blue  grass  and  timp- 
thy.    The  buildings  are  all  good  and  substantial,  and  of  the 
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modern  style^  Gonsiaiing  of  an  octagon  floral  haU,  about  sut^ 
feet  in  diameter,  and  the  necessary  buildings  for  offioers  and 
tsommitteee,  with  a  number  of  excellent  booths,  including  a 
large  number  of  stalls  for  horses  and  cattle,  and  pens  for  sheep 
and  hogs. 

The  time  track  is  one-third  of  a  mile  in  circumference,  aad 
is  well  graded  and  arranged  for  the  trial  of  speed.  Arrange- 
mente  are  in  process  for  increasing  the  track  to  half  a  mika. 
The  ground  is^well  situated  to  make  it  a  fine  track,  equals  if 
not  superior,  to  any  of  our  neighboring  fairs.  In  the  futuie 
more  attention  will  be  given  to  this  bmnch,  and  larger  pre- 
miums will  be  offered,  including  a  much  wider  range. 

Oar  last  fair  was  held  on  the  20th  to  the  23d  of  Septem- 
hsr,  inclusive,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  was  the 
time  for  the  bad  weather,  incident  to  the  sun  crossing  the  line, 
the  wealher  was  really  fine  and  pleasant 

To  accommodate  the  citizens  of  our  township,  not  holding 
much  stock,  the  society  ordered  the  books  to  be  opened  for 
an  increase  of  stock  (valued  at  912  per  share).  This  step,  it 
is  confidently  anticipated,  will  add  much  to  the  future  pvoe- 
perity  and  usefulness  of  the  society. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

A  thorough  and  systematic  system  of  draining  our  lyet 
«md  marshy  lands  by  means  of  open  ditcbeaand  underdrain. 
ing  with  tile,  is  going  on  in  all  parts  of  our  county  v^y  ex- 
extiensively,  and  farmers  have  already  reaped  a  golden  hap- 
vest  for  their  extra  labor  and  expense  thus  far,  besides  meas- 
uraUy  decreasing  tha^  wprst  of  pests,  fever  and  ague,  ioei- 
4ent  to  the  malaria  of  swamps  and  wet  lands.  We  have 
twelve  excellent  tile  factories  in  the  county,  and  all  of  them 
find  a  ready  sale  for  all  they  can  make.  A  ride  through  the 
several  townships  of  our  county  will  satisfy  any  one  of  the 
great  benefit  derived  from  open  and  tile  drains*  In  n^mf 
{daces  that  I  haye  visited^  wfaeie  a  few  years  ago  it  wasone 
vieat  sea.<^  wf^er-  in  the  spring  and  fall,  there  are  now  vahia- 
le  fidds  of  wheat  and  com,  the  increased  quantity,  of  gmm 
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per  acre,  over  uhdrained  lands,  in  one  year,  amply  paying^aU 
expenses  of  drainage.  From  being  heretofore  considered  ^n 
out  county,"  Hancock  is  fast  assuming  an  agricultural  impor 
tance,  second  to  none  in  Eastern  Indiana,  in  the  quantity  and 
fertility  of  her  soil,  and  the  vastness  of  her  products,  cereals 
and  stock.  I  am  not  saying  too  much  when  I  say  that,  taken 
altogether,  we  have  a  better  body  of  land  for  all  purposes  for 
the  agriculturalist  than  can  be  found  in  Fayette  or  Rush 
counties,  not  excludi|ig  the  farmers  of  Whittf  Water  'Valley* 
We  have  some  as  fine  landscape  views  as  can  be  found  any- 
where. Notwithstanding  these  facts,  our  lands  are  yet  very 
cheap,  much  cheaper  than  they  ought  to  be,  considering  their 
great  fertility,  and  their  close  proximity  to  the  commercial 
centers  of  the  country  by  means  of  the  several  railroads  tra^ 
versing  the  county  from  ESast  to  West 

We  have  also  a  large  number  of  pikes  constructed 
and  being  constructed — six  or  seven  centering  in  Greenfield 
It  is  probable  that,  on  the  whole,  we  have  two  hundred  and 
fifty  miles  of  completed  pikes,  and  half  as  much  in  process  of 
completion.  Where,  a  few  years  ago,  all  was  mud  and  water 
we  now  have  substantial  roads  and  inexhaustible  fields  for 
the  cultivation  of  the  cereals.

The  society  was  organized  in  1855,  and  has  met  with  vary- 
ing  success.  It  owns  ten  acres  of  beautiful  ground  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  county  seat,  (Warsaw,)  worth  $6,000 1 
which  is  fenced  and  furnished  with  stalls,  pens  and  fair  build- 
ings. We  had  no  fair  in  1869,  as  the  fair  in  1868  was  not  a 
success  financially,  scarcely  creditable,  in  point  of  display,  to 
the  county.  A  spirit  of  apathy  existed  which  it  was  impossi- 
ble to  overcome.  Radical  changes  will  be  made  this  yeari 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  change  things  for  the  better.  The 
total  receipts  for  1868  were  $633  35 ;  expenditures,  including 
premiums,  $741  28 ;  number  of  entries  at  fair,  621.  We  pro- 
pose to  do  away  with  our  present  plan  of  selling  membership 
tickets  admitting  families  during  the  fair,  and  selling  single 
admission  tickets  only,  and  to  not  pay  premiums  until  some 
certain  time,  say  fifteen  days,  after  the  close  of  the  fair.  Then, 
if  there  is  not  money  enough  to  pay  all  in  full,  pay  each  a  pro 
rata  share — thus  compelling  each  fair  to  pay  its  own  expenses, 
and  cutting  off  the  chances  for  the  society  to  run  into  debt.

LAGRANGE  COUNTY. 

The  Secretary  of  Lagrange  County  Agricultural  Society 
submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

Unseasonable  weather  during  our  fairs  for  three  successive 
years  has  materially  embarrassed  and  hindered  its  prosperity. 
There  has  also,  I  find,  here  and  elsewhere  throughout  the 
State  a  diminution  of  zeal  and  interest  in  agricultural  fairs. 
They  have  a  tendency  to  relapse  or  glide  into  horse  fairs  ex- 
clusively, the  tendency  of  the  public  mind  and  taste  being 
improperly  stimulated  in  that  direction,  and,  unless  there  should 
be  some  radical  changes  made  both  in  public  opinion  and  law 
governing  agricultural  societies,  I  expect  to  see  them  fa|l  in 
bringing  the  farmers  together  as  they  did  at  their  first  organ- 
ization. We  have  failed  this  year  to  pay  our  premiums, 
which  is  a  source  of  sorrow  to  some  persons  entitled  to  receive 
them.

All  of  which  has  been  paid  out  upon  the  ground  for  im- 
provements and  necessary  contingent  expenses. 

We  have  no  debts  against  us  as  a  society,  except  our  pre- 
mium orders  of  this  year,  unpaid,  amounting  to  about  $250. 

If  the  Legislature  of  Indiana  could  so  change  the  law  as  to 
make  county  agricultural  societies  joint  stock  companies,  issu- 
ing shares  to  each  person  paying  ten  dollars,  assignable  as  shares 
in  perpetuity,  I  believe  it  would  be  an  advantage  over  the 
present  loose  system,  which  makes  a  man  a  member  this  year 
by  paying  a  dollar  and  cuts  him  ofi  next  year  if  he  fails. 
Thus,  seventeen  years  since,  some  persons,  to  the  number  of 
twenty-five,paid  ten  dollars  each,and  by  certificate  from  the  then 
existing  officers,  rate  to-day  as  life  members,  whilst  others 
who  may  have  paid  every  year  since  a  dollar,  making  fifteen 
or  more,  are  considered  ruled  out  next  year  unless  they  pay 
again.  This  look's  like  granting  special  privileges,  and  the 
undersigned,  as  an  anti-monopolist,  protests  against  all  such 
ideas  and  purposes. 

Thomas  Jefferson  gave  us  to  understand  that  power  was 
always  stealing  away  from  the  many  to  get  into  the  hands  of 
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the  few,  and|  as  an  ex- Legislator  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Indiana,  I  would  hereby  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the 
dtate  Board  and  the  General  Assembly  to  these  things  that  our 
agricultural  interests  may  be  fostered  and  chirished  with  more 

zcbI  than  now.

LAWRENCE   COUNTY. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Lawrenct*  County  Agricultural  So- 
ciety submitted  the  following  report: 

2b  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  : 

The  original  society,  called  by  the  same  name  as  our  pres- 
ent one,  namely,  Lawrence  County  Agricultural  Society,  was 
organized  in  1854,  and  for  a  number  of  years  had  great  sue 
cess  in  holding  exhibit  ions  that  were  an  honer  not  only  to  our 
county  but  to  the  State,  until  the  war  coming  on  and  finding 
it  in  an  embarrassed  condition,  it  was  by  consent  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  receiver,  and  thus  passed  out  of  existence  as  a 
l^gal  organization. 

In  1869  a  number  of  enterprising  citizens  organized  by 
stock  subscription  a  new  society  with  the  old  name,  and  al- 
though it  was  then  quite  late  in  the  season  (October)  held  an 
exhibition  on  the  26th,  27th,  28th  and  29th  days  of  October 
of  that  yean  It  being  extremely  late  and  the  weather  in- 
clement, this  fair  was  not,  in  a  financial  point,  successful,  but 
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it  aroused  an  interest  that  has  enabled  us  to  establish  oxa 
society  we  trust  on  a  permanent  and  paying  basis. 

In  1870  this  association  bought  and  paid  for  eighteen  acres 
of  land  adjoining  the  town  plat  of  Bedford,  the  county  seat. 
These  grounds  have  been  improved  by  enclosing  the  same 
with  a  substantial  picket  fence,  halls,  stalls  and  such  other 
fixtures  and  improvements  usual  and  needed  on  such  grounds, 
except  an  amphitheatre,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  be  added  in 
the  spring. 

Our  last  fair  was  held  from  the  4th  to  the  9th  of  October 
last,  and  the  following  amounts  of  premiums  were  awarded, 
viz :

All  premiums  being  paid  fully  and  in  greenbacks. 

This  county  has  a  large  number  of  one  description  of 
horses  not  common  in  the  West,  and  now  highly  spoken  of 
by  the  journals  and  agriculturalists  of  the  Efeist.  I  refer  to 
the  French  draft  horse  known  as  the  "  Brilliante  PercheroH." 
In  1854,  George  G.  Dunn  (now  deceased),  Henry  Culbertson, 
Andrew  J.  Williams,  and  others,  bought,  through  Dr.  E.  E« 
Williams  (now  of  Cincinnati),  and  imported  to  this  county 
some  very  superior  stock  of  this  breed,  which  at  once  became 
greatly  sought  after  for  draught  purposes.  Following  upon 
this  importation,  Jesse  A.  Mitchell,  and  others,  pressed  rapidly 
in  the  footsteps  of  the  first-named  parties  by  introducing  the 
"  Cleveland  Bay  (English  draught),  ''  Black  "  and  "  Gree« 
Mountain  Morgans."  Indeed,  owing  to  the  fact  that  our  hiUe 
are,  by  nature,  best  adapted  to  blue  grass,  which  grows  oiosi 
luxuriantly,  our  people  hav^  long  since,  in  a  large  measure, 
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Manubctnred  and  exhibited  by  J.  B.  HOFFMAN  &  BB06.,  Ft.  Wayne,  Indiana.

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discarded  the  "hog  and  hominy"  method  of  farming,  and 
turned  their  attention  towards  stock  that  require  less  of  that 
cereal,  corn.

To  ike  State  Board  of  Agriculture : 

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  year  1^7,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  agricultural 
and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present  time. 
The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of  the 
Society  for  1870.  At  the  first  annual  meeting,  proceedings  ^ 
were  had  and  plans  inaugurated  which  resulted  in  the  leasing 
of  suitable  grounds  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  to  be  fitted  up 
for  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  Sobiety.  About  twenty  acres 
have  been  surrounded  by  a  good  plank  fence,  seven  feet  high, 
with  proper  gates  and  entrances.  The  buildings  within  the 
grounds  consist  of  two  halls,  one  twenty  by  thirty  feet,  the 
other  twenty  by  eighty  feet,  two  offices,  together  with  a  num- 
ber of  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep,  hog  pens,  and  such  other 
fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.  A  track  one-half 
of  a  mile  in  circuit,  was  graded  within  the  stock  ring,  for  the 
accommodation  of  equestrians,  and  for  the  exhibition  of 
horses  in  harness  and  under  the  saddle.  Three  wells  were 
sunk,  walled,  and  furnished  with  pumps,  etc 

The  fair  was  held  at  Anderson,  September  13th,  14th,  15th 
and  16th,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  concerned.  The 
competition  and  show  in  the  stock  department  was  very  exten- 
sive and  spirited.

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  year  1852,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  agriculta- 
ral  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  preheat 
time.  The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress 
of  the  Society  for  1870.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  January, 
proceedings  were  had  and  plans  inaugurated  which  resulted 
in  tht:  leasing  of  suitable  grounds,  for  the  term  of  ten  years, 
to  be  fitted  up  for  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  Society. 
About  twelve  acres  have  been  surrounded  by  a  good  plank 
fence,  seven  feet  high,  with  proper  gates  and  entrances^  '  ^Tbe 
buildings  ^dthin  the  grounds  consist  of  two  halls,  one  twenty 
by  thirty  feet,  the  other  twenty  by  eighty  feet,  an  office,  to- 
gether with  a  number  of  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep,:  bog 
pens,  and  such  other  fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.

The  writer,  however,  is  not  partial 
to  high  premiums.  But  in  lieu  thereof  would  recommend  an 
increase  of  the  number  to  be  awarded  in  lists  where  the  com- 
petition is  large  and  close.  Have  d  fifst,  second,  and  third, 
and  even  a  fourth  premium,  where  the  funds  and  competition 
will  justify. 

The  fair  was  held  at  Martinsville,  September  18th,  14th, 
15th,  16th,  and  17th,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  con- 
cerned. The  competition  and  show  in  the  stock  department 
was  extensive  and  spirited.  The  weather  was  very  fine,  and 
the  attendance  much  larger  than  was  to  be  expected  under  all 
the  surroundings.  Exhibitors  afld  visitors  were  all  interested, 
and  generally  well  satisfied.  The  entries  were  four  hundred 
and  thirty-seven.  The  amount  of  premiums  awarded  ^as 
#ne  thousand  two  hundred  dollars.  The  receipts  are  as  fol- 
lows:

This  timber 
is  now  being  converted  into  sawed,  split,  and  hewn  stofl^  for 
transportaton,  for  various  purposes  to  which  timber  is  f|^ 
plied.  The  trade  and  business  in  timber  at  this  time  is  large, 
but  we  have  no  reliable  data  from  which  to  state  the  amount. 

The  number  of  acres  of  land  placed  upon  the  tax  duj^- 
cate  ill  unknown  to  me.  There  is  no  statement  of  the 
amount  cultivated.  It  is  estimated  that  one-half  is  cultivated 
in  pasture,  meadow  or  grain.  The  crops  consist  of  coijti, 
wheat,  oats,  buckwheat,  vegetables,  and  idl  the  grasses,  and, 
with  proper  culture,  are  remunerative  and  satisfactory.  The 
blue  grass  seems  readily  to  take  the  pastures,  and  is  one  of 
the  best  grasses  for  pastures  in  early  summer,  fall  and  winter. 

The  value  of  lands  for  taxation  is  put  down  at  six  million 
three  hundred  and  forty-nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  five 
dollars,  and  the  value  of  improvements,  two  million  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one  thousiyid  three  hundred  dollars,  and  to- 
tal value  of  taxables,  including  personal,  eight  million  five 
hundred  and  seventy  thousand  five  hundred  and  five  dollars. 

Our  system  of  farming  is  not  as  thorough  as  it  should  be 
in  many  respects,  but  there  is  an  active  interest  and  a  spirit  of 
improvement  in  this  regard.  There  should  be  more  grass  and 
better  stock,  fewer  acres  of  corn,  deeper  tillage,  and  mote 
thorough  drainage.

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The  society  has  bailt  an  amphitheater  capable  of  seating 
from  six  to  eight  hundred  persons.  They  have  also  gone 
to  the  expense  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  bring  water  into  the 
grounds  from  the  best  spring  in  the  county,  running  through 
pipes  over  two  thousand  feet,  to  the  center  of  the  fair  grounds. 
The  society  has  made  some  additional  improvement  in  hog 
and  sheep  pens.  The  show  of  hogs  was  very  fine.  There  is 
more  interest  taken  in  hogs  in  our  county  now,  than  has  ever 
been  before.  Farmers  are  getting  the  best  stock,  such  as  the 
Chester,  White  Poland  and  Berkshire  breeds.  The  wheat 
and  corn  crop  was  good  the  present  year,  but  only  one  entry 
was  made  in  corn,  one  in  oats,  and  one  in  potatoes — none  in 
wheat.

The  Secretary  of  the  Parke  County  Horticultural  and  Rural 
Institute  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture: 

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  year  1865,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  Fairs,  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  Agricul- 
tural and  Manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present 
time.  The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of 
the  Society  for  1870. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  December,  arrangements  were 
made  for  additional  improvements  of  the  ground,  in  the  way  of 
more  stalls  and  pens  for  stock,  a  new  well,  and  other  things 
necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  Society  and  those  entering  ar- 
ticles for  exhibition.      The  Society  also  agreed  to  admit  all 
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entries /rec,  which  was  thought  to  add  much  to  the  number  of 
entries,  and  no  decrease  in  ihe  amount  of  cash  received,  as  the 
most  of  the  members  of  the  Society  heretofore  admitted  free, 
paid  at  the  gates. 

The  buildings  within  the  grounds  consist  of  two  halls,  one 
20  by  30  feet,  the  other  33  feet  in  diameter,  an  office,  together 
with  a  number  of  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep  and  hog  pens, 
and  such  other  fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.  One 
well  was  sunk,  walled,  and  furnished  with  pumps,  &c. 

The  Fair  was  held  at  Bloomingdale,  June  10th  and  11th, 
and  August  23,  24,  25  and  26th,  1870,  and  was  highly  credit- 
able to  all  concerned.  The  competition  and  show  in  the  stock 
department  was  not  as  extensive  as  it  should  have  been,  but 
this  will  not  be  likely  to  occur  next  year.  The  weather  was 
very  fine,  and  the  attendance  much  larger  than  was  to  be  ex- 
pected, under  all  the  surroundings.

The 
pantry  included  all  that  could  add  to  the  household,  and  tend 
to  make  home  agreeable  and  domestic  life  a  comfort  The 
arrangement  of  the  articles  in  the  hall,  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Henry  Husbands  and  assistants,  reflected  highly  to 
their  taste  and  commanded  the  admiration  of  all  visitors. 

The  live  stock  display  has  never  been  surpassed  in  qual- 
ity and  number;  the  stallion  rings  commanded  especial  attrac- 
tion. It  rained  the  first  and  second  days,  with  strong  indica- 
tions of  continued  bad  weather,  but  on  the  third  day  it  cleared 
up,  and,  as  if  by  magic,  the  people  commenced  pouring  in^ 
and  on  the  last  day  there  must  have  been  9,000  persons  in  at- 
tendance. Had  it  not  been  for  the  unpropitious  weather  at 
the  commencement  of  the  fair,  our  receipts  would  have  been 
9500  more,  with  many  additional  entries,  and  the  crowd 
would  have  reached,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  10,000.  This

About  twenty  acres  have  been  surrounded  by  a  good  plank 
fence,  seven  feet  high,  with  proper  gates  and  entrances.     The 
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buildings  within  the  grounds  consist  of  one  hall,  40  by  100  feet, 
an  amphitheatre  30  by  100  feet,  and  an  office,  together  with 
200  cattle  and  horse  stalls,  sheep,  hog  pens,  and  such  other 
fixtures  as  are  common  to  such  grounds.  A  track  one-half  of 
a  mile  in  circuit  was  graded  within  the  stock  ring,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  equestrians,  and  for  the  exhibition  of  horses  in 
harness  and  under  the  saddle.  Three  wells  were  sunk,  walled 
and  furnished  with  pumps,  a  dining  hall,  etc. 

The  Fair  was  held  at  Sullivan,  August  29th  to  September 
3d,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  concerned.  The  weather 
was  very  fine,  and  the  attendance  much  larger  than  was  to  be 
expected,  under  all  the  surroundings.  Exhibitors  and  visitors 
were  all  interested,  and  generally  well  satisfied.  The  entries 
were  498.  The  amount  of  premiums  awarded,  91,350  00.

Besides  paying  the  current  expenses  of  the  Fair,  and  $1,300 
in  premiums,  we  have  paid  the  stockholders  a  dividend  of  20 
per  cent,  on  their  stock,  and  will  have  a  small  balance  in  the 
treasury. 

Our  grounds  are  finely  improved,  and  need  little  further  ex- 
penditure in  that  direction. 

The  soil  and  timber  of  the  county  is  generally  good,  and  of 
the  varieties  common  to  the  lands  of  the  Wabash.  This  timber 
is  now  being  converted  into  sawed,  split  and  hewn  stuff  for 
transportation,  for  various  purposes  to  which  timber  is  applied. 

The  trade  and  business  in  timber,  at  this  time,  is  very  large, 
but  we  have  no  reliable  data  from  which  to  state  the  amount. 

Our  fair  has  proved  of  vast  benefit  to  the  surrounding  coun- 
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try  in  the  way  of  introducing  improved  stock,  especially  of  hogs, 
cattle  and  sheep.  Few  communities,  of  equal  wealth,  can 
boast  of  more  fine  and  valuable  stock.  Our  farmers  are  also 
introducing  and  using  the  best  of  all  kinds  of  agricultural  im- 
plenients  and  machinery.  Reliable  labor  is  scarce,  but  good 
machinery  is,  to  some  extent,  supplying  the  place. 

The  number  of  acres  of  land  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate, 
is  281,915.  There  is  no  statement,  however,  of  the  amount  ctd- 
tivated.  It  is  estimated  that  one-half  of  this  is  cultivated  in 
pasture,  meadow  or  grain.  The  crops  consist  of  corn,  wheat, 
oats,  buckwheat,  vegetables  and  all  the  grasses,  and  with  proper 
culture,  are  remunerative  and  satisfactory.  The  grasses,  such 
as  blue  grass,  timothy,  clover  and  red  top,  grow  in  great  luxu- 
riant wherever  they  have  any  attention.  The  blue  grass 
seems  readily  to  take  the  pastures,  and  is  one  of  the  best  grasses 
for  pastures  in  early  summer,  fall  and  winter. 

The  value  of  lands  for  taxation  is  put  down  at  02,913,375, 
and  the  value  of  improvements  0774,890,  and  total  value  of 
taxables,  including  personal,  $6,300,005.  The  actual  value  is 
probably  $8,400,000,  or  more,  in  the  county. 

Our  system  of  farming  is  not  as  thorough  as  it  should  be  in 
many  respects,  but  there  is  an  active  interest  of  improvement 
in  this  regard.  There  should  be  more  grass  and  better  stock, 
fewer  acres  of  corn,  and  deeper  tillage.  The  latter  is  receiving 
special  attention,  and  no  eAterprise  of  our  citizens  promises 
such  advantages  and  important  results  to  the  agricultural 
wealth  of  our  county.

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  year  1852,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  encourage  the  agricultural  and  man- 
ufacturing interests  of  the  county  to  the  present  time.  The 
Spciety  owns  seven  acres  of  land  and  has  leased  seven  more, 
which  is  enclosed  by  a  high  tight  board  fence.  There  is  a 
beautiful  grove  and  running  water  on  the  grounds.  We 
have  two  good  halls  and  an  office,  a  good  track  one  third  of  a 
mile  in  length,  and  a  limited  supply  of  stalls  and  sheds  for 
stock.     Hope  to  improve  the  latter  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  increased  the  premiums  in  number  and  size. 
Also,  increased  the  price  of  membership  from  one  to  one  and 
a  half  dollars. 

The  fair  was  held  September  29th  and  30th  and  October 
Ist.  The  number  of  entries  and  the  amount  of  interest 
manifested  on  the  first  day  was  never  equalled  since  the 
organization  of  the  Society.

Fifty  acres  of  beautiful  shaded  and  well  located  ground,  half 
mile  east  of  Thorntown,  was  leased  for  fifteen  years,  and  all 
inclosed  with  a  good,  substantial  pine  lumber  fence,  seven  feet 
high,  with  proper  gates  and  entrances. 

The  improvements  made  inside  the  inclosure,  are  two  well 
arranged  halls,  one  40  by  100  feet,  the  other  40  by  80  feet,  in- 
closed and  covered  with  good  pine  lumber  and  shingles,  with 
good  blinds  for  light  and  air.

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  year  1893,  and  ham  con- 
tinued to  hold  Fairs,  and  sustain  and  eneowrage  Agricultural 
and  Manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present  time. 
The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of  the 
Swis^lorlSTO. 
23 
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The  Society  is  the  owner  of  ten  acres  of  land,  lying  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Wabash,  and  has  leased,  by 
the  year,  two  acres  more,  which  makes  about  twelve  acres, — 
surrounded  by  a  good  plank  fence,  seven  feet  high,  with  proper 
gates  and  entrances.  When  the  ground  was  purchased  by  the 
Society,  several  years  ago,  it  was  in  its  original  state  of  nature, 
it  being  covered  with  forest  trees.  A  large  amount  of  this 
timber  was  left  standing,  which  makes  it  a  very  pleasant  place 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  The  buildings  within  the  grounds 
consist  of  three  halls,  each  34  by  60  feet,  and  one  other  hall  30 
by  60  feet,  an  office,  together  with  a  large  number  of  cattle  and 
horse  stalls,  sheep,  hog  pens  and  such  other  fixtures  as  are 
common  to  such  grounds.  A  track  of  one-fourth  of  a  mile  in 
circuit,  is  graded,  for  a  show  and  stock  ring,  and  another  track 
of  about  one-half  mile  in  circuit  is  graded,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  equestrians,  and  for  the  axhibition  of  fast  time  horses^ 
horses  in  harness  and  under  the  saddle.  There  is  also  erected 
an  amphitheatre  overlooking  the  ring  and  grounds,  sufficient 
for  the  accommodation  and  seating  of  five  thousand  persons. 
One  well  is  sunk,  walled,  and  furnished  with  a  pump.  There 
IS  also  a  creek  running  through  the  grounds,  which  furnishes 
an  abundant  supply  of  stock  water  at  all  times. 

The  Fairs  are  generally  well  attended ;  but  the  attendance 
this  year  exceeded  any  previous  year.  The  exhibition  wa^ 
larger  than  ever  before,  and  the  stock  and  articles  exhibited, 
was  of  the  most  excellent  kinds  and  quality.  Heretofore,  at 
what  we  esteemed  as  our  most  successful  Fairs,  all  the  depart- 
ments  were  not  fully  represented ;  but  this  year  every  depart- 
ment was  liberally  represented. 

The  Fair  was  held  at  Wabash,  September  30th,  31st,  33d 
a^d  33d,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  concerned.  The 
weather  was  very  fine,  and  exhibitors  and  visitors  were  all  in- 
terested and  well  satisfied.  The  number  of  entries  were  1,476.

This  Society  was  organized  *in  the  year  1856,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs,  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  agricultu- 
ral and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present 
time. 
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The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note,  to  some  extent, 
the  progress  of  the  Society  for  1870.  At  a  meeting  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  November,  1869,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  officers  of  the  Society,  proceedings  were  had  and 
plans  inaugurated  which  resulted,  during  the  summer  follow- 
ing, in  the  building  of  a  very  beautiful  amphitheater  capable 
of  seating  at  least  five  thousand  people.  Our  Society  has 
now  one  of  the  very  best  fair  grounds  in  Southern  Indiana. 
The  premises  inclosed  contain  twenty-two  acres  of  land,  high 
and  level,  and  the  best  adapted  for  the  general  purposes  of  a 
fair  ground  of  any  that  I  have  seen. 

In  addition  to  our  new  amphitheater,  we  have  three  sheds, 
ninety  feet  in  length,  ladies'  and  gentlemen's  dressing  rooms, 
a  stand  to  be  occupied  by  the  band,  after  the  latest  and  most 
approved  style.  We  have,  also,  a  time  track,  which  is  half  a 
mile  in  circumference,  and  any  amount  of  sheep  and  hog 
pens,  cattle  and  horse  sheds ;  in  fact,  we  have  every'  conven- 
ience that  an  Agricultural  Society,  organized  and  sustained 
by  a  wide-awake  and  progressive  people,  would  be  expected 
to  have.  We  have,  besides,  a  dining  hall,  and  one  that  would 
be  a  credit  to  any  county  in  the  State,  and  as  a  testimonial 
to  the  proprietor,  Mr.  Harmon  Harpole,  for  the  very  worthy 
manner  in  which  he  has  sustained  the  same,  the  Society  has 
given  him  a  perpetual  privilege,  free  of  any  charge,  to  con- 
tinue the  trade. 

The  list  of  premiums  offered  by  the  Board  were  very  libe- 
ral, and  on  the  cash  system.  A  second  premium  was  offered 
on  every  animal  and  article  enumerated  in  the  list,  and  in 
some  of  the  divisions  a  third  and  fourth  premium  was  award- 
ed. The  fair  held  October  11th  to  15th  wad  highly  creditable 
to  all  concerned.  The  competition  and  show  in  the  stock  de- 
partment was  very  extensive  and  spirited.  The  weather  was 
fine,  and  the  attendance  much  larger  than  was  to  be  expected. 
Exhibitors  and  visitors  were  all  interested,  and  generally  well 
satisfied. 

The  number  of  entries  received  by  the  Secretary  were  nine 
hundred  and  forty-seven.  The  amount  of  premiums  awarded 
and  paid  at  the  close  of  the  fair  were  two  thousand  one  hun-

The  directors,  since  the  close  of  the  fair,  have  borrowed  the 
money  and  paid  the  entire  indebtedness.  Hence,  I  feel  au- 
thorized in  making  the  statement  that,  financially,  our  last  ex- 
hibition was  a  success.  The  expense  in  fitting  up  the  old 
ground,  and  in  making  new  improvements,  was  so  heavy  that 
it  was  not  expected  by  the  ofiicers  or  directors  that  the  So- 
ciety would  come  out  whole. 

Next  year  we  propose  to  add  many  inducements  to  the  list 
of  premiums.  We  will  avail  ourselves  of  every  possible 
means,  not  only  to  make  the  next  fair  a  success,  but  to  make 
the  exhibition  in  every  department,  both  in  number  and  qual- 
ty,  eclipse  any  former  exhibition  in  this  county.  Our  farm- 
ers and  mechanics  are,  as  a  class,  a  progressive  people.  They 
are  fully  up  to  the  standard  of  the  times.     Every  means  cal- 
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culated  to  advance  the  agricultureil  and  mechanical  intereRt  of 
the  county,  add  refinement  to  society,  and  to  diffuse  knowl- 
edge and  general  intelligence  among  the  yeomanry  of  our 
county,  is  being  made  use  of.  We  have  every  reason  to  be 
proud  of  our  county  and  her  citizens.  Our  soil,  for  fertility 
and  general  productiveness,  is  excellent.  For  adaptability  to 
the  growth  of  all  the  various  kinds  of  grain,  all  the  kinds  of 
grapes,  and  tobacco,  which  is  one  of  the  staple  products, 
our  county  is  certainly  unequaled  by  any  other  in  the  State. 
We  have  not  only  a  quality  of  soil  for  agricultural  purposes, 
adapted  to  all  the  wants  of  man,  but  we  have  a  world  of 
wealth  beneath  the  surface — ^we  have  coal  inexhaustable  in 
quantity.  In  any  part  of  our  county  coal  can  be  found  in 
strata  from  four  to  seven  feet  in  thickness.  We  have,  also,  a 
great  abundance  of  limestone.  In  very  many  places  in  this 
county  coal  has  been  taken  out  over-arched  by  a  limestone 
roof.  The  timber  of  our  county  is  good,  and  consists  of  all 
the  varieties  common  to  the  summit  land  of  the  country. 

The  number  of  acres  of  lahd  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate 
is  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  thousand  seven  hmidred  and 
thirty-eight.  There  is  no  statement,  however,  of  the  amount 
cultivated.  It  is  estimated  that  one-half  of  this  is  cultivated 
in  pasture,  meadow  or  grain.  Our  crops  consist  of  corn, 
wheat,  oats,  buckwheat,  vegetables,  all  the  grasses,  and  to- 
bacco. The  value  of  lands  for  taxation  is  put  down  at  two 
million  six  hundred  and  forty-eight  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars;  value  of  improvements,  seven  hundred

This  society  was  organized  in  the  year  1867,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  fairs  and  sustain  and  encourage  the  agricultural 
and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  county  to  the  present  time. 
The  object  of  this  report  will  be  to  note  the  progress  of  the 
society  for  1870.  We  have  twenty-seven  acres  of  ground^ 
surrounded  by  a  good  plank  fence,  with  proper  gates  and  en- 
trances. The  buildings  within  the  grounds  consist  of  three 
halls,  an  office,  together  with  a  number  of  cattle  and  horse 
stalls,  sheep,  hog  pens,  and  such  other  fixtures  as  are  common 
to  such  grounds.  A  track  one  half  mile  in  circuit  is  graded 
within  the  stock  ring  for  the  accommodation  of  equestrians, 
and  for  the  exhibition  of  horses  in  harness  and  under  the  sad- 
dle. Three  wells  are  sunk,  walled  and  furnished  with  pumps, 
a  dining  hall,  &c. 

The  board  offered  more  cash  premiums  in  the  enumerated 
lists  of  a  lower  grade  than  they  would  have  done  under  more 
flattering  circumstances.  The  writer,  however,  is  not  partial 
to  high  premiums,  but  in  lieu  thereof  would  recommend  an 
increase  of  the  number  to  be  awarded  in  lists  where  the  com- 
petition is  large  and  close.  Have  a  first,  second  and  third, 
and  even  a  fourth  premium  where  the  funds  and  competition 
will  justify. 

The  fair  was  held  at  Centreville  September  10th,  11th, 
12th  and  13th,  and  was  highly  creditable  to  all  concerned. 
The  competition  and  show  in  all  departments  was  not  as  ex- 
tensive and  spirited  as  it  should  have  been,  but  this  will  not 
be  likely  to  occur  next  year.  The  weather  was  very  fine  and 
the  attendance  much  larger  than  was  to  be  expected  under  all 
the  surroundings.

by  private, culture  on  private  grounds  ?  Will  plants  cultivated 
by  our  State  institutions  be  allowed  to  enter  in  the  same  list  ? 
How  will  your  rulings  in  cut  flowers  and  bouquets  stand  as 
to  above  ? 

These  are  matters  I  would  be  gratified  to  learn,  as  I  do  not 
wish  to  encounter  the  displeasure  and  difficulties,  and  above 
all  the  most  bare-faced  injustice  that  seems  to  have  character- 
ized the  rulings  of  the  late  Indianapolis  fair.

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My  colleotion  of  plants  are  too  precious  to  me,  to  array  in 
Floral  Hall  again,  without  sooie  assurance  of  absolute  fairness 
being  administered  in  the  sense  of  what  ninety-nine  out  of 
every  hundred  believe  to  be  and  to  mean,  the  proper  and  only' 
rational  meaning  of  the  word  *'  AmateurJ^

Mrs.  D.  M.  Taylor,  IndianapoUsy  Indiana: 

Madam — Your  favor  of  the  19th  ult.  received,  and  contents 
noted.  You  ask  me  as  Secretary  of  the  Indiana  State  Board 
of  Agricniture,  first :  ^  Of  what  does  the  word  amateur 
mean  and  in  what  sense  will  your  awarding  committee  be 
instructed  to  determine?"  In  reply,  I  would  say,  the  word 
amateur,  when  properly  defined,  undoubtedly  means,  a  lover 
of  some  particular  pursuit,  one  who  cultivates  any  study  or 
art  from  taste  or  attachment,  one  who  has  a  peculiar  fancy 
and  turn  of  mind  in  a  certain  direction  and  for  a  certain  ob- 
ject or  pursuit  from  natural  inclination,  without  pursuing  it 
professionally  or  for  the  purpose  of  making  money  by  traffic 
or  trade.  In  what  sense  our  awarding  committee  will  be  in* 
structed,  I  cannot  positively  say,  as  those  instructions,  when 
required  are  given  by  a  majority  of  the  Board.  But  I  have 
but  little  doubt  they  will  accord  with  the  above  definition  of 
the  word  amateur.  Second :  "  Will  plants  not  gtown  by  the 
exhibitor  and  which  are  known  to  have  been  borrowed  and 
bought,  be  allowed  to  enter  as  amateur  and  come  into  com- 
petition for  premiums  with  those  that  are  the  production  of 
private  houses,  grown  by  private  culture  on  private  grounds.* 
I  should  answer,  Certainly  not.  Borrowed  plants,  if  known, 
'  never  could  or  should  compete.  Their  exhibition  would  be  a 
frauds  and  if  proven,  would  vitiate  and  annul  any  premium

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that  might  be  awarded.  All  articles  must  be  exhibited  in  the 
ikime  of  the  owner  or  by  the  agent  Very  recently  purchased 
plants,  expressly  for  the  occasion,  with  little  or  no  care  and 
lees  cultivation  by  the  exhibitor,  are  not,  in  my  judgment, 
within  the  true  spirit  and  meaning  of  amateufy  as  intended  to 
be  conveyed  in  our  premium  list  They  must  be  owned,  cul- 
tivated and  cared  for;  labor,  time  and  attention  bestowed 
upon  them,  and  adopted,  as  it  were,  in  the  family  of  plants, 
previous  to  the  time  of  exhibition.  If  such  was  not  a  fair 
construction,  any  man  with  plenty  of  means,  just  previous  to 
an  exhibition,  might  purchase  a  superior  collection  of  choice 
plants,  exhibit  them  at  the  fair  for  premium  and  show,  and 
pay  but  little  attention  to  them  afterward.  Third:  "Will 
plants  cultivated  by  our  State  institutions  be  allowed  to  enter 
in  the  same  list?"  I  should  say  they  will  not,  from  the  fact 
that  they  are  cultivated  and  cared  for  by  hired  help — em- 
ployees— that  may  have  no  love,  taste  or  attachment  for  them 
whatever,  and,  in  fact,  may  dislike  them.  The  managers  or 
persons  having  control  of  the  institution,  may  be  of  the  same 
disposition,  then  who  is  the  amateur?  The  institution  can 
not  be ;  it  has  no  volition  or  will ;  no  mind ;  it  cannot  have  a 
love  for,  or  cultivate  a  taste  or  attachment,  and  cannot  be  an 
amateur.  The  gardner  or  managers,  though  they  may  have 
a  peculiar  love,  taste  and  attachment,  may  cultivate,  bestow 
much  labor  and  time ;  may  love  the  pursuits  and  be  a  perfect 
amateur  in  interest,  taste  and  feelings.  Yet  they  could  never 
exhibit,  compete  for  or  receive  a  premium,  from  the  fact  that 
they  are  not  the  owners  of  the  flowers  or  plants  exhibited. 
Fi)urth :  "  How  will  your  rulings  in  cut  flowers  and  bouquets 
stand  as  above  ?"  I  should  say  they  would  occupy  precisely 
the  same  position  and  be  governed  by  the  foregoing  answers. 
I  think  these  answers  are  in  keeping  with  the  true  spirit, 
meaning  and  definition  of  the  word  amcUeur  and  that  any 
other  construction  would  be  a  perversion  of  the  intention  of 
the  State  Board.  These  are  my  private  opinions  as  Secre- 
tary and  member  of  the  State  Board;  but  1  feel  confident 
they  will  be  sustained,  and  should  give  my  influence  and  vote 
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in  that  direction.  I  have  just  returned  from  the  fair  grounds^ 
where  I  have  ordered  material  and  important  changes  in  the 
Floral  Hall,  which  will  give  a  splendid  opportunity  for  display. 
And  hope  that  I  may  have  your  efforts  and  influence  in  mak- 
ing one  of  the  grandest  exhibitions  of  flowers  ever  shown  in 
Indianapolis.

At  the  Febraary  meeting  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of 
Agricnltare  a  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  authorizing 
Dr.  B.  T.  Cox,  State  Geologist,  to  inaugurate  an  excursion  to 
the  Clay  County  and  Brazil  Coal  Fields,  and  to  invite  capi- 
talists, manufacturers,  scientific  men,  and  such  other  persons 
as  he  might  think  would  take  an  interest  in  developing  the 
mineral  wealth  of  the  State.  This  excursion  was  a  perfect 
success,  and  exhibited  vast  resources  of  wealth  to  the  invited 
guests,  and  did  much  for  the  reputation  of  our  State.  The 
following  is  a  fair  report  of  the  excursion  : 

The  following  is  a  list  of  those  who  came  up  from  Louis- 
ville and  New  Albany  to  join  the  Clay  County  Excursion, 
which  took  place  April  5,  1870.

Providence  favored  the  enterprise  by  granting  for  it  one  of 
the  brightest  and  pleasantest  days  of  the  season. «  If  Professor 
Cox  had  been  gifted  with  a  prophetic  eye  he  could  not  have 
selected  a  day  better  suited  to  his  purpose. 

THE    COMPANY. 

The  excursion  company  was  as  fine  looking  a  set  of  men 
as  could  be  collected  together  in  this  or  any  other  State,  hale, 
hearty,  well  preserved — good  livers  all,  we  should  say — and 
all  in  the  best  imaginable  humor  with  themselves  and  the  rest 
of  the  world. 

Promptly  at  the  hour,  the  long  train  of  seven  handsome  and 
well-filled  cars,  generously  provided  by  the  Terre  Haute  and 
Indianapolis  Railroad  Company,  started  from  the  Union 
Depot.  The  cars  furnished  for  the  excursionists  were  all  new 
and  handsomely  ornamented  and  finished.  They  were  man- 
ufactured in  the  latest  and  most  approved  style  at  the  Dayton 
car  works,  for  the  St.  Louis,  Vandalia  and  Terre  Haute  road, 
which  is  now  finished.  It  was  very  kind  of  the  company  to 
add  to  the  pleasures  of  the  excursion  by  giving  us  the  firsl  use 
of  these  superb  and  luxurious  cars.  They  formed  the  finest 
train  that  ever  left  the  city.     The  train  ran  at  the  regular  rate 
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of  passenger  trains  on  this  road,  about  thirty  miles  per  hour» 
and  kept  just  in  advance  of  the  regular  express  train,  reaching 
Mill  branch  at  precisely  10:35,  the  hour  appointed.^  The  ex- 
cursion train  from  Terre  Haute  arrived  at  the  same  moment, 
and  both  trains  being  connected  were  run  out  on  the  coal 
switch  a  distance  of  two  miles,  stopping  first  at  the 

STAR   MINE, 

Owned  by  Messrs.  Thomas  and  Lord,  of  Indianapolis.  The 
perpendicular  shaft  to  this  mine  is  thirty-five  feet  deep  to  the 
surface  of  the  coal,  and  forty-eight  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft. 
A  large  number  of  the  party  had  curiosity  and  temerity 
enough  to  allow  themselves  to  be  let  do^n  upon  the  cages  in 
which  the  coal  is  brought  up.  The  rapidity  of  the  descent 
into  the  cold,  dark  hole  was  not  a  pleasant  sensation  to  un- 
fiteady^  nerves,  and  the  experiment  was  not  favorable  to  silk 
hats  and  clean  linen.  This  mine  is  now  producing  about 
ninety  tons  of  coal  per  day,  which  is  used  partly  at  the  blast 
furnace  near  the  mines,  and  part  at  the  company's  rolling 
mill  in  the  city.  The  capacity  of  the  mines  will  soon  be  in- 
<^reased  to  one  hundred  or  one  hundred  and  forty  tons  daily. 
Land  in  this  vicinity  is  valued  at  $150  per  acre. 

PLANET    FURNACE. 

Returning  one  mile,  we  stopped  a  few  minutes  at  the 
Planet  Blast  Furnace,  belonging  to  the  Indianapolis  Rolling 
Mill  Company.  At  this  furnace  about  twenty  to  twenty-four 
tons  of  iron  is  made  daily.  This  iron  is  of  excellent  quality, 
and  well  adapted  for  machinery  of  all  kinds. 

Iron  Mountain  ore,  from  Lake  Superior,  and  bog  ore,  from 
Pulaski  county,  are  used  at  this  furnace.  The  amount  of 
pure  iron  in  the  bog  ore  is  about  forty-five  per  cent.,  while 
that  from  Lake  Superior  yields  sixty  per  cent  The  furnace 
is  run  on  the  hot  blast  principle,  and  the  blast  is  heated  in  gas 
ovens  by  the  waste  gas  brought  firom  the  top  of  the  stack. 
This  furnace  is  the  smallest  of  the  five  in  the  county.     The 
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height  of  the  stack  is  40  feet ;  diameter  across  the  boshes,  lOi 
feet;  diameter  across  the  hearth,  4  feet  The  furnace  was 
built  in  the  summer  of  1867,  and  went  into  blast  in  Novem- 
ber of  that  year.  Its  daily  consumption  of  block  coal  is 
about  40  tons;  daily  consumption  of  limestone  about  ten 
tons,  daily  consumption  of  ore  about  twenty-five  tons.  The 
coal  is  obtained  from  the  Star  mine  and  another  belonging  to 
the  company,  situated  at  the  furnace.  Most  of  the  iron  made 
at  the  Planet  Furnace  is  worked  up  into  rails  at  the  Indianap- 
olis Rolling  Mill,  which  is  owned  by  the  same  company. 

THE    WESTERN    IRON    COMPANY'S    FURNACE. 

Two  and  a  half-miles  west  of  the  Planet  Furnace  we 
came  to  the  iron  works  and  rolling  mill  of  the  Western  Iron 
Company,  owned  by  capitalists  in  Chicago  and  Cleveland. 

These  are  the  largest  works  of  the  kind  which  are  yet  in  op* 
eration  in  the  State. 

They  employ  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miners  and  two 
hundred  hands  in  the  furnaces  (of  which  there  are  two)  and 
rolling  mill.  About  one  hundred  tons  of  coal  are  now  used 
daily  in  the  works,  and  a  large  quantity  besides  is  shipped  to 
Chicago.  The  rolling  mill  is  an  immense  establishment,  and 
is  turning  out  twenty-five  tons  per  day  of  bar  iron,  which  is 
cut  into  lengths  of  about  five  feet,  and  sent  to  Chicago  to  be 
re-heated  and  rolled  into  railroad  iron.  The  visitors  have  had 
the  rare  opportunity,  to  most  of  them,  of  witnessing  the  man- 
ufacture of  pig  iron,  and  the  operation  of  rolling  it  into  bars» 
About  thirteen  tons  were  run  off  for  the  benefit  of  the  visitors 
in  attendance.  The  coal  at  the  mines  of  the  company  is 
pronounced  superior  to  most,  even  of  the  block  coal  for  smelt- 
ing purposes. 

Both  these  furnaces  are  run  by  one  engine,  by  which  ar» 
rangement  a  considerable  is  made,  not  only  in  machinery^ 
but  in  the  outlay  for  hands.  One  of  these  furnaces  went  into 
Uast  in  the  fall  of  1867,  the  other  in  December,  1868.  The 
furnace  last  constructed  cost  about  l|70,000,  and  paid  for 
itself  in  seven  months.    During  the  past  twelve  months'  run* 
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ning  it  made  a  ton  of  pig  iron  for  every  hour  of  the  time. 
The  stacks  are  each  fifty  feet  high,  twelve  feet  across  the 
boshes,  and  four  and  a  half  feet  in  diameter  at  the  tunnel 
head.  The  daily  average  run  of  pig  iron  is  forty-five  tons  of 
2,340  pounds  to  the  ton ;  the  daily  consumption  of  ore  is  sixty 
tons,  and  of  limestone  twenty-four  tons.  The  limestone  is 
obtained  from  Hamrick's  Station  and  Gtreencastle  Junction^ 
on  the  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  Railroad.  The  coal 
used  is  from  the  company's  mines  near  at  hand. 

The  Brazil  furnace  was  built  in  1867,  and  "  blowed  in  **  on 
the  8th  of  December  of  that  year,  and  is  one  of  the  largest 
and  best  conducted  furnaces  in  the  West.  The  following 
statistics  were  furnished  by  Messrs.  Gtarlick  &  Collins,  and 
may  prove  of  general  interest  to  the  public:  It  is  what  is 
termed  a  cupola  furnace.  Its  hight  is  sixty  feet,  diameter 
across  the  boshes  fourteen  feet,  and  diameter  of  trunnel  head 
SIX  feet.  Cost  of  construction  8150,000.  Daily  consumption 
of  fuel  (block  coal)  seventy  tons.  Consumption  of  ore  forty- 
five  tons.  Consumption  of  limestone  sixteen  tons.  Daily 
yield  of  pig  iron  twenty-eight  tons.  Number  of  hands  em- 
ployed about  150. 

The  limited  time  that  was  necessarily  given  to  each  of  the 
l^aces  to  be  visited  was  much  regretted  by  all.  It  was  impos- 
sible to  do  justice  to  the  objects  of  interest  in  our  programme 
in  the  time  allotted,  but  enough  was  seen  and  learned  to  give 
the  excursionists  a  better  idea  than  they  could  have  had  by 
any  other  means,  of  the  excellence  and  value  of  this  wonder- 
ful block  coal. 

NORTH    BRANCH    MINES. 

About  one  and  a  half  miles  north  of  the  Terre  Haute  and 
Indianapolis  Railroad  we  came  to  the  mines  owned  by^ 
Messrs.  Weaver  &  Co.,  of  Brazil.  These  mines  employ 
twenty  men,  and  produce,  when  in  operation,  about  fifty  tons 
per  day,  of  good  quality  of  block  coal. 

The  limited  demand  for  coal  at  present  has  caused  the 
closing  of  the  works  for  a  time. 
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This  was  the  next  place  at  which  we  stopped.  It  is  on  the 
same  switch  called  North  Branch  Switch,  and  about  one  half 
mile  further  north.  This  mine  is  owned  by  parties  living  in 
several  States,  one  of  the  principal  stockholders  being  Mr. 
Alex.  Crawford,  of  Newcastle,  Pennsylvania.  A  large  pro- 
portion of  the  coal  from  this  and  the  other  mines  in  this  vi- 
cinity is  sent  to  Chicago,  daring  the  winter,  especially. 


Came  next  to  our  notice.     These  mines  send  out  about  sixty 
tons  of  excellent  furnace  coal  per  day. 


Were  next  in  our  route.  They  are  owned  by  gentlemen  in 
Cleveland  and  Youngstown,  Ohio,  principally.  Here  we  saw 
a  train  load  of  coal  on  the  track.  Most  of  the  product  of 
these  mines  is  sent  to  the  nail  works  at  Terre  Haute. 

THE    COAL    BROOK    MINES 

Are  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  last  named,  and  at  the 
terminus  of  the  North  Branch  railroad.  The  mine  is  owned 
and  operated  by  Messrs.  Niblack,  Zimmerman  Sc  Co.  The 
two  gentlemen  named  in  the  firm  reside  in  Brazil.  The  other 
owners  in  Youngstown,  Ohio,  and  at  Philadelphia. 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  mines  we  visited,  employing  75 
men,  and  shipping  from  130  to  150  tons  of  coal  per  day. 
They  ship  large  quantities  of  their  coal  to  various  points  in 
Illinois  as  well  as  to  the  manufacturing  cities  of  our  own 
State. 

These  mines  are  worked  by  horrizontal  shafts.  The  coal  is 
drawn  out  by  mules  in  small  cars,  a  number  of  which  were 
fitted  with  seats  for  the  use  of  excursionists.  As  this  was  the 
least  unpleasant  way  of  entering  the  mines,  a  large  number 
of  the  party  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 

We  came  next  to  the 
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LAFAYETTE  IRON  COMPANY'S  FURNACE, 

Owned  by  Messrs.  Masten,  Pearce,  Chase  &  Co.,  of  Lafay- 
ette. About  thirty  men  are  engaged  in  the  mines  here,  and 
nearly  as  many  more  at  the  furnace.  The  amount  of  iron 
made  by  this  furnace  is  about  twenty  tons  per  day,  which 
goes  to  New  Albany,  Greencastle  and  Indianapolis.  The 
machinery  at  this  furnace  is  very  superior  in  size  and 
finish. 

This  furnace  was  "  blowed  in  *'  for  the  first  time  on  the  20th 
of  May,  1869.  Its  first  cost  when  completed,  not  including 
lands,  homes  and  railroad,  was  970,000,  and  the  capital  stock 
was  980,000.  It  consumes  daily  of  block  coal  45  tones  iron 
ore  &7i  tons,  limestone  10  tons.  The  yield  of  pig  iron  is  18 
tons.  The  height  of  the  furnace  is  45  feet ;  diameter  of  boshes 
lOi  feet;  diameter  of  hearth  4  feet;  same  at  tunnel  bead  5 
feet ;  temperature  of  blast  600°  Fahr.  The  side  of  the  ridge 
which  forms  the  divide  between  south  Otter  Creek  and  the 
furnace  branch  is  cut  down  to  a  vertical  face,  in  order  to  locate 
the  furnace  in  such  a  position  that  the  tunnel-head  is  on  a 
level  with  the  table-land  above.  By  this  excellent  arrange- 
ment the  throat  of  the  furnace  is  brought  on  a  level  with  the 
railroad  switch  and  coal  shaft,  which  is  near  by,  and  the  fill- 
ing of  the  furnace  is  accomplished  direct  from  the  fuel  and  ore 
sheds,  without  the  use  of  the  ordinary  hoisting  apparatus* 
The  excavation  that  was  made  for  the  foundation  of  the  fur- 
nace cut  through  the  coal  bed. 

Our  next  move  was  toward  Brazil,  where  we  arrived  weary 
and  hungry  at  3:40  p.  m.,  and  found  the  hospitable  Brazilians 
fully  prepared  to  feed  their  large  party  of  guests,  numbering 
at  least  six  hundred. 

The  ladies  of  the  town  were  out  in  full  force  to  welcome  us, 
and  a  magnificent  dinner  was  served  up  from  their  fair  hands 
at  Thomas'  Hall,  which,  for  excellence  and  quantity,  is  seldom 
equaled. 

To  Major  Simpson  and  Mr.  Hibbert,  of  the  Indianapolis 
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and  Terre  Haute  Railroad,  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  whole 
excursion  were  tendered  for  their  untiring  attention  and  hos- 
pitalities; also,  to  conductors  Jones  and  McMahan,  for  the 
aficible  manner  in  which  they  lent  themselves  to  securing  the 
comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  party. 

OUR    GUESTS THE    FINALE    OP    THE     EXCURSION THE    BANQUET 

LAST   NIGHT    AT    THE    BATES    HOUSE. 

Indianapolis,  April  6,  1870. 

At  an  early  hour  last  evening  the  spacious  hall,  and  the  re- 
ception rooms,  of  the  Bates  House  were  cr(^ded  to  overflow- 
ing with  the  late  excursionists  from  this  city  and  elsewhere* 
At  ten  o'clock  the  doors  of  the  dining  hall  were  opened,  and 
the  assembled  guests,  upwards  of  two  hundred  in  number, 
among  whom  were  about  twenty-five  ladies,  were  soon  com- 
fortably seated,  at  three  tables,  extending  from  one  end  of  the 
hall  to  the  other,  and  which  were  loaded  with  good  cheer  in 
endless  profusion  and  of  unexcelled  quality.  After  the  gnesta 
were  seated.  Mayor  Macauley  delivered  the  following  pithy^ 
eloquent,  and  witty,  remarks : 

MAYOR  MACAULEY's  SPEECH. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen — I  find  it  a  somewhat  difiicult  task 
to  speak  again  before  our  citizens  about  Indianapolis.  How- 
ever, I  shall  say  a  little.  The  fatigue  of  your  travels  and  ex- 
plorations during  the  last  few  days  admonishing  me  to  be 
brief.  First,  I  am  sure  I  represent  the  sentiment  of  our  peo- 
jde  in  bidding  you  one  and  all  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  hos- 
pitalities of  our  city  to-night.  We  shall  endeavor  to  show 
you  the  welcome  to-morrow — ^the  city  itself.  Not  a  great  and 
rich  metropolis,  possessing  all  the  wealth,  conveniences  and 
luxuries  of  a  capital  of  older  and  slower  growth,  but  a  young, 
thriving,  and  progressive  city,  of  such  rapid  and  substantial 
development  in  the  past,  and  of  such  certain  and  encouraging 
{promise  for  the  future,  as  he  who  runs  can  not  fail  to  see  upon 
every  side.    A  city  of  broad,  regular,  shaded  streets.    A  city  of 
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railroads;  a  city  which  has  doubled  itself  within  the  past  ten 
years,  and  bids  fair  to  do  the  same  again  within  the  next  ten 
years  to  come.  A  city,  financially,  in  excellent  condition, 
owing  so  little,  the  amount  scarcely  rises  to  the  dignity  of  a 
public  debt ;  while  our  rate  of  taxation  is  less  and  far  from 
burdensome.  Within  six  months,  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five 
miles  of  pipe  will  be  laid  in  our  streets,  and  our  city  cheaply 
and  well  protected  by  the  Holly  system  of  water  works.  A 
most  celebrated  and  perfect  system  of  sewerage  has  been  de- 
vised and  reported  by  the  celebrated  engineers.  Lane,  of 
Brooklyn,  and  Chesebrongh,  of  Chicago,  and  will  be  put  in 
course  of  rapid  construction  this  present  year.  We  have 
cheap  fuel,  transportation  ready  in  any  direction,  water,  and 
an  excellent  water-power,  and  with  the  sympathy  and  en- 
couragement of  our  citizens  warmly  extended  to  all  new- 
comers, it  would  appear  that  we  are  certainly  not  without 
some  substantial  advantages  as  a  manufacturing  as  well  as  a 
railroad  center.  I  think  physicians  and  nndertakers  are  about 
the  only  gloomy  and  despondent  members  of  society  we 
have. 

Within  the  next  few  years  there  will  be  built  here  a  new 
State  House,  county  Court  House,  and  a  City  Hall.  We 
will  have  within  a  year  at  least  one  good  long  Nicolson  street. 
Our  common  school  buildings  are  among  the  finest  in  the 
country,  and  we  are  blessed  with  an  excellently  well  managed 
school  system.  We  have  rolling  mills,  woolen  and  paper 
mills,  flour  and  cotton  mills,  glass  works,  furniture  and  other 
factories  and  machine  shops  innumerable. 

A  large  car  factory,  and  another  glass  house,  are  being  con- 
sidered, and  without  doubt  will  be  constructed.  A  new  and 
first-class  hotel  is  to  be  at  once  erected,  while  sewerage,  water 
works,  and  a' live  man — in  the  person  of  our  host,  Wesley — 
will  so  regulate,  reform  and  improve  the  venerable  Bates 
House  that  even  its  oldest  and  most  consistent  enemy  shall 
fail  to  recognize  it. 

All  these  things,  and  many  others,  we  hope  to  show  you 
evidences  of  to-morrow,  but  whether  any  one  business  man 
among  you  may  be  induced  to  establish  himself  with  us  or 
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not,  the  welcome  extended  to  you  as  our  guests  is  none  the 
less  sincere  and  cordial 

The  Mayor  also  announced  that  at  nine  a.  m.  to-day  the 
Tisitors  who  remain  in  the  city  are  requested  to  call  at  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  where  carriages  will  be  in  waiting  U> 
carry  them  around  the  city. 

After  the  hearty  discussion  of  the  edibles,  Judge  E.  B.  Mar- 
tindale  was  called  upon,  who  said  that  he  had  the  pleasure  of 
accompanying  the  late  excursion,  but  had  no  idea  of  being 
called  on  for  a  speech  to-night.  He  would  say,  however,  that 
he  never  knew  of  anything  of  the  kind  which  was  carried  on 
with  more  order,  and  which  furnished  more  pleasure  to  the 
participants — all  seemed  to  be  anxious  to  obtain  information^ 
and  had  succeeded.  He  said  he  had  lived  here  eight  years,, 
and  had  never  seen  a  day  he  would  live  anywhere  else.  He 
said  there  is  no  State  in  the  Union  which  contains  so  many 
of  the  elements  which  are  necessary  for  the  use  of  man,  and 
referred  to  her  iron  and  coal  fields,  her  timber,  and  soil,  and 
railroads.  He  said  no  man  had  ever  invested  his  money  in 
this  city  who  had  ever  regretted  it,  and  prophesied  that  in  two 
years  from  this  date  Indianapolis  will  be  the  greatest  railroad 
city  in  the  West,  and  is  not  far  from  it  now.  He  intimated 
to  the  guests  from  a  distance  that  they  had  better  invest  in  a 
corner  lot  before  they  leave,  because  this  is  a  thriving  and 
business  city,  the  mechanics  are  business  men,  the  merchants 
are  business  men,  and  business  is  the  motto  of  all.  The  gen- 
tlemen then  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  people  of  Terre 
Haute  and  Brazil  for  their  hospitalities,  which  vote  was  unan- 
imously accorded. 

Hon.  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  was  then  called  upon.  His 
remarks  were  brief,  and  in  substance  as  follows : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen — I  had  not  expected  to  be  called 
upon  to  make  a  speech  here  to-night,  and  must  say  that  I  am 
unprepared  to  do  so.  The  great  advantages  of  Indiana,  her 
soil  and  mineral  productions,  have  been  spoken  of,  and  1,  in 
common  with  all  my  fellow-citizens,  am  proud  of  the  State*. 
I  know  that  slurs  have  been  cast  upon  her  at  times,  but  am 
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satisfied  that  they  have  always  come  from  persons  who  are 
ignorant  of  her  present  prosperity  and  her  fdtnre  greatness* 
From  the  beautiftil  Ohio  river  far  away  to  the  great  lakes  of 
the  North  she  stretches,  and  in  all  that  vast  domain  there  is 
not  one  acre  of  land  that  can  not  be  made  useful  to  man,  and 
to  the  mineral  resources  between  the  White  and  Wabash 
rivers,  we  need  not  refer,  as  you  have  been  there  to  see  for 
yourselves ;  suffice  it  to  say,  our  future  is  already  established. 
The  common  school  system  of  our  State  has  been  fully  or- 
ganized and  placed  on  a  sound  basis,  and  the  many  other 
concomitants  of  good  society  bless  us  with  their  presence,  and 
we  invite  the  world  to  come  and  live  with  us.  I  am  glad  to 
see  here  to-night  a  delegation  from  Michigan  City,  headed  by 
their  worthy  Mayor.  Michigan  City  has  the  only  harbor  in 
our  State  where  vessels  from  all  parts  of  the  world  may  lie 
secure,  and  the  fact  that  they  have  such  a  fine  harbor  is  not 
because  Congress  alone  has  helped  the  work  along,  but  be* 
cause  the  ambition  of  the  people  has  prompted  them  to  use 
one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  their  own  money 
to  improve  it.  Our  railroads  reach  far  away  to  the  Norths 
Inringing  us  the  timber  and  iron  ore  of  the  Superior  region, 
and  to  Missouri,  bringing  the  ore  oif  that  State,  which,  to- 
gether  with  our  own  ores,  form  a  combination  which  makes 
an  unexcelled  quality  of  iron.  The  people  on  the  Ohio  river 
have  built  a  bridge  across  that  river  that  connects  us  with  the 
Southern  country ;  and  here  I  would  remark  that  the  gentle- 
men who  conceived  and  carried  out  the  grand  idea  of  span- 
ning that  broad  stream  with  a  bridge  of  iron,  have  engraven 
their  names  on  the  future  more  indelibly  than  if  they  had 
been  engraved  on  tablets  of  brass.  There  are  men  here  from 
many  of  the  States — to  them  all  we  give  a  hearty  welcome 
to  our  capital  city. 

General  Charles  Cruft  was  then  called  for,  but  being  absent 
did  not  speak. 

Mr.  Delano  said :  'Tis  not  often  that  I  appear  as  an  orator, 
as  I  am  a  private  citizen  o{  Terre  Haute,  and  after  the  good 
speecbee,  good  feeling  and  good  cheer  that  have  prevailed 
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here  to-night,  'tis  more  than  aseless  for  me  to  speak.  Pro- 
fessor Cox  has  highly  favored  us  by  showing  us  so  much  of 
the  block  coal,  and  has  given  as  much  pleasure  in  the  man- 
agement of  this  excursion.  He  has  shown  more  than  any 
speech  of  mine  could  give  an  adequate  idea  of,  the  value  of 
the  great  mineral  regions  lying  between  the  White  and  the 
Wabash  rivers,  valuable  as  being  prolific  of  minerab  needed 
and  used  throughout  the  earth,  minerals  that  we  have,  till 
within  the  last  few  years  been  dependent  on  other  regions  for. 
Through  the  exertions  of  Professor  Cox,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  see  our  coals  in  the  mines  and  our  iron  flowing  from 
the  furnaces. 

Colonel  T.  J.  Stauber,  a  member  of  the  Missouri  Legisla- 
ture, who  is  here  in  company  with  a  party  of  other  gentlemen, 
all  representing  the  iron  and  coal  interests  of  Missouri,  was 
then  called  on,  and  made  a  stirring,  eccentric,  energetic, 
eloquent  and  witty  speech.  Among  other  things  he  said: 
We  have  visited  your  coal  fields,  arid  we  must  say  as  said  the 
Queen  of  Sheba,  the  half  had  not  been  told  us.  Indiana  has 
great  coal  fields  of  the  best  article,  and  Missouri  has  energy 
and  railroads,  and  we  are  going  to  make  that  coal  ours.  We 
need  it  and  we  are  going  to  have  it,  and  we  are  going  to  make 
return  for  it.  We  have  inexhaustible  beds  of  the  finest  iron 
on  the  face  of  the  green  earth,  and  now,  to-night,  I  move  that 
we  make  this  the  wedding  feast,  and  marry  your  black  boy, 
<'  coal,"  to  our  brown  gal,  "  iron."  There  are,  in  the  United 
States,  four  great  coal  and  iron  centers.  Pennsylvania  is  one. 
Lake  Superior  region  the  second,  the  vast  coal  region  of  Ccd- 
orado  third,  and  the  iron  region  of  Missouri,  with  her  natural 
adjunct  Indiana  coal,  the  fourth.  This  coal  of  yours  was  not 
intended  for  l^erre  Haute,  and  the  other  little  towns  on  the 
railroads  between  here  and  St.  Louis  alone,  but  also  for  St. 
Louis,  the  future  capital  of  the  nation,  and  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri. It  binds  us  together  in  interest  and  by  patriotism,  and 
speaking  of  the  iron  bridge  across  that  little  river  down  here — 
the — Ohio,  I  believe  you  call  it  We  are  having  a  bridge 
built,  too  ;  not  of  iron,  but  of  steel,  and  one  that  is  to  span 
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the  great  Father  of  Waters,  and  the  piers  are  built  on  air, 
somethiDg  never  before  undertaken.  The  fad;  of  it  iSy  we  are 
a  great  people  out  West  In  conclusion,  let  me  say,  that  ia 
this  excorsion  and  these  banquets  you  have  far  exceeded  all 
expectation.  Indianapolis  has  done  her  best,  and  you  have 
almost  beat  yourselves. 

Other  speeches  were  made  by  Messrs.  C.  R.  Long  and 
Morris,  of  Louisville ;  Mr.  Ford,  of  New  Albany ;  President 
Tarkington,  of  the  Board  of  Trade ;  Dr.  Vawter,  Mr.  Joseph 
Poole,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture ;  and  Mayor 
Walker,  of  Michigan  City ;  but  the  lateness  of  the  hour  and 
other  good  and  sufficient  reasons  precludes  the  possibility  of 
making  even  so  much  as  a  synopsis  of  them. 

Votes  of  thanks  to  Professor  Cox  and  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, to  the  Terre  Haute  and  other  railroads,  to  the  citizens 
— ^and  especially  the  ladies — of  Brazil  and  Terre  Haute,  and 
the  managers  of  the  Bates  House,  for  courtesies,  were  unani- 
mously and  enthusiastically  accorded ;  and  the  banquet 
ended.

Coal  averages  from  $2.25  to  92.50  per  ton  in  ears  on  the  , 
track  at  the  Clay  county  mines. 

Coal  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  Brazil  rate  at  $50  to  $150  per 
acre,  owing  to  proximity  to  railroads. 

A  party  of  surveyors  are  now  engaged  in  staking  a  railroad 
route  from  Brazil,  through  the  coal  regions,  to  Chicago. 

Two  hundred  and  sixteen  guests  belonging  to  the  exoarsioft

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party,  had  rooms  at  the  Terre  Haate  House,  on  Taesday 
night 

A  company^  of  which  Chauncey  Rose  is  at  the  head,  are- 
boring  for  salt  water  on  the  banks  of  the  Wabash,  at  Terre 
Haute. 

The  Terre  Haute  and  Indianapolis  Railroad  Company  are 
running  a  side  line  irom  Brazil  in  the  direction  of  Bowling 
Ghreen. 

The  estimated  area  of  the  Clay  county  coal  field  is  192,000^ 
acres,  and  the  value  of  the  coal  at  four  and  a  half  million 
dollars. 

The  artesian  well  at  Terre  Haute  is  said  to  be  highly 
medicinal  in  its  qualities,  and  is  known  to  be  intensely  and 
disgustingly  odoriferous. 

One  thousand  tons  of  coal  per  day  are  consumed  in  the 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  furnaces  and  rolling  mills,  and  as  much 
more  is  sent  to  distant  points. 

In  the  furnaces  and  rolling  mills  common  laborers  earn 
$1.75  to  92  per  day.  Puddlers  average  95,  and  bosses  get  9& 
to  87.50.     The  foreman  gets  98.50  per  day. 

A  manufacturer  of  stone  chinaware,  at  Cincinnati,  was  itk 
the  excursion  party,  looking  for  Clay  and  other  material  in 
Clay  county,  with  a  view  of  establishing  china  ware  worka 
there. 

An  inquisitive  urchin  at  Terre  Haute,  on  noticing  the 
badge,  ^^  State  Board  Guest,"  pinned  upon  the  coat  of  one 
of  the  excursionists,  inquired,  "  Please,  sir,  what's  that  little 
rag  there  for  ?" 

In  the  excursion  party  were  Mr.  T.  H.  Wells  and  Mr.  H. 
B.  Wicks,  of  Youngstown,  who,  with  other  gentlemen  of  the 
i«ame  place,  are  owners  of  a  tract  of  30,000  acres  of  coa|^

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The  cost  of  mining  coal  in  Clay  county,  av^srages  #2  per 
iim  where  small  qnantities  are  taken  out ;  in  filling  large  con* 
tracts  the  cost  may  be  reduced  to  $1.75  per  ton.  This  esti- 
mate is  given  us  by  an  old  and  experienced  miner,  Captain 
W.  M.  Morris,  Superintendent  of  the  Clay  Company  Mines^ 
"v^ho  is  ready  to  substantiate  the  statement  with  facts  and 
Ggatesy  if  called  upon  to  do  so.

In  its  report  the  Sentinel  gravely  asserts  ^  that  a  few  ladies 
^graced  the  occasion,  although  no  invitations  had  been  extended 
in  that  directiTon.

Conditt,  Mrs.  Professor 
Oox,  Mrs.  Mansur,  and  Mrs.  Nield.'^  In  behalf  of  the  ladtes, 
I  desire  to  say  that  we  were  not  only  invited,  bat  permitted, 
throngh  the  courtesy  of  Major  Simpson,  to  retain  our  letters  of 
invitation  as  cherished  mementoes  of  one  of  the  very  pleas- 
antest  occasions  of  our  lives.  Just  how  we  happened  to  be 
included  among  the  ^  State  Board  Ghiests,"  we  did  not 
care  to  ask.  It  did  not  become  as  to  inquire.  We  had  no 
more  thought  of  solving  the  mystery,  than  of  looking  a  gift 
liorse  in  the  mouth.

Ab  the  party  included  some  of  the  most  brilliant  and  beau- 
tifbl  ladies  of  Indianapolisi  words  fail  me  to  chronicle  the 
wisdom  and  wit,  good  cheer,  laughtei'and  glee,  that  made  the 
enjoyment  more  like  that  of  an  impromptu  picnic  than  a  coal 
excursion.  Still,  with  thq  main  object  in  view,  we  made  a 
rush  for  the  first  coal  mine  offered  for  our  inspection,  and  look- 
ed, with  all  the  eyes  we  had,  down  the  dark  and  dismal  shafh 
At  the  bottom,  as  we  supposed,  there  was  the  glimmer  of  a 
lamp,  which  flickered  about  in  a  very  lonesome,  uncertain  way^ 
as  if  it  did  not  belong  to  anybody,  and  was  left  dangling  in  the 
air.  By  degrees  we  could  perceive  it  slowly  ascending,  and 
after  a  tedious  while,  a  sooty  miner  was  distinguishable,  at«^ 
taehed.  Reaching  the  level  of  the  earth,  he  vaulted  over  the 
edge  of  the  shaft,  with  the  agility  of  a  cat  and  a  momentum 
that  landed  him  on  all  fours.  Before  he  had  time  to  straighten 
himself,  another  miner  followed,  who,  in  turn,  went  through 
with  the  same  quick  vault,  bounded  firom  the  earth,  hands  on 
his  knees,  throwing  back  of  the  shonlders  and  hurried  inspira^ 
tion  of  pure,  fresh  air.  In  a  trice  there  was  one,  two,  three, 
four,  five,  ten,  fifteen  men  and  three  boys  out  of  the  mine^ 
ranged  along  to  the  right  of  it,  batting  their  eyes  in  the  sun-- 
Mght,  and  observing  us  with  the  veiled  scrutiny  peculiar  to  the 
Irish  race.  How  sooty  and  black  they  were !  with  narrow 
rims  of  white  about  their  eyes  and  lips.  When  addressed,  they 
were  civil,  and  ready  to  impart  information  desired.  Many  of 
them  had  recently  arrived  from  the  ould  country,  and  express* 
-ed  themselves  delighted  with  their  new  field.  ^' We  get  better 
wages,  and  we  don't  have  to  go  so  far  under,"  said  one  of  them 
to  me.  While  we  were  talking,  the  whistle  sounded,  and  we 
Tetumed  to  the  cars. 

The  next  place  of  interest  was  a  furnace,  where  we  alighted 
to  observe  the  casting  of  pig  iron.  What  with  the  main  trench 
and  beds  of  a  cast-house,  it  looks  exactly  as  if  gardening  had 
oommenced.  Here  for  celery,  there  for  lettuce  and  peas,  with 
A  sprinkling  of  radishes  and  greens.     All  at  once  the  door  of  a 
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furnace,  we  had  lost  sight  of,  opened,  and  a  stream  of  liquid 
lion  pours  oat  Master  workmen,  with  hoes  in  hand,  make 
their  way  through  the  dense  crowd  of  excursionists  who  line 
the  outer  trenches.  The  fiery  stream  creeps  along  in  a  spiral 
shape,  about  the  thickness  of  a  gas  main,  for  a  distance  of  tea 
feet,  when  the  first  workman  in  line  quickly  dams  its  progress^ 
which  has  the  effect  of  diverting  it  into  the  half-dozen  moulds 
to  the  lefL  Then  the  way  is  cleared,  and  another  set  of  moulds 
is  filled,  and  so  on,  until  the  melted  ore  has  crept  all  over  the 
beds  of  sand.  This  work  was  not  accomplished  without  much 
labor  and  heat,  and  the  eager  crowd  did  not  need  a  police  force 
to  urge  them  to  '^stand  back." 

Thence  we  visited  the  great  furnace  where  rail  road  iron  is 
made.  The  blast  was  not  quite  ready,  and  we  waited  with  an 
interest  that  I  can  not ,  describe.  Brawney  men  opened  the 
oven  door  to  see  if  the  ore  was  in  condition,  giving  it  a  poke 
and  a  flirt  and  a  turn  over  with  long  handled  forks,  aa  if  it  had 
been  a  flitter,  then  clapping  the  door  shut  again*  TMs  was 
repeated  more  than  once,  till  at  length  we  had  the  gratification 
of  seeing  the  iron  door  lifted  high,  when  there  was  a  rush,  and 
two  men  fastened  their  grappling  irons  upon  a  thick  log  of  red» 
hot  iron,  which  they  ran  away  with,  and  tossed  over  to  two 
other  men,  who  played  at  see-saw  with  it  in  half  a  dozen  dif<^ 
ferent  rests,  passing  it  then  to  another  set  of  toilers,  wh6 
caught  it  in  a  swing,  where  it  vibrated,  and  lengthened  from 
its  own  weight,  and  was  whirled  over  before  it  had  time  to 
drop,  until  adjudged  long  enough  to  be  handed  over  and  laid 
out  upon  the  stretchers  placed  over  the  cooling  vats*  Here 
another  set  of  hands,  with  curious  instruments,  ran  along  the^ 
sides  and  shaped  it  into  the  T  rail  for  service.  Then  it  was 
held  stationary  under  a  huge  axe,  which  came  down  upon  it 
with  such  fury  that,  with  the  pruning  of  the  surplus  length,  a 
thousand  spit-devil  bits  flew  in  every  direction.  Another  turn 
of  the  bar,  and  it  comes  under  a  punch,  which  perforates  the 
holes  for  spikes.  This  makes  another  flash  of  sparks,  which  is 
nothing  more  than  a  flying  wheel,  compared  with  the  previous 
display  of  fire-works.  By  this  time  the  iron  is  losing  its  flush, 
in  contrast,  it  may  be,  with  the  new  cut  of  iron  just  out  of  the 
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'fornace,  and  is  mored  along,  gently,  to  keep  company  with 
older  T  rails,  waiting  their  tarn  to  l>e  examined  by  the  inspec- 
tor, and  transferred  to  the  cars  for  market 

Then  we  were  harried  away  to  visit  other  furnaces  and 
-mines,  each  one  of  sach  interest  that  we  could  have  passed  a 
day  pro6tably  in  its  examination. 

We  took  time  to  inspect  the  monster  hot-air  engine  that  lay 
xmder  cover  to  the  right  of  the  furnaces.  We  climed  to  the 
gallery  around  the  summit  of  the  furnaces,  where  fire  bumeth 
and  is  not  quenched.  High  above  the  chimneys  the  flames 
poured  in  a  volume  that  gathered  strength  from  the  window- 
like drafts  invisible  from  the  grounds  below.  I  can  not  explain 
the  fascination  there  was  about  those  windows ;  they  opened 
on  a  level  with  the  platform  on  which  we  stood,  and  with  the 
roar  of  the  fire  and  the  tumult  of  the  flames — ^waging  war  with 
each  other — it  seemed  just  as  if  they  were  instinct  with  life, 
and  some  flame,  more  wi(^ed  than  the  rest,  would  shoot  out, 
envelop,  and  sweep  us  into  the  fiery  whirlpool.  I  know  that 
as  I  closed  my  eyes  that  night,  with  visions  of  the  multitude, 
eoal  depths,  bog  iron  and  Brazil  filing  before  my  mind,  the 
memory  of  that  furnace  startled  me  with  its  sense  of  danger. 

Speaking  of  Brazil,  half  has  not  been  told  of  the  enterprise 
tind  hospitality  of  that  magical  place.  Too  much  credit,  can 
tM>t  be  given  to  the  ladies  who  assisted  in  the  entertainment. 
The  dinner  was  more  than  excellent — ^it  was  delicious.  Sub-, 
atantial  fare,  garnished  with  all  the  delicacies  that  could  tempt 
the  most  fastidious  palate,  to  say  nothing  of  cofiee  and  cream 
for  the  multitude. 

Arrived  at  Terre  Haute,  we  enjoyed  its  hospitalities  to  the 
follest  extent  After  supper,  the  party  repaired  to  the  side  oi 
the  Terre  Haute  House,  where  its  ifamous  echo  was  tested.  A 
elever  gentleman  endeavored  to  account  for  it  by  pointing  out 
a  bend  and  projection  in  the  street,  neither  of  which  we  could 
realize  for  the 'darkness.  But  the  echo  was  plain.  Different 
words  were  shouted:  <<  Baker,"  ^Cumback,"  ^ha  ha,"  and 
'<Bdy,"  none  of  which  reverbmtted  as  the  last  "« Bely,"  ^Re. 
ly,"  «*ely,"  "you  lie,"  "you  lie,"  "you  lie,"  "lie,"  "Ue,^'  "Ue,'*

A  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  spent  the  evening  with 
us  at  the  Terre  Haute  House,  and  a  serenade  by  a  splendid 
band,  closed  oat  part  of  the  day's  diversions. 

Of  the  banquet,  the  flow  of  welcome  and  of  soul,  some  one 
who  was  present  must  speak* 

Terre  Haute  is  a  beautiful  city,  with  a  settled  look  that  is 
not  quite  like  Cincinnati,  and  does  not  belong  to  Indianapolis. 
It  is  similar  to  Cleveland.  The  business  houses  are  fine,  and 
the  private  residences  exceedingly  substantial  and  elegant 
Great  attention  is  paid  to  the  planting  of  shade  trees  asd 
shrubbery,  which  must  make  it  vory  charming  in  summer.  It 
has  the  decided  advantage  of  Indianapolis  in  point  of  location. 
The  main  portion  of  the  city  is  built  upon  an  up-kmd  praiiie, 
which  overlooks  a  broad  valley  that  is  surrounded  by  other 
high  lands.  The  view  from  Strawberry  Hall  is  beautiful.  The 
Normal  School  was  the  first  object  of  our  attention.  It  was 
our  good  fortune,  as  correspondents  say,  to  be  present  at  the 
morning  exercises.  We  were  ushered  into  an  immense  reci- 
tation room,  where  I  beheld  a  goodly  array  of  pupils,  poA  an 
efficient  corps  or  teachers.  The  exercises  consisted  in  tiie 
reading  of  the  Bible,  a  prayer  by  the  Superintendent  of  PaUio 
Instruction,  Barnabas  C.  Hobbs,  and  the  singing  of  a  hyni«. 
Si^ch  a  solemm  assemblage  I  never  beheld.  I  waited  untU  the 
teaching  began,  to  see  if  the  cloud  be  lifted.  No.  The  defini- 
tion of  a  point  and  line  was  taught  and  learned  as  if  it  was 
the  whole  duty  of  man.  What,  with  the  heat  and  solemnity, 
I  was  almost  stifled.  Would'nt  somebody  smile,  or  be  a  little 
improper?  Among  the  teachers  was  a  lady  who  was  pointed 
out  to  me  as  one  of  the  ^  Innocents  Abroad.''  I  looked  at  her 
with  unbelief.  She  was  a  beautiful  woman,  with  fine,  clear- 
cut  features,  fair  complexion,  soft,  light  hair,  that  fell  in  short 
curls  over  her  forehead,  and  eyes  that  would  have  been  lovely 
if  they  had  not  been  so  sad.  Was  she  dreaming  of  that  so- 
journ in  a  far  ofi*  land,  which,  if  as  pleasant  as  it  would  seem^ 
must  make  the  memory  so  sad  ?  I  felt  like  paying  my  respects 
to  her,  but  there  was  no  breaking  over  the  barrier  of  reserve. 
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There  was  no  waiting  until  school  was  out,  and  I  took  my 
departure. 

Going  out  of  the  main  building,  I  passed  a  room  where  I 
heard  a  child's  voice  say,  ^' The-bee-is-on-the-wing."  I 
paused.  *'  It  is  a  bee  I  see,"  a  smalls  voice  piped  out,  and  I 
opened  the  door.  There  was  primary  grade  instraction  in  the 
room,  little  children  in  the  care  of  a  lady  no  bigger  than  a  child^ 
who  placed  a  chair  for  me,  and  went  on  with  tier  teaching. 
She  was  rosy  and  fair,  and  presided  over  that  little  school  with 
a  finnness  and  tact  past  description.  The  children  were  bright 
and  attractive,  and  I  sat  for  an  hour  in  admiration.  I  could 
not  disguise  my  wonder  at  their  proficiency.  They  read  with 
correctness,  and  showed  a  quickness  at  figures  that  was  really 
astonishing.  Miss  Morris  informed  me  that  she  had  tanghtin 
Indianapolis,  and  her  old  friends  will  be  glad  to  hear  of  her 
present  success. 

There  we  enjoyed  a  delightful  drive,  thanks  to  the  courtesy 
of  a  young  lady  who  entertained  ns  so  cleverly  that  we  forgot 
our  weariness.  She  was  both  young  and  fair,  and  had  a  sweet, 
restful  voice  that  vibrates  in  the  memory,  and  will  always  be 
inseparably  associated  with  the  sunshine  and  cheer  of  Terre 
Haute.  Of  her  singing  we  will  not  speak.  The  common 
phrases  of  admiration  are  cold  and  weak  to  describe  the  melo- 
dy that  was  so  rich,  full  and  joyous. 

Not  less  pleasant  was  the  gift  of  flowers  that  adorn  my  table 
as  I  write.  But  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  enumerate  the 
many  kindnesses  we  received  from  the  citizens  of  Terre 
Haute.  We  parted  from  them  with  regret  that  is  only  softened 
by  the  hope  of  a  future  meeting. 
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The  principle  of  association, — ^the  practice  of  bringing  men 
together  bent  on  the  same'general  object,  pursuing  the  same 
general  end,  uniting  their  intellectual  and  physical  efforts  to 
that  purpose, — ^is  a  great  improvement  in  the  present  age.  We 
saw  it  years  ago, — ^perhaps  I  might  say  centuries  ago.  It  be- 
gan in  the  corporations  of  the  cities  of  the  Old  World.  It 
began  in  professional  associations  of  the  Old  World, — in  the 
legal,  the  medical  and  the  theological  But  it  was  long  in 
that  country  and  in  this,  before  this  principle  of  combination 
came  to  be  acted  upon  in  the  great  system  of  agriculture ; 
before  it  was  brought  to  that  pursuit  of  life  which  is  the  main 
pursuit  of  life ;  before  agriculturalists  were  brought  to  act  in 
unison.  And  the  reason  is  obvious.  In  cities,  communities 
strive  together.  The  merchants  and  ship-owners  can  come  to- 
gether at  the  sound  of  the  bell.  The  mechanics,  generally 
livipg  in  populous  places,  may  do  the  same.  They  have  the 
opportunity  of  interchanging  of  sentiments  every  hour,  and 
what  one  knows  all  know,  and  what  is  the  experience  of  one, 
all  soon  become  acquainted  with  it 

But  the  agricultural  population  is  scattered  over  all  the  fields 
of  the  country.  Their  labors  and  their  toils  are,  in  some  de- 
gree, isolated;  they  are  in  ihe  midst  of  the  hills  and  valleys, 
and  in  the  riecesses  of  every  solitary  forest  There  is  no  'Change 
for  them  to  assemble  upon  at  noon.  There  are  no  coffee- 
houses; there  are  no  Atheneums  for  them  to  meet  at  in  the 
evening,  and  converse  on  their  interests.  It  has,  therefore,  be- 
come essential  to  the  best  interests  of  the  farmers  of  the  com- 
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monwealth,  that  these  Annual  Fairs  shonld  be  established^ 
and  that  they  should  be  universally  attended.  And,  as  his 
Excellency,  the  (Governor,  has  remajrked,  it  is  not  so  much  on 
account  of  what  is  to  be  learned  by  the  most  eloquent  dis» 
courses  in  the  public  houses,  or  at  other  establishments,  as  firom 
the  meeting  of  men  together  who  have  the  same  general  ob- 
ject ;  who  wish  for  improvement  in  the  general  pursuits  of  life  ; 
that  they  may  converse  with  one  another;  that  they  may  com*^ 
pare  with  each  other  their  experience,  and  that  they  may  keep 
up  a  constant  communication. 

It  is  in  this  point  of  view,  in  this  greatly  practical,  point  of 
view,  that  these  annual  fietirs  are  of  importance.  Why,  gentie- 
men,  every  man  obtains  a  very  gdod  portiop  of  all  that  he 
knows  in  this  world,  by  conversation,  —  conversation.  Inter- 
course with  other  minds,  is  the  general  source  of  most  of  our 
knowledge.  Books  do  something ;  but  every  man  has  not 
the  opportunity  to  read.  It  is  conversation  that  improves.  If 
any  one  of  us  here  to<lay,  learned  or  unlearned,  should  deduct 
what  he  has  learned  by  conversation  from  what  he  knows,  he 
would  find  but  very  littie  left,  and  that  little  not  of  the  moat 
valuable  kind.  It  is  conversation, —  it  is  the  meeting  of  men 
face  to  face,  and  talking  over  what  they  have  a  common  inter- 
est  in.  It  is  this  intercourse  that  makes  men  sharp,  intelligent^ 
ready  to  communicate  to  others,,  and  ready  to  receive  intima* 
tions  from  them,  and  ready  to  act  upon  those  only  which  they 
receive  by  this  communication.  Therefore,  if  there  were  not 
a  thing  exhibited, — if  there  were  not  a  good  pair  of  steers,  nor 
a  fine  horse,  nor  likely  cow,  in  the  whole  country^ — ^if  there  be 
society, — ^if  there  be  ladies,  wives  and  daughters, — ^if  there  be 
those  connected  with  the  tillage  of  the  land,  I  say  that  these 
annual  meetings  are  highly  important  to  progress  in  the  art  ta 
which  they  refer.  I  come  here  as  a  poor  farmer,  to  meet  with 
other  better  farmers,  ready  to  receive  from  them  any  instruc- 
tions their  experience  may  have  taught,  and^esirous  only  of 
suggesting  something  for  their  reflection  which,  now  or  here- 
after, may.  draw  their  attention,  and  draw  it  usefully  to  some- 
thing in  the  agricultural  art. 

There  is  nothing  that  I  know  of  in  my  mode  of  culture  of  the 
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tbin  and  ligbt  lands  which  I  posaeae,  diffecent  from  the  general 
notetbod  of  cultivation  in  this  commonwealth,  except  this :  that 
I  have  been  pacsuaded,  by  reading  and  observation  abroad^ 
that  there  is  one  species  of  cultivation  almost  unknown  in  the 
State  of  Masaachosetts,  which  is  still  very  well  suited  to  the 
coanties.  of  Norfolk^  Aristol,  Plymouthi  and  other  places  where 
there  is  a  great  portion  of  light  land.  I  mean  the  root  cuiti* 
vation, — ^that  of  turnips  and  beets.  And,  from  all  flights  of 
oratory. upon  agriculture,  I  come  down  to  simple' beets  and 
turnips,  and  give  you  one  word  of  recommendation  upon  that 
subject.  Now  the  time  is  coming,  when  the  light  lands  mnst 
yield  to  this  culture.  I  argue  from  analogy.  I  see  that  the 
cultivation  of  the  turnip  crop  is  the  very  soul  and  substance  of 
English  husbandry.  I  see  that  England  would  fail  to  pay  in> 
terest  on  her  National  debt,  if  turnips  were  excluded  from  her 
culture.  It  is  just  as  certain  as  any  thing  in  the  world,  it  would 
be  impossible  for  the  cultivation  of  England  to  go  on,  without 
the  culture  of  turnips.  It  is  several  years  since  it  was  first 
introduced  there.  Nobody  here  has  hardly  yet  attended  to  ity 
and  every  body  there  knows  all  about  it  It  is  the  green  crop 
of  turnips  which  has  rendered  England  so  rich  in  agriculture. 
What  are  the  cattle  and  sheep  of  England  supported  on  ?  On 
corn  or  dry  wheat  ?  It  is  not  extravagant  to  say  that  four- 
fifths  of  the  beef  of  England, — ^the  best  in  the  world, — are  fat* 
tened  upon  the  turnips  of  England. 

As  to  rearing  so  many  sheep — I  do  not  Icnow  the  number 
perhaps  sixty  or  seventy  millions  of  fleeces  per  year,  without 
turnips,  nobody  thinks  of  doing  such  a  thing.  Now,  I  would 
say  that  the  light  lands  of  this  part  of  the  country  are  as 
favorable  for  turnips  as  in  England,  with  one  exception.  lu 
England  the  turnip  crop  is  usually  consumed  by  the  animals 
in  the  field.  It  is  not  a  country  where  there  is  great  severity 
of  winter.  The  ground  is  not  frozen,  for  any  considerable 
part  of  the  time  to  prevent  the  sheep  from  being  out  in  all 
weather.  But  this  is  not  the  case  in  Scotland,  where  the  crop 
is  especially  profitable.  There  they  ^<draw  "  it,  as  it  is  called, 
— they  house  it,  and  and  a  very  slight  covering  will  keep  ofi' 
the  frost  there,  and  also  here.     This  is  the  basis  of  their 
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fVodigionB  pradoction  of  animal  food  and  wool,  which  those 
eountries  yield.  I  have  compared  statistics — I  have  looked 
at  the  products  of  my  own  small  field,  and  I  find  that  I  have 
now  down  there— the  poorest  farm^  on  the  poorest  farm,  in 
the  poorest  county — I  have  turnips,  which  I  am  willing  to 
show,  too,  and  compare  with  any  farmer  in  Yorkshire.  We 
talk  about  the  breed  of  cattie.  To  be  sure,  it  is  very  impor- 
tant ;  but  allow  me  to  say  that  no  breed  can  be  good,  and 
strong,  and'  fat,  and  handsome*  without  good  keeping.  We 
must  adopt  three  rules,  which  the  old  Cato  gave  with  regard 
to  the  raising  of  animals:  ^Feed — feed  well — ^feed  high!" 
Now,  gentlemen,  we  see  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  common- 
wealth, cattle,  not  such  as  they  should  be,  because  we  see 
pastures  so  dry,  so  rocky,  so  covered  with  bushes,  that  they 
would  be  able  to  defy  all  the  breeds  of  creation.  The  great 
point  to  which  improvement  should  tend,  is  to  improve  the 
means  of  sustaining  animals — to  increase  the  quantity  and 
to  improve  the  quality  of  the  food  for  animals,  and  I  believe 
that  in  pursuit  of  that  end,  when  the  turnips  of  Norfolk  vnll 
compare  not  unsatisfactorily  with  the  turnips  of  England — 
when  there  will  be  numerous  individuals  who  have  made  their 
fortunes  in  this  species  of  culture,  that  good  breeds  will  nec- 
essarily arise.  That  is  my  opinion,  and  I  record  it  now,  and 
leave  it  recorded  for  future  use.  It  may  not  come  into  £GisUon 
in  my  day.  If  you  do  not  try  it,  your  children  will  try  it. 
And  if  there  be  any  young  man  here,  with  a  few  acres  fit  for 
this  purpose — if  he  will  put  it  into  proper  shape,  and  will 
obtain  the  seed  of  the  sweet  turnip,  and  put  it  into  the  ground, 
between  the  fourth  and  tenth  of  July,  pay  some  little  atten- 
tion, thin  it  out  well  once,  and  if  it  does  not  turn  out  the  best 
and  most  profitable  crop  that  he  ever  had,  why  I  wish  him  to 
come  down  immediately  to  Marshfield. 
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The  wholesome  habits  of  society  have  been  so  broken  up 
by  the  civil  and  political  convulsions  of  the  age,  and  the  inor- 
dinate thirst  for  acquiring  wealth  and  fashionable  consequence 
through  mercantile  and  other  speculations,  that  honest  product- 
ive labor  has  been  thrown  entirely  into  the  background,  and 
considered  not  only  ungenteel,  but  menial  and  servile.  Yet  I 
venture  to  lay  down  this  proposition,  that  he  who  provides  for 
the  wants  and  comforts  of  himself  and  family,  and  renders 
some  service  to  society  at  large,  by  his  mental  and  physical 
industry,  performs  one  of  the  highest  duties  of  life ;  and  wil 
ultimately  be  rewarded  in  the  conscious  rectitude  of  his  life, 
by  a  greater  measure  of  substantial  happiness,  than  he  who 
makes  millions  by  fraud  and  speculation  to  be  squandered  in 
extravagance,  or  wasted  in  folly,  by  his  children  or  grand- 
children. The  revolutions  which  are  constantly  taking  place 
in  families,  sufficiently  admonish  us  that  it  is  not  the  wealth 
we  leave  to  our  children,  but  the  industrious  and  moral  habits 
in  which  we  educate  them,  that  secures  to  them  worldly  pros- 
perity, and  the  treasure  of  an  approving  conscience. 

What  class  in  society  have  within  their  reach  so  many  of  the 
elements  of  human  enjoyments — so  many  facilities  for  dispens- 
ing benefits  to  others— one  of  the  first  duties  and  richest  pleas- 
ures of  life — as  the  independent  tillers  of  the  soil?  <*  The  farmer," 
says  Franklin,  ^'  has  no  need  of  popular  favor ;  the  success  of 
his  crops  depends  only  on  the  blessings  of  Gh>d  upon  his  hon- 
est industry.''  If  discreetly  conducted  on  the  improved  prin^ 
26 
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ciples  of  husbandry,  agriculture  offers  the  certain  means  of 
acquirinfj^  wealth,  and  as  rapidly  as  consistent  with  the  pure 
enjoyments  of  life,  or  with  the  good  order  and  prosperous 
condition  of  society.  Agriculture  is  the  golden  mean,  secure 
alike  from  the  mushroom  of  opulence,  and  the  craven  syco- 
phancy and  dependence  of  poverty.  "  Give  me  neither  pov- 
erty nor  riches,"  was  the  prayer  of  the  wise  man  of  Scripture, 
<'  lest,'^  he  added, ''  I  be  full  and  deny  thee  and  say, '  who  is  the 
Lord  ? '  or  lest  I  be  poor,  and  steal,  and  take  the  name  of  my 
God  in  vain."  When  we  consider  that  agriculture  is  the  great 
business  of  the  nation — of  mankind ;  that  its  successful  pros* 
ecution  depends  upon  a  knowledge,  in  the  cultivators  of  the 
soil,  of  the  principles  of  natural  science ;  and  that  our  agri- 
culture stands  in  special  need  of  this  auxiliary  aid ;  we  cair- 
not  withhold  our  surprise  and  regret,  that  we  have  not  long 
since  established  professional  schoob,  in  which  our  youth,  or 
such  of  them  as  are  designed  to  manage  this  branch  of  national 
labor,  may  be  taught,  simultaneously,  the  principles  and 
practice  of  their  future  business  of  life;  on  which,  more  than 
any  other  branch  of  business,  the  fortunes  of  our  country^ 
moral,  political  and  national,  essentially  depend.  We  require 
an  initiatory  study  of  years  in  the  principle  of  law  and  medi* 
,cine,  before  we  permit  the  pupil  to  practice  in  these  profes- 
sions. We  require  a  like  preliminary  study  in  our  military 
and  naval  schools,  in  the  science  of  war  and  navigation,  ere  the 
student  is  deemed  qualified  to  command.  And  yet,  in  agricul- 
ture, by  which,  under  the  blessing  of  Providence,  we  virtually 
**  live,  move,  and  have  our  being,"  and  which  truly  embrace* 
a  wider  range  of  useful  science  than  either  law,  medicine,, 
war,  or  navigation,  we  have  no  schools,  we  give  no  instruc- 
tion, WB  bestow  no  governmental  patronage.  Scientific  knowl- 
edge is  deemed  indispensible  in  many  minor  employments  of 
ife;  but  in  this  great  business,  in  which  its  influence  would 
be  most  potent  and  useful,  we  consider  it,  judging  from  our 
practice,  of  less  consequence  than  the  fictions  of  the  novelisti 
We  regard  mind  as  the  efficient  power  in  most  other  pursuits 
while  we  forget,  that  in  agriculture  it  is  the  Archimedean 
iever,  which,  though  it  does  not  move,  tends  to  fill  a  worid 
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with  plenty,  with  moral  health  and  human  happiness.  Can 
It  excite  sarprise,  that  under  these  circumstances  of  gross 
neglect,  agriculture  should  have  among  us,  in  popular  estima- 
tion, a  clownish  and  ignoble  employment?  In  the  absence 
of  agricultural  professional  schools,  could  we  not  do  much  to 
enlighten  and  raise  the  character  of  American  husbandry,  by 
making  its  principles  a  branch  of  study  in  our  district  schools? 
This  knowledge  would  seldom  come  amiss,  and  it  would  often 
prove  a  ready  help  under  misfortune,  to  those  who  bad  failed 
in  other  business.  What  man  is  there,  who  may  not  expect 
at  some  time  of  life,  to  profit  by  a  direct  knowledge  of  these 
principles?  Who  does  not  hope  to  become  the  owner  or  cul- 
tivator of  a  garden  or  a  farm?  And  what  man,  enjoying  the 
blessing  of  health,  would  be  at  a  loss  for  the  means  of  an 
honest  livelihood,  whose  mind  has  been  early  imbued  with 
the  philosophy  of  rural  culture,  and  who  would  not  rather 
work  than  beg?  An  early  acquaintance  with  natural  science 
is  calculated  to  beget  a  taste  for  rural  life  and  rural  labors,  as 
a  source  of  pleasure,  profit  and  honor.  It  will  stimulate  to 
the  improvement  of  the  mind — to  elevate  and  to  purify  it — to 
self-respect — to  moral  deportment,  and  it  will  tend  to  deter 
from  bad  habits,  which  steal  upon  the  ignorant  and  the  idle 
unawares,  and  which  consign  thousands  of  young  men  to 
poverty  and  disgrace,  if  not  to  premature  graves.  A  knowl- 
edge of  these  principles,  to  a  very  useful  extent,  can  be 
acquired  with  as  much  facility  in  the  school,  or  upon  the  farm 
as  other  branches  of  learning.  Why,  then,  shall  they  not  be 
taught?  Why  shall  we  withhold  from  our  agricultural  popu- 
lation that  knowledge  which  is  so  indispensable  to  their  profit* 
to  their  independence,  and  to  their  correct  bearing  as  farmers? 
Why,  while  we  boast  of  our  superior  privileges,  keep  in  com- 
parative ignorance  of  their  business,  that  class  of  our 
citizens  who  are  truly  the  conservators  of  our  freedom? 
I  know  of  bat  one  objection — ^the  want  of  teachers.  A 
few  years  ago  civil  engineers  were  not  to  be  found  among 
US ;  the  demand  for  them  created  a  supply.  We  have  dem- 
onstrated that  we  have  the  materiak  for  civil  engineers 
and  that  we  can  work  them  up.     We  have  materials  for 
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teachers  of  agricultural  science,  which  we  can  also  work  up. 
Demand  will  always  uisnre  a  supply.  We  have  professional 
schools  in  almost  every  business  of  life,  except  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  soil,  one  of  the  most  important  and  essential  of 
them  all,  and  one  embracing  a  larger  scope  of  nseful  study  in 
jnatural  science  and  in  usefulness  to  the  temporal  wants  of 
the  human  family  than  any  other.  The  policy  of  monarchs, 
and  of  privileged  orders,  has  been  to  repress  intelligence  in 
the  agricultural  masses,  in  order  to  keep  them  in  a  subordi- 
nate station.  But,  neither  the  policy  nor  the  practice  should 
be  countenanced  by  us.  Our  agriculturists  are  our  privileged 
class,  if  we  have  such.  They  are  our  sovereigns,  because,  from 
their  superior  numbers,  they  must  ever  control  our  political 
destinies,  for  good  or  for  evil.  And  the  more  intelligent  and 
independent  we  can  render  them,  the  more  safe  we  make  our 
country,  from  convulsions  of  internal  fends  and  the  dangers  of 
foreign  war. 

I  put  the  question  to  fathers :  Would  you  esteem  that  son 
less,  or  think  him  less  likely  to  fulfill  the  great  duties  of  life, 
who  had  been  educated  in  a  professional  school  of  agricul- 
ture, with  all  the  high  quaUGcations  which  it  would  confer 
for  public  and  domestic  influences,  than  him  who  had  been 
educated  for  the  counter,  the  bar,  or  other  high  professional 
callings?  On  which  could  you  best  rely  for  support  and 
comfort  in  the  decline  of  life? 

Nay,  I  will  venture  to  carry  the  appeal  further — to  the  dis- 
criminating judgment  of  the  unmarried  lady:  Would  you 
reject  as  a  partner  for  life,  the  student  of  such  a  college,  com- 
ing forth  with  a  sound  mind,  deeply  imbued  with  useful 
knowledge,  and  a  hale  constitution,  invigorated  with  manly 
exercise,  whose  cares  and  affections  were  likely  to  bp  concen- 
trated upon  home  and  country,  and  whose  prospects  and 
examples  would  tend  to  difluse  industry,  prosperity  and  rural 
happiness  around  him?  The  father's  response  would  be,  I 
think,  an  unhesitating '^  No,"  to  the  first  question ;  ^and  the 
lady's,  after  due  deliberation,*  I  verily  suspect,  would  be  a 
half-articulate  "  Amen! ^

Old  earth,  the  benign  mother  of  as  all,  jastly  claims  our 
first  attention,  for  it  is  upon  her  material  bosom  we  repose  in 
safety,  and  to  her  bonntiftd  hand  we  look  for  every  material 
comfort  of  life.  In  the  infancy  of  our  race  her  bounty  fed 
her  simple  children  with  the  productions  of  her  young  ener- 
gies spontaneously  produced.  Now  we  have  reached  a  state 
of  intellectual  and  moral  manhood.  She  requires  us  to  earn 
our  bread  by  the  toil  of  our  hands  and  the  inspiration  of  our 
genius;  and  woe  be  to  the  indolent  fellow  who  attempts  to 
hang  upon  the  maternal  breast  in  idle  vagrancy  and  thinks  to 
nurse  as  an  adult  baby.  There.  Shame  upon  such  an 'one; 
let  him  be  hissed  from  honest  society,  and  by  the  thongs  of 
shame  and  poverty  whipped  into  the  ranks  of  honest  workers. 

Labor  is  the  common  duty  of  all;  a  lot  not  to  be  depreca* 
ted  as  a  hard  fate  and  shunned  when  possible,  but  a  benefi- 
cence to  be  accepted  gratefully,  a  destiny  to  be  fulfilled  reli- 
giously. 

"Toil  is  creation's  crown,  worship  is  dntj, 
And  greater  than  Qods  in  old  days  is  the  worker." 

My  friends,  the  sublimity  of  labor  is  among  the  grandest 
themes  upon  which  the  orator  and  the  poet  can  dwell. 

Intelligent  labor  is  the  pillar  of  civilization,  and  the  records 
of  her  triumphs  gild  with  a  golden  tinge  the  entire  history  of 
our  race. 
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To  labor  is  God-like,  for  God  labors  unceasingly.  To  ie» 
fuse  to  labor  is  to  become  a  beggar  and  sink  into  the  slough 
of  infamy.  We  are  aware  that  the  dignity  of  labor  has  thus 
far  in  this  country  been  regarded  too  much  in  the  light  of  an 
abstraction.  Practically,  labor  has  been  held  in  disrepute  by 
a  large  class  of  our  people,  and  such^tributes  as  I  am  now  be- 
stowing upon  it  they  smile  at  as  the  rhapsodies  of  enthusiasts. 
Such  sentiments  are  wholly  anti- American,  and  are  among 
the  baleful  influences  still  clinging  to  this  nation  as  a  part  of 
her  inheritance  from  her  feudal  ancestors.  Let  her  rise  up  in 
the  might  of  her  glorious  principles  of  equal  rights  and  exact 
justice,  and  proclaim  to  all  the  world  that  he  only  is  noble 
who  nobly  does  his  duty  in  whatever  station  in  life  he  may 
be  placed.  And  he  the  only  plebian  who  fails  to  add  his  share 
to  the  world's  wealth  Imd  humanities  comfort  The  ques- 
tion of  reconstruction  has  agitated  our  country  for  years.  We 
earnestly  hope  that  when  the  political  status  of  the  States 
has  been  fixed,  reconstruction  of  public  sentiment  on  the  sub- 
ject before  us  may  be  earnestly  prosecuted  until  the  last 
vestige  of  that  infamous  aristocracy,  with  its  long  train  of 
4imy  spawns,  toadyism,  snobbery,  &c,  &c.,  shall  have  been 
rooted  out,  and  we  become  in  truth  what  we  have  heretofore 
only  pretended  to  be,  a  Republican  people.  With  these  pre- 
liminSiry  remarks,  which  seemed  necessary  as  a  prelude,  X  pro- 
ceed to  the  more  practical  consideration  of  my  subject. 

Among  the  industrial  pursuits,  farming  stands  pre-eminent, 
and  fruit  growing  is  really  but  a  branch  of  it.  We  have 
adopted  a  styfe  of  nomenclature,  however,  which  divides  agri- 
culture and  horticulture  into  two  sciences,  and,  yielding  to  this 
arbitrary  rule,  we  will  so  treat  them  in  our  remarks.  Farmers, 
your  profession  is  a  laborious  one,  but  it  is  also  an  independ- 
ent, and,  if  properly  pursued,  a  remunerative  one.  The  most 
independent  and  remunerative  of  all  the  professions.  Wait 
until  you  hear  me  out,  before  you  demur  at  this  statement. 
Mark  my  words.  I  say  if  properly  followed^  it  as  the  most  re- 
munerative of  all  trades.  Be  it  my  mission  to  give  you  some 
hints  on  the  proper  conduct  of  this  business.  Some  facts,  by 
long  experience,  you  have  learned  well ;   of  these  I  need  not 
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«peak.  There  are  some  things,  with  all  your  experience,  yoa 
have  not  learned  fully.  To  these,  or  some  of  these,  allow  m^ 
io  invite  yoar  attention. 

DRAINAOE. 

A  correct  system  of  drainage,  lies  at  the  basis  of  successful 
farming.  I  do  not  mean  simply  o|^en  ditches  to  carry  oif  sur- 
plus water  from  low  lands.  I  mean  what  is  termed  under^ 
draining,  by  which  the  rains  of  heaven  are  invited  down  to  the 
Yoots  of  plants,  and  after  performing  its  mission  in  dissolving 
the  elements  of  fertility,  and  carrying  them  down  to  their  roots, 
it  passes  off  through  these  underground  channels,  instead  of 
becoming  stagnant,  and  chilling  and  poisoning  the  plants  it 
should  nourish.  This  is  not  only  ejected  by  under-draining 
but  the  air  is  also  let  into  the  sub-soil,  carrying  along  with  it 
i^he  warm  and  life-giving  influence  of  the  sun.  Entering  the 
drains  .when  not  filled  with  water,  this  vital  air  rises  up  through 
the  interstices  of  the  earth,  warming,  mellowing,  loosening  the 
«ub-Boil  until  it  reaches  the  surface. 

This  desirable  result  is  greatly  aided  by  sub-soiling;  hence, 
'Bub-soiling  and  draining  goes  together  properly.  Some  have 
supposed  that  under-draining  was  of  no  value  without  sub- 
foiling.  I  do  not  adopt  this  view ;  I  hold  that  it  is  nearly,  if 
not  quite,  always  best  to  let  the  two  go  together,  however.  I 
have  some  claim  to  an  intimate  knowledge  of  your  soils,  hav- 
ing spent  more  than. half  my  life  in  the  country,  and  upon  a 
•day  farm  ;  I  speak  advisedly,  therefore.  Your  rich  alluvial 
1>ottom  lands  are  under-drained  by  nature,  and  their  fertility 
has  long  been  the  wonder  and  envy  of  the  beech  flat  and  oak 
ridge  farmers.  Let  me  whisper  a  word  in  the  ears  of  the  latter 
«lass.  I  would  not  give  one  acre  of  your  land  for  two — I  have 
a  great  mind  to  say  five^-— of  the  coveted  bottom  lands.  Your 
beech  and  sugar  uplands,  and  even  your  oak  ridges,  are  mines 
of  wealth  that,  if  properly  worked,  will  not  only  prove  wonder- 
fully fertile,  putting  the  river  bottom  lands  to  shame,  but  they 
will  constanUy  improve  under  the  manipulations  of  the  Intel- 
ige  n  t  and  scientific  farmer.    Every  dollar  you  spend  in  money^ 
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every  Uow  ydu  strike,  if  properly  donei  will  not  only  pay  diT* 
idends  at  once,  but  continue  to  pay  dividends  forever  aftorwaid. 
I  can  not  go  into  detail  now,  bnt  do  assure  you  that  the  first 
grand  improvement  your  up-lands  need,  is  to  be  thorough^ 
imder-drained  and  deeply  sub-soiled. 

M  A  N  U  RB  s. 

After  being  under-drained  and  sub-soiled,  your  lands  are  in 
the  best  possible  condition  for  the  reception  of  manures.  These 
are  of  two  general  classes :  Decayed  vegetable  and  anima^ 
matter,  and  green  crops,  such  as  clover,  weeds,  &c.  Every 
farm  should  have  its  compost  heaps,  to  which  should  be  added 
constantly  every  waste  substance  that  would  make  manure,, 
besides  as  large  quantities  of  leaves,  muck,  &c.,  as  can  be  con- 
veniently had.  When  one  heap  is  large  enough,  leave  it  to 
ripen,  and  commence  a  new  one.  When  ripe,  or  thoroughly^ 
totted,  put  it  on  your  fields  judiciously.  One  of  the  best  meana 
of  enriching  land  is  by  a  system  of  dovering.  This  is  a  vig» 
orous  grower.  Among  all  the  plants  known,  it  extracts  the 
rich  gasses  from  the  atmosphere  perhaps  in  larger  quantities* 
It  is,  therefore,  the  best  green  manure  we  have.  Besides,  it  ia 
tap-rooted,  sending  its  roots  deep  into  the  sub-soil,  serving  the 
office  of  the  sub-soil  to  some  extent  when  it  has  not  been  used» 
and  greatly  adding  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  this  im» 
pleroent  where  it  has.  I  would  not  be  understood  to  recom* 
mend  either  of  the  above  systems  of  manuring  as  sufficient^ 
but  would  have  them  go  together.  Land  well  manured  will 
produce  a  heavy  crop  of  clover,  and  this  deeply  turned  under 
leaves  the  land  in  the  best  possible  condition  for  other  crops. 

ROTATION    OF   CROPS. 

I  will  not  dwell  here  longer  than  to  say  that  grass,  wheat^. 
rye  and  barley  should  comprise  your  staple  productions,  while 
Lidian  corn  and  oats  should  be  grown  in  moderate  quantities.^ 
My  reasons  are  that  the  first  four  articles  are  produced  with 
much  less  tax  upon  the  soil  than  the  other  two,  while  they^ 
are  equally,  if  not  more,  valuable  in  market     Orass  has  not. 
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been  cultivated  as  a  leading  crop»  yet  the  oensos  shows  that^ 
exoepting  Indian  corn,  it  exceeds  in  valae  any  single  product 
grown  in  America,  and,  leaving  out  com  and  wheat,  it  b  about 
equal  to  all  other  agricultural  products,  including  cotton  and 
tobacco.  I  would  advise  the  farmers  to  sow  more  grass,  get 
good  breeds  of  cattle  and  sheep,  and  raise  beef,  butter,  mutton^, 
cheese  and  wool,  instead  of  so  much  corn  and  pork.  It  is  easier 
done,  pays  better,  and  leaves  your  lands  in  finer  condition. 

The  subject  of  fences  has  attracted  but  little  attention  ia 
this  heavily  timbered  country,  but  I  must  be  allowed  to  invite 
your  attention  to  a  few  obvious  facts.  You  need  scarcely  be 
told  that  while  the  amount  of  fencing  absolutely  required  is 
rapidly  increasing,  the  forest  upon  which  we  depend  for  mate- 
rial, is  rapidly  disappearing.  Put  the  two  together,  and  it  is 
plain  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  impossible  ta 
fence  our  farms,  unless  something  is  done  to  remedy  or  avert 
this  disagreeable  dilemma  into  which  we  are  being  driven.  I 
would  recommend  first,  that  you  husband  your  present  supply^ 
stop  cutting  timber  save  when  it  is  necessary  to  do  so,  then 
use  it  as  economically  as  possible.  Secondly,  plant  hedges 
wherever  jou  wish  permanent  fences.  These  grow  up  in  a 
few  years  so  as  to  serve  your  purpose,  and  this  style  of  fence  is 
permanent,  efficient,  and  very  beautiful.  80  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  learn,  the  Osage  orange  gives  the  most  perfect 
satisfaction  as  a  hedge  plant  I  know  of  a  number  of  farms  in 
this  State,  and  a  great  many  more  in  Illinois,  which  are  almost 
wholly  fenced  with  it,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  owners. 
I  should  be  glad  to  see  it  come  into  more  general  use  all  over 
the  land ;  it  would  add  to  the  beauty  and  value  of  your  feurms^ 
while  economizing  your  timber  and  lessening  your  labor. 

RURAL    ECONOMY, 

Is  a  subject  too  little  understood  by  farmers.  It  is  a  great 
science,  and  in  it  lies  one  of  the  chief  secrets  of  success  in 
farming.  Economy  signifies  to  use  without  wasting.  Under 
this  definition,  I  fear  the  farmers  would  be  found  among  the 
most  prodigal  of  all  the  spendthrifts  of  the  country.  The 
principal  capital  of  a  young  farmer,  that  upon  which  his  great- 
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est  hopes  of  success  rests,  is  his  health  and  strength,  and  manljr 
vigor ;  let  him  be  carefiil  he  does  not  squander  these.  Reason- 
able labor  promotes  health,  bot  excessive  toil  exhausts  vitality 
breaks  down  the  constitution,  and  makes  a  man  old  before  his 
time.  Farmers  should  so  regulate  their  plans  as  to  let  each 
day  and  season  have  their  round  of  duties,  but  never  allow 
themselves  hurried  unreasonably.  The  man  who  begins  life 
with  a  fair  stock  of  health,  should  be  in  his  prime  at  fifty, 
whereas  a  majority  of  farmers  begin  to  fail  at  forty,  and  are  old 
men  at  fifty, — proof  positive  that  they  have  recklessly  squan- 
dered their  inheritance  of  health  and  vigorous  manhood.  I 
earnestly  advise  yotr  to  economize  your  strength,  and  carefully 
protect  your  health.  Remember  that  aside  from  the  pleasure 
of  a  long  life  of  quiet  industry  and  prudent  habits,  a  much 
greater  measure  of  success  may  be  realized  in  forty  years  ex- 
perience of  such  a  life,  than  in  twenty  of  hurry,  worry  and 
overwork.  Undertake  only  what  you  may  reasonably  hope  to 
perform  welL  A  little  farm,  well  tilled,  will  produce  more  than 
a  large  one,  only  half  tended.  It  is  estimated  that  one  acre 
of  land  will  sustain  a  family  of  three  persons.  How  many 
farmers  find  it  difficult  to  support  a  family  on  one  hundred  acres. 
My  word  for  it,  they  would  succeed  better  if  they  only  had 
forty ;  and  if  they  understood  the  science  of  farm  economy, 
they  could  get  rich  on  twenty  acres.  The  great  secret  of  con- 
centrated effort  has  not  been  understood  by  our  farmers  as  it 
should.  Rural  economy  forbids  the  waste  of  any  part  of  the 
crop  after  it  is  produced,  but  demands  the  utmost  care  in  its 
preservation.  To  harvest  in  a  hurried  and  slovenly  manner, 
leaving,  perhaps,  ten  per  cent,  of  the  crop  on  the  ground,  is  a 
flagrant  violation  of  her  laws;  and  to  leave  the  farm  products 
or  utensils  exposed  to  the  weather  until  spoiled,  or  even  in- 
jured, is  a  sin  upon  which  she  visits  her  severest  censure,  and 
most  speedy  punishment. 

I  believe  that  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  our  farmers  loose  ten 
per  cent  of  their  entire  crops  through  carelessness,  and  that 
their  farm  implements  rust  and  rot  from  exposure,  faster  than 
they  wear  out  from  use.  Thb  is  truly  very  bad  economy.  One 
of  the  most  imperative  maxims  of  rural  economy  is,  that  a

former  shoold  keep  none  bat  good  stock,  and  of  this,  only  so 
ranch  as  he  can  keep  in  good  condition.  It  does  not  pay  to 
keep  scrub  cattle,  low-blooded  horses,  or  unthrifty  animals  of 
any  kind.  They  consume  as  much  food,  require  as  much  care 
and  cost  as  much,  in  every  way,  as  good  stock,  but  will  not 
bring  half  the  money  when  put  in  the  market  It  is  bad  econ- 
omy, also,  (as  well  as  cruel,)  to  keep  more  stock  than  we  can 
feed  and  shelter  well.  It  not  only  depreciates  the  value  of  an 
animal  to  half  starve  it,  and  leave  it  exposed  to  inclement 
weather,  but  is  a  sure  way  to  deprave  the  blood,  and  change 
good  stock  to  scrubs.  It  is  careful  culture,  mainly,  which  has 
developed  our  fine  breeds  of  stock ;  and  carelessness  and  cra« 
elty  will  rapidly  run  them  down.  This  fact  should  never  be 
lost  sight  of.  One  of  the  most  important  lessons  of  rural 
economy,  is  that  in  which  she  teaches  us  to  avail  ourselves, 
as  much  as  possible,  of  the  aids  furnished  us  by  science  and 
mechanism. 

Agriculture  is  the  very  oldest  of  the  arts,  but  it  has  never 
been  pursued  as  a  science.  Experience  has  heretofore  been 
the  sole  guide  of  the  farmer.  Philosophy  now  stands  at  the 
threshhold  of  our  temple,  ready  to  throw  the  light  of  science 
upon  our  pathway.  Shall  we  refuse  the  cdd  of  this  brilliant 
luminary,  and  still  grope  on,  guided  only  by  the  dim  lamp  of 
experience ;  or  shall  we,  like  rational  men,  like  our  brothers  of 
other  professions,  avail  ourselves  of  every  aid  within  our  recu^h? 
A  thorough  education,  scientific  as  well  as  practical,  is  as 
necessary  to  the  farmer  as  to  the  physician,  or  any  other  profes- 
sional character;  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  an 
ignorant  farmer  will  be  regarded  by  his  neighbors  in  the  same 
light  as  a  quack  is  now  looked  upon  by  scientific  physicians. 
Let  us  look  at  this  subject  a  moment :  Chemistry  teaches  the 
composition  of  plants  and  soils,  and  the  relation  they  bear  to 
each  other.  Do  you  not  see  that  this  science  could  be  made 
of  great  service  to  the  farmer,  by  telling  him  what  class  of 
plants  are  best  adapted  to  certain  soils,  and  what  his  soil  need- 
ed to  adapt  it  to  any  crop  he  chose  to  grow  ? 

Geology  teaches  the  original  formation,  character  and  struct, 
are  of  soils,  arid  is  a  valuable  guide  in  the  selection  of  a  farm. 
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Entomology  describes  and  gives  the  habits  of  the  various 
insects  that  inhabit  the  earth  and  swarm  in  the  air;  telling  us 
which  are  friends  and  which  enemies,  and  how  to  protect  the 
one  and  destroy  the  other.  Thus,  I  might  go  through  the  cata- 
logue of  sciences,  showing  the  bearing  each  had  upon  farming^ 
but  this  will  suffice. 

We  want  more  books  and  papers  devoted  to  agriculture ;  we 
want  an  agricultural  college,  and  we  want  agricultural  science 
taught  in  our  public  schools. 

Mechanism  is  an  important  ally  of  agriculture,  and  is  des* 
tined  to  prove  of  great  service  to  farmers.  It  is  only  through 
the  aid  of  machinery,  we  are  enabled  to  keep  pace  with  the 
increasing  demands  for  farm  products.  Without  the  reaper 
and  mower,  we  could  not  save  our  summ^  harvests ;  and  we 
would  suffer  serious  inconvenience  if  deprived  of  the  service  of 
the  threshing  machine.  These  are  familiar  examples  of  what 
the  mechanic  is  doing  for  the  farmer.  I  predict  that  his  in- 
ventive genius  will  not  cease  its  triumphs  until  nearly  or  quite 
every  operation  on  the  farm  can  be  performed  by  machinery^ 
while  the  sole  duty  of  the  coming  farmer  will  be  to  superintend 
its  operations. 

HORTICULTURE. 

This  great  branch  of  rural  art,  is  progressing  in  a  most  en- 
couraging and  gratifying  mariner.  Already  it  is  recognized  as 
a  popular  science ;  sustained  by  a  host  of  learned  professors^ 
and  backed  by  a  literature  of  which  any  profession  might  well 
be  proud. 

Horticulture  is  not  inaptly  styled  the  flower  of  husbandry^ 
and  it  is  not  wonderful,  therefore,  that  it  should  present  charma 
so  seductive  as  to  allure  so  many  of  our  most  intelligent  and 
cultivated  gentlemen  into  its  study  and  practice.  But  I  am 
entering  a  field  here,  that,  in  common  justice,  demands  more 
time  than  I  have  left,  and  I  forbear  to  proceed  further  at  pres- 
ent; but  promise,  at  some  future  time,  if  opportunity  favors^ 
to  devote  an  hour  to  this  science  in  your  hearing. 
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ANIMAL  AND  VEGETABLE  FOOD. 


Joseph  Bentley,  in  his  ^  Hearth  and  Homei"  adduces  the 
following  singular  facts  in  relation  to  animal  and  vegetable 
food :  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  remark,  and  one  that  seems 
never  to  have  been  noticed,  that  throughout  the  whole  animal 
creation,  in  every  country  and  clime  of  the. earth,  the  most 
useful  animab  cost  nature  the  least  waste  to  sustain  them 
with  food.  For  instance,  all  animals  that  work,  live  on  vege- 
table food ;  and  no  animal  that  eats  flesh  works.  The  all- 
powerful  elephant,  and  the  patient,  untiring  camel,  in  the 
torrid  zone ;  the  Horse,  the  ox,  the  donkey,  in  the  temperate ; 
and  the  reindeer  in  the  frigid  zone,  obtain  all  their  muscular 
power  for  enduring  labor  from  nature's  simplest  productions, 
the  vegetable  kingdom.  But  all  the  flesh  eating  animals  keep 
the  rest  of  animated  creation  in  constant  dread  of  them. 
They  seldom  eat  vegetable  food  until  some  other  animal  has 
«aten  it  first,  and  made  it  into  flesh.  Their  only  use  seems 
to  be  to  destroy  life — ^their  own  flesh  is  unfit  for  other  animals 
to  eat,  having  been  itself  made  out  of  flesh,  and  is  most  foul 
and  ofiensive.  Great  strength,  fleetness  of  foot,  usefulness, 
cleanliness,  and  docility,  are  then  always  characteristic  of  vege- 
table eating  animals ;  while  all  the  world  dreads  flesh  eaters. 
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A  bear  rarely  exceeds  twenty  years ;  a  dog  lives  twenty 
years ;  a  wolf,  twenty ;  a  fox,  fourteen  or  sixteen.  The  aver* 
age  age  of  cats  is  fifteen  years ;  of  a  squirrel  or  hare,  seven 
or  eight  years.  Elephants  have  been  know  to  have  lived  to 
the  great  age  of  four  hundred  years.  When  Alexander  had 
conquered  Porus,  king  of  India,  he  took  a  great  elephant,, 
which  had  fought  valiantly  for  the  king,  and  named  him  Ajax, 
dedicated  him  to  the  sun,  and  let  him  go  with  this  inscription : 
'^  Alexander,  the  son  of  Jnpiter,  hath  dedicated  Ajax  to  the 
sun."  This  elephant  was  found  with  this  inscription  350 
years  after.  Pigs  have  been  known  to  live  to  the  age  of  thirty 
years ;  the  rhinoceros  to  fifty.  A  horse  has  been  known  to 
live  to  the  age  of  seventy-two,  but  averages  twenty-five  or 
thirty.  Camels  sometimes  live  to  the  age  of  one  hundred. 
Stags  are  long-lived.  Sheep  seldom  exceed  the  age  of  ten. 
Cows  live  about  fifteen  years.  An  eagle  died  at  Vienna  at 
the  age  of  one  hundred  and  four  years;  ravens  frequently 
reach  the  age  of  one  hundred.  Swans  have  been  known  to 
live  three  hundred  years.  Pelicans  are  long-lived.  A  tortoise 
has  been  known  to  live  much  above  one  hundred  and  ninety 
years. 
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THE  AMERICAN  FARMER. 


JOSIAH  QUINCY, 


What  is  the  position  of  the  American  farmer,  when  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  merchant,  the  politician,  the  lawyer? 
Should  he  be  content  with  his  lot  for  himself  and  his  child- 
ren; or  should  he  leave  his  occupation  and  adopt  some  other? 
Like  every  other  position,  that  of  the  farmer  has  its  dark  side 
as  well  as  its  bright  one ;  and  to  decide  on  its  comparative 
advantages,  we  must  inquire  what  is  the  object  of  man's 
existence,  and  how  he  shall  attain  the  end  of  his  being? 

To  these  questions,  history  and  revelation,  the  world  around 
us,  and  the  spirit  within  us  answer,  that  the  object  of  man's 
existence  is  happiness ;  happiness  here,  and  happiness  forever. 
And  the  condition  of  that  happiness  is  the  diligent  and  proper 
exercise  of  his  affections  and  faculties.  If  this  be  the  case, 
does  the  situation  of  the  American  farmer  offer  a  fair  oppor- 
tunity of  insuring  this  happiness  ? 

To  be  happy  is  the  object  of  life ;  and  all  that  the  world 
can  give  toward  it  is  health  and  competence.  "  Health  of 
body  is  above  all  riches,  and  a  strong  body  is  above  infinite 
wealth."  And  were  is  health  to  be  found  ?  There  is  no  need 
of  an  audible  answer.  Look  around  on  an  assembly  from 
the  rural  districts  of  the  country,  and  we  shall  see  bright  eyes 
and  blooming  cheeks  as  well  as  strong  arms  and  untiring 
strength,  giving  testimony  that  the  earth's  first  blessing  is 
bestowed  upon  those  who  labor  upon  her  bosom. 

But  health  is  often  undervalued  by  its  possessor,  or  only 
appreciated  when  lost     Wealth,  the  more  obvious  andjmme. 
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cliate  reward  of  labors  is  the  chief  pursuit  of  the  active.  And 
here  the  farmer  thinks  he  has  a  right  to  complain.  The  mer- 
chant will  sometimes  make  more  in  a  year  than  he  can  make 
in  a  lifetime ;  and  it  is  not  wonderful  that  be  sometimes  asks, 
would  it  not  be  better  to  leave  small  rewards,  though  regular 
and  certain,  for  the  chance  of  obtaining  greater?  To  decide 
this  question,  we  must  ^k,  what  is  the  price  he  pays?  what 
is  the  reward  he  obtains  ?  what  is  the  price  he  pays?  To  say 
nothing  of  his  moral  exposures,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases, 
health  of  body  and  serenity  of  mind.  Follow  such  a  one 
into  the  crowded  streets,  or  the  close  workshop.  His  strength 
for  a  time  sustains  him,  but  confinement  and  bad  air  soon 
<leprive  him  of  his  healthful  energy,  and  disease  and  prema- 
ture decay  become  too  often  his  portion.  But  supposing 
health  can  be  preserved,  where  is  the  serenity  of  mind  ? 

The  risks  attendant  on  rapid  accumulation  are  always  in 
proportion  to  the  chances  of  success.  The  farmer  sows  his 
seed,  and  has  no  doubt  but  that  the  harvest  will  pay  him. 
But  be  who  embarks  in  speculations  that  promise  sudden  and 
great  wealth,  knows  that  he  may  be  ^^  sowing  the  wind  to  reap 
the  whirlwind."  And  the  constant  fear  of  such  a  result 
imbitters  his  days,  and  renders  his  nights  restless.  And,  if 
attained,  success  gives  but  little  satisfaction.  The  higher  the 
xise,  the  wider  the  horizon ;  the  greater  the  accumulation,  the 
more  exorbitant  the  desire.  And  this  is  not  the  extent  of  the 
€viL  A  total  want  of  independence  is  too  often  the  result. 
Few  men  in  our  community  have  those  resources  that  will 
enable  them  to  carry  on  extensive  operations  on  their  own 
means.  Almost  all  depend  on  borrowing,  and  the  borrower  is 
the  servant  of  the  lender. 

But  even  if  succes  should  be  the  portion  of  the  aspirant 
for  riches,  when  is  he  to  attain  it?  Does  it  come  forward  to 
meet  him  ?  Years  of  anxiety  may  be  repaid  by  Wealth,  but 
how  seldom  is  this  the  case ;  more  than  ninety  in  every  hun- 
dred, even  in  regular  mercantile  pursuits,  fail.  There  are  but 
few  capital  prizes  in  this  lottery.  The  name  of  the  fortunate 
holder  may  be  seen  at  every  corner,  but  where  are  the  ninety 
and  nine  who  draw  blanks?     And  if  attained,  how  uncertain 
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its  possession.  Wealth  '^  gotten  by  vanity,''  by  which  J  sup- 
pose Solomon  meant  by  specalation,  ^  shall  be  diminished) 
but  be  that  gathereth  by  tabor  shall  increase,"  is  a  doctrine  as 
true  now  as  when  first  delivered,  and  is  one  which  the  expe* 
rience  of  every  age  tends  to  corroborate. 

And  after  all,  what  is  the  advantage  of  great  wealth,  or 
what  is  great  wealth  itself?  It  exists  only  in  comparison. 
**  A  man  is  as  well  off/'  said  the  great  capitalist  of  the  United 
States,  ^^  who  is  only  worth  a  half  a  million  of  dollars,  as  he 
would  be  if  he  were  rich ; "  and  one  of  the  satirical  papers  of 
the  day  tells  us  that  when  Baron  Rothschild,  the  Jewish 
banker,  read  that  the  income  of  Louis  Phillippe  was  only  fifty 
dollars  a  minute,  his  eyes  filled  with  tears,  for  he  was  not  aware 
of  the  existence  of  destitution.  After  the  comforts  of  life  are 
supplied,  wealth  becomes  merely  an  imaginary  advantage, 
and  its  possession  does  not  confer  any  material  for  happiness, 
which  an  indastrious  and  forehanded  farmer  does  not  possess. 
"  We  will  conquer  all  Italy,"  said  Pyrrhas  to  his  prime  minis- 
ter, ^' and  then  we  will  pass  into  Asia;  we  will  overrun  her 
kingdoms,  and  then  we  will  wage  war  upon  Africa,  and  when 
we  have  conquered  all,  we  will  sit  down  quietly  and  enjoy 
ourselves."  "  And  why,"  replied  the  minister,  *•  should  we  not 
sit  down  and  enjoy  ourselves  without  taking  all  this  trouble?" 
And  why  may  not  you,  it  may  be  said  .to  many  an  aspirant 
after  wealth,  enjoy  .in  reality  all  you  seek,  in  your  present 
condition  ? 

''  Give  me  neither  poverty  nor  riches,"  was  the  prayer  of  one 
of  the  sages  of  antiquity.  And  Lord  Bacon,  the  wisest  man 
of  modern  times,  says :  "  Seek  not  proud  riches,  but  rather  such 
as  thou  mayest  get  justly,  use  soberly,  distribute  cheerfully, 
and  leave  contentedly."  And  can  there  be  a  truer  description 
of  a  farmer's  future?  There  is  no  greater  independence  than 
that  possessed  by  the  contented,  fore-handed  farmer.  "  Tell 
your  master,"  said  a  Roman  general,  to  the  Embassador  of  the 
King  of  Persia,  who  cacne  to  bribe  him  with  great  wealth,  and 
found  him  washing  the  vegetables  that  were  to  constitute  his 
dinner,  with  his  own  hands,  '*  tell  your  master  that  all  the  gold 
in  Persia  can  never  bribe  the  man  who  can  contentedly  live  upon 
27 
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turnips."  The  answer  was  as  true  in  philosophy,  as  it  was 
elevated  in  patriotism.  To  be  happy,  man  must  limit  his  de- 
sires. And  when  he  has  sufficient  for  his  needs,  he  should 
remember  that  the  temptation  and  perplexities  incident  to 
overgrown  wealth,  more  than  counterbalance  its  seeming  ad- 
vantages. Health  of  body  and  competence  of  estate,  are  all 
the  requisites  for  organic  happiness  that  the  world  can  bestow. 
And  to  say  that  agricultural  pursuits  are  eminently  calculated 
to  insure  these,  is  only  to  reiterate  the  language  of  past  ages, 
and  to  repeat  the  testimony  of  our  own.  K  you  leave  such 
pursuits,  the  hazard  increases  as  the  profits  augment  The 
amount  of  the  premium  is  always  proportioned  to  the  gfeatneae 
of  the  risk. 

But  health  and  the  conveniencies  of  life,  are  not  all  that  a 
man  requires  to  make  him  happy.     He  desires  to  be  useful ; 
he  wishes  to  be  esteemed.     And  what  profession  can  boast  of 
a  higher  claim  to  utility,  than  that  of  the  farmer  ?    The  greater 
part  of  mankind  must  be  agriculturalists,  and  on  their  char- 
acter  the  well-being  of  every  State  must  depend.     Our  free 
institutions  are  valued,  but  how  shall  they  be  preserved?     By 
the  virtue  of  the  people.     History  giyes  no  other  answer.    No 
truth  is  more  clearly  emblazoned  on  her  pages,  than  that  if  a 
nation  would  be  free,  they  must  be  intelligently  industfioua. 
And  here  the  agricultural  class  become  of  the  first  importance 
to  the  State.     The  influence  of  a  virtuous  yeomanry  on  her 
character,  like  that  of  the  air  on  the  individual,  is  seen  in  the 
strength  of  those  who  are  unconscious  of  its  presence.     The 
agricultural  life  is  one  eminently  calculated  for  human  happi- 
ness and  human  virtue.     But  let  no  other  calling  or  pursuit  of 
honest  industry  be  despised  or  envied.     One  cannot  say  unto 
another,  "  I  have  no  need  of  thee; "  and  to  every  one  there  are 
compensations  made  that  render  all,'in  a  great  degree,  satisfied 
vnth  their  lot.     Envy  not  the  wealth  of  the  merchant;  it  haa 
been  won  by  anxieties  that  you  never  knew,  and  is  held  by  bo 
frail  a  tenure  as  to  deprive  its. possessor  of  perfect  security  and 
perfect  peace.      While  your  slumbers  have  been  sound,  his 
have  been  disturbed  by  calculating  chances,  by  fearful  antici- 
pations, by  uncertainty  of  results.     The  reward  of  your  labor 
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18  Bare.  He  feels  that  an  hoar  may  strip  him  of  his  posses- 
sions, and  turn  him  and  his  family  on  the  world  in  debt  and 
penary.  Envy  not  the  learning  of  the  stadent  The  hae  on 
bis  cheek  testifies  of  the  vigils  by  which  it  has  been  attained 
He  has  grown  pale  over  the  midnight  lamp.  He  has  been 
shut  ap  from  the  prospects  of  nature,  while  soand  sleep  and 
refreshing  breezes  have  been  your  portion  and  yoar  healthy 
Envy  not  the  successful  statesman.  Hi  s  name  may  be  in  every 
ones  mouth.  His  reputation  may  be  the  property  of  his  coan* 
try,  but  envy  and  detraction  have  marked  him.  His  plans  are 
thwarted,  his  principles  attacked,  his  ends  misrepresented. 
And  if  he  attain  the  highest  station,  it  is  to  feel  that  his  power 
only  enables  him  to  make  one  ungrateful,  and  bandreds  hia 
enemies,  for  every  favor  he  can  bestow.     Envy  no  one. 

The  situation  of  an  independent  farmer  stands  among  the 
first,  for  happiness  and  virtue.  It  is  the  one  to  which  states- 
men  and  warriors  have  retired,  to  find,  in  the  contemplation  of 
the  works  of  nature,  that  serenity  which  more  conspicuous 
stations  could  not  impart.  It  is  the  situation  in  which  God 
placed  his  peculiar  people  in  the  land  of  Judea,  and  to  which 
all  the  laws  and  institutions  of  His  great  law-giver  had  imme- 
diate reference.  And  when,  in  the  fullness  of  time,  the  privi- 
leges of  the  chosen  seed  were  to  be  extended  to  all  His  children^ 
it  was  to  shepherds,  abiding  in  the  field,  that  the  tidings  of 
great  joy  were  first  announced.  Health  of  body,  serenity  of 
mind  and  competence  of  estate,  wait  upon  this  honorable  cal- 
ling ;  and  in  giving  these,  it  gives  all  the  present  can  bestow 
while  it  opens,  through  its  influence,  the  path  to  Heaven. 
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TO  THE  PUBLIC. 

This  Report  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture  was 
prepared  by  the  undersigned  and  ready  for  publication  in  Jan- 
uary. The  preface  was  written  with  the  understatiding  that 
the  Geological  Report  of  Professor  E.  T.  Cox,  State  Geologist, 
would  be  published  in  the  same  volume.  The  manuscript  of 
the  Professor's  report  and  the  maps  to  accompany  it  were  more 
than  half  completed,  and  it  was  confidently  expected  that  all 
would  be  finished  and  ready  for  the  press  at  an  early  day.  But 
sickness,  resulting  in  death,  in  the  Professor's  femily,  and  his 
own  sickness  and  continued  bad  health  up  to  the  present  time, 
has  prevented  the  completion  of  his  report. 

It  being  very  desirable  that  the  Agricultural  Report  should 
be  published  and  distributed  before  the  next  Annual  State  Fair, 
it  was  thought  best,  after  consultation  with  the  President  of  the 
State  Board  and  the  Professor,  to  publish  and  distribute  this 
Report  in  advance  of  the  present  Geological  Report.  That 
report  will  be  published  when  completed,  and  will  also  be  in- 
cluded in  the  State  Board  Reports  for  1871. 

The  delay  in  publishing  this  valuable  report  at  this  time  is 
much  to  be  regretted,  but  the  Professor  will  continue  his  geo- 
logical examinations  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  will 
add  much  new  and  valuable  information  in  regard  to  the  mine- 
ral wealth  and  resources  of  other  counties,  and  make  the 
report  of  greater  value  when  published.
